This  being  the  day  fixed  by  the  Constitution  of  the  Protestant 
Episcopal  Church  in  the  Diocese  of  Western  New  York,  for  the 
meeting  of  the  Annual  Convention  of  the  same,  the  Right  Rev. 
William  Hsathcote  DsLancey,  D.  D.,  LL.  D.,  D.  C.  L.,  Bishop 
of  the  Diocese,  with  a  number  of  the  Clergy  and  Laity,  assembled 
at  half  past  10  o'clock,  A.  M.,  in  Grace  Church,  in  the  city  of 
Utica,  the  place  appointed  by  the  Bishop  for  the  meeting. 

Morning  Prayer  was  read  by  the  Rev.  Israel  Foote,  assisted  by 
the  Rev.  F.  C.  Brown,  who  read  the  First  Lesson,  the  Rev. 
Theodore  Babcock,  who  read  the  Second  Lesson,  and  the  Rev. 
A  T.  Twing,  of  the  Diocese  of  New  York,  who  read  the  Creed, 
Collects  and  Litany. 

Rev.  the  Bishop  read  the  Ante-Communion  Service, 
the  Epistle  being  read  by  the  Rev.  J.  J.  Brandegee,  and  the  Gos- 
pel by  the  Rev.  Andrew  Hull.  A  sermon  was  preached  by  the 
Rev.  William  T.  Gibson.  The  Holy  Commimion  was  then  ad- 
ministered by  the  Bishop,  in  which  he  was  assisted  by  the  Rev. 
Ahner  Jackson,  D.  D.,  the  Rev.  Andrew  Hull,  the  Rev.  Ferdinand 
Rogers,  the  Rev.  J.  J.  Brandegee,  and  the  Rev.  L.  W.  Norton.

XX.  Before  the  final  adjournment  of  any  session  of  the  Con- 
vention, the  minutes  of  the  last  day's  proceedings  shall  be  read, 
corrected,  and  approved. 

XXI.  Unless  otherwise  ordered  by  the  Convention,  it  shall 
meet  at  9  o'clock  in  the  morning ;  take  a  recess  from  1  to  3  o'dock 
in  the  afternoon ;  and  adjourn  lor  the  day  at  6  o'dook^  P.  M.

A.DDRESS. 

Hj  Brethren— The  Olergy  and  Laity  of  the  Oonvention ; 

On  the  evening  of  the  adjournment  of  the  Convention,  AngOBt 
18th,  1859,  my  labors  began  for  this  Conventional  year  withhold- 
ing a  confirmation  in  Trinity  Chnrch,  Elmira,  on  which  occasion  I 
confirmed  tioelce  persons,  to  whom  I  delivered  an  address. 

On  the  20th  of  August,  1859,  I  baptised  in  Trinity  Church, 
Geneva,  Edward  Ettiene,  infeuit  son  of  Edward  Floyd  De  Lan« 
cey,  and  my  grandson. 

On  the  25th,  at  Geneva,  I  confirmed  in  private.  Commander 
Lather  Stoddard,  of  the  IT.  S.  Navy,  to  whom  I  also  administered 
the  holy  communion. 

On  the  28th,  I  read  prayers,  morning  and  evening  in  St.  Peter's 
Cbapel,  Geneva. 

On  the  morning  of  the  dlst,  I  attended  the  funeral  of  Comman- 
der Stoddard,  in  Trinity  Church,  Oeneva. 

On  September  1st,  I  preached  in  the  Methodist  Chapel,  at 
Canastota,  Madison  county,  and  confirmed  six  persons.

Mt  Dear  Friend  :  I  address  you  nt  the  request  of  tbo  Ck)minittee  on  the  sub- 
ject of  our  Diocesan  Training  School. 

Oiir  Diocese  is  greatly  sufToring  for  the  want  of  Clorgj-men.  Although  we  hay« 
0  larger  body  of  Clergy  in  the  Diocese  tban  wo  ever  had  before,  yet  several  of  our 
Parii>hes  and  Missionaty  posts  aro  unsupplicd. 

In  many  villages  our  Church  might  be  started  witli  prospects  of  entire  success 
had  we  Clergymen  to  send.  This  want  is  felt  througliout  the  Church.  Now  there 
\*  a  dass  of  young  men  who  would  most  profitably  serve  in  the  ministry,  for 
whom  no  provision  is  made  as  to  education  and  support ;  who  are  stirred  in  their 
hearts  to  serve  the  Lord  in  this  way,  but  who  are  restrained  and  repelled  by  the 
£ict  that  no  institution  exists  in  the  Diocese  adapted  to  their  instruction,  to  which 
tbcj  might  go  to  tost  their  attainments  and  aptitude,  and  to  bo  moulded  and 
trained  for  the  great  work.  They  would  come  from  the  professions  of  law  and 
luedicine,  from  mercantile  life,  from  farms  and  trades,  and  from  the  dissentient 
bodies  and  nunistries  around  us. 

For  these  let  us  establish  at  once  the  Senior  Department  of  our  Training  School 
for  Candidates.  I  believe  that  twenty  at  least  would  soon  bo  enrolled  on  its  lists. 
Thfy  would  come  to  test  their  fitness,  to  prepare  to  become  Candidates  for  Orders, 
and  to  ix»  taught  and  trained  if  found  adapted  to  tiie  work.  What  they  need  is 
an  institution  appropriate  to  their  peculiar  state  of  preparation,  composed  of  per- 
sons  similar  in  age,  attammcnts  and  objects,  where,  under  the  guidance  of  com- 
petent instructors,  they  may  be  moulded,  taught  and  trained  for  the  ministry. 
Almost  every  large  Parish  in  the  Diocese  might  furnish  one  such  student^  and  be 
interested  in  efforts  to  sustain  him.  »Suoli  Candidates  cannot  advantageously 
mingle  with  the  more  youthful  students  of  our  oxisting  seminaries.  They  need 
an  older  association  and  a  different  training,  to  regain  what  has  boon  lost  in  early 
education,  and  to  remould,  concentrate  and  supply  their  minds.  One-third  of  our 
present  Candidates  are  of  this  very  class,  struggling  to  triumph  over  the  disad- 
vantages which  retard  and  sadden  their  ])rogress.  I  am  compelled  to  discounto- 
nancv;  and  repel  applications  of  this  kind,  because  inoaus  are  wanting,  and  no 
iufficien;  provision  is  made,  to  meet  them.  It  is  an  appalling  step  to  repel  a  la- 
borer when  the  "  ripened  grain  "  is  dying  in  the  field  before  our  eyes.  My  friend, 
is  there  not  wealth,  and  liberality,  and  zeal  enough  in  our  Diocese  to  meet  the 
demand?  JShall  we  withhold  aaaistance  any  longer  ?  Will  you  not  ud  ui  in  thf 
eflSoit?

To  this  sad  report  I  have  to  add  the  record  of  his  sndden  death, 
soon  after  at  St.  Lonis,  Mo.  The  funeral  services  were  attended 
by  the  Bishop,  and  the  other  clergy  of  that  city. 

On  Sunday,  the  2dd,  I  preached,  on  invitation  of  the  Rev.  Mr. 
Peterkin,  the  Rector,  in  St.  James'  Church,  Richmond. 

We  left  Richmond  for  home  on  the  25th,  penetrated  by  the 
hospitality,  cordiality  and  aiSectionate  kindness  with  which  we 
hid  been  entertained. 

The  meeting  of  the  Convention  was  a  signal  triumph  for  the 
Church. 

Six  new  Bishops  were  added  to  the  House  of  Bishops. 

The  whole  number  present  was  35. 

The  number  of  Dioceses  represented  was  33. 

The  whole  number  of  Clerical  representatives  was  131. 

The  whole  number  of  Lay  representatives  was  105. 

Of  the  character  of  its  proceedings,  legislation  and  measures, 
Uie  Church  will  now  judge  through  the  publication  of  its  Journal. 

On  our  way  back  to  Geneva,  I  spent  some  days  in  Philadelphia, 
where,  in  St.  Peter's  Church,  the  venerable  and  beloved  Parish  of 
my  early  labors,  I  administered  the  holy  communion  on  the  25th, 
ind  preached  in  the  afternoon  of  the  30th.

It  is  proposed  at  present  to  raise  tJiirty  thoftsand  dollars.  Several  gentlemen 
have  promised  (myself  among  them)  each  one  thowfand  dollars  to  this  object.  One 
has  engaged  to  it  the  interest  of  Uuo  thousand  dollars.  A  donor  of  Ave  hundred 
dollars  has  been  seconded  by  the  Rector  and  congregation  who  have  raised  the 
eom  to  one  thousand  dollars. 

Is  this  sum  of  thirty  thousand  dollars  too  large  a  sum  to  bo  raised  by 
CborchmeD  in  the  Diooese  of  Western  Xow  York  for  such  an  object  ?  Let  the 
following  facts  present  the  answer. 

There  can  be  named  to  you  at  least  ten  Chnrclimeu  in  the  Diocese,  each  of 
whom  could  give  the  whole  tliirty  thousand  dollars.  Including  these,  I  could 
oame  more  than  thirty  Churchmen,  each  of  whom  could  give  five  thousand  dollars 
for  floch  an  object  liQcluding  these,  I  can  name  more  than  one  hundred  Church- 
men who  oould  give  each  one  thousand  dollars  to  the  object.  Including  these,  I 
ooald  name  more  than  three  hundred  Churchmen,  each  of  whom  oould  give  one 
hundred  dollars  to  the  object.  I  can  truly  say  there  are  thirty  Churclies  in  the 
Diocese,  each  of  which  could  easily  raise  one  thousand  dollars  for  such  an  object. 
We  have  over  ten  thousand  communicants  in  the  Diocese ;  an  average  gift  of  three 
dollars  for  each  would  raise  the  whole  amount. 

Now,  with  these  facts  staring  me  in  the  face,  ou;?ht  I  to  refrain  a  moment  from 
appealing  to  you  for  aid  to  this  object,  under  circumstances  of  such  pressing  ne- 
oeiffity  as  the  following  facts  disclose : 

We  have  but  twenty  Candidates  for  Orders  in  the  Diocese ;  we  ought  to  have 
Jifty.  We  have  but  a  little  over  130  Clergymen  in  the  Diocese :  we  need  200.  I 
live  transferred  twelve  Clergymen  to  other  Dioceses  since  the  last  Convention,  in 
1859,  and  have  received  but  four  in  return.  We  have  at  present  fif^cc-n  Mission- 
ary Parishes  and  Stations  unsupplied.  I  am  almost  daily  in  receipt  of  letters 
askmg  for  the  st-rvices  of  a  Clergjnnan.  The  growth  of  the  Church  in  the  Diocese 
»  arrested  for  want  of  laborers. 

There  is  no  provision  in  the  Diocese  for  the  class  of  Candidates  in  whoso  behalf 
I  now  urge  this  appeal.  Ualf  of  our  present  twenty  Candidates  are  of  this  very 
dass.  The  business  world  has  furnished  in  this  Dioc'cse  the  largest  proportion 
of  Candidates.  At  least  ten  of  the  present  Bishops  of  the  Church,  came  to  the 
ministry  originally  from  the  •*  business  world." 

The  age  from  twenty-live  to  forty  will  long  furnish  the  largest  and  earliest  sup- 
ply of  Mimsters  to  the  Church.  To  this  source  must  we  mainly  look.  For  the 
best  and  most  thorough  education  of  this  class  of  Candidates,  f  am  seeking  to 
provide  and  soliciting  your  aid.  1  have  brought  the  subject  before  the  Diccobo  at 
loeoessive  Conventions. 

The  Junior  Department  of  the  Training  School  I  do  not  now  urge.  It  would 
demand  an  endowment  of  $100,000,  and  tho  appUcatiou  of  more  youthful  energy 
than  mora  than  three-sooro  years  can  supply  to  joor  Bishop.    For  young  Candi-

I  have  baptised  7  adults^  4  in£uits ;  total  11. 

I  have  officiated  at  4  ftmerals. 

I  have  administered  the  holy  eommimioa  21  times. 

I  have  admitted  8  new  Candidates  for  Holy  Orders. 

I  have  ordained  7  Deacons  and  6  Priests. 

I  have  instituted  2  Rectors. 
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I  have  consecrated  7  Churches. 

I  have  received  into  the  Diocese  10  Clergymen. 

I  have  transferred  to  other  Dioceses  16  Clergymen. 

I  have  displaced  2  Clergymen. 

I  record  the  death  of  1  Clergyman. 

I  have  given  my  consent  to  the  organization  of  2  new  congre- 
gsdons. 

I  have  read  prayers  15  times. 

Preached  172  times. 

Made  addresses  to  candidates  as  often  as  I  held  confirmations. 

And  made  appeals  in  almost  every  Parish  in  behalf  of  the  en- 
terprise to  increase  the  Candidates  for  Orders,  and  to  provide  for 
the  adequate  training  of  those  who  come  from  the  business  world 
into  the  ministry. 

I  have  confirmed  1812  persons  in  122  congregations  in  this  Dio- 
cese, and  23  persons  in  the  Diocese  of  New  York,  in  all  1835. 

In  13  other  places  visited,  no  confirmations  were  held. 

In  19  other  Churches  not  visited,  no  applications  were  made  for 
holding  a  confirmation,  the  candidates,  if  any,  having  been  brought 
to  other  points  for  confirmation,  or  the  stations  being  vacant,  or 
for  special  reasons,  the  confirmation  being  deferred. 

The  average  number  confirmed  for  each  Parish,  in  which  con- 
firmations were  held,  is  14. 

The  average  annual  confirmations,  sincQ  I  became  Bishop,  from 
1839  to  1859,  inclusive,  is  six  hundred  persons. 

I  have  traveled  in  discharge  of  my  various  duties,  since  the  last 
Convention,  7995  miles ;  and,  I  record  it  with  a  thankful  heart  to 
the  Great  Over-Ruler  of  all  things,  without  an  accident  and  almost 
without  interruption.

The  Christmas  Fund  for  Disabled  Clergymen  has  had,  during 

the  past  year,  through  collections  and  donations, $1,637  39 

And  in  interest, 360  00 

Now  invested  in  bonds  and  mortgages, 6,000  00 

Five  of  our  aged  brethren  have  been  aided  by  this  Fund,  to 
the  amount  of  $200  each,  $1,000. 

The  Permanent  Missionary  Fund  amounts,  as  reported  by  the 
Trustee,  William  Young,  Esq.,  of  Bath,  to  $11,356. 

We  are  apprised  that  a  bequest  has  been  made  to  this  Fond, 
by  the  late  Mrs.  Silas  D.  Mumford,  to  the  amount  of  $5,000,  which 
will  be  paid  over  in  the  Spring,  and  invested  in  bond  and  mort- 
gage by  the  Trustee. 

The  interest  of  the  Fund  now  in  hand,  amounting  to  $743  09, 
has  been  paid  to  the  Diocesan  Treasurer,  and  applied  to  the  pay- 
ment of  our  Missionaries. 

The  Van  Wagenen  Missionary  Fund,  for  Chenango  county,  is 
reported  by  the  Trustee,  Joseph  Juliand,  Esq.,  at  $2,000,  yielding 
an  interest  of  $140,  which  has  been  paid  to  ox  Rectors  in  the 
county,  for  Missionary  services  therein. 

In  the  Report  of  the  Education  and  Missionary  Board,  will  be 
presented  the  usual  details  on  these  funds. 

The  De  Veaui  College  for  orphans  and  destitute  children,  is  in 
vigorous  and  successful  action. 

The  Annual  Report  for  1859,  has  been  laid  before  me  as  Bishop 
of  the  Diocese.  The  inalienable  domain  of  330  acres,  on  which 
the  buildings  stand,  remains  as  heretofore.

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The  whole  expenditure,  aside  from  repairs,  alterations  and  ad- 
ditions, ($1,302  06,)  is $10,827  76 

Thirty-two  pupils  have  received  the  benefits  of  the  Institution. 

The  amount  given  in  the  Diocese,  during  the  year,  for  recog- 
nized Church  objects,  aside  from  those  that  are  Parochial,  is 
$11,466  87. 

This  is  exclusive  of  interest  on  permanent  funds  and  loans, 
and  of  gifts  from  sources  exterior  to  the  Diocese.  It  comprises 
what  has  been  received  by  the  Treasurer  of  the  Convention,  and 
the  Treasurer  of  the  Christmas  Fund ; 

Moneys  collected  in  the  Diocese,  but  which  have  not  passed 
through  the  hands  of  the  Diocesan  Treasurer ; 

And  contributions  to  the  Church  Book  Society. 

The  whole  amount  raised  in  the  Diocese,  during^  the  year,  for 
other  than  Parochial  objects,  and  aside  from  gifts  and  promises 
for  the  Training  School  in  its  Senior  Department,  may  be  stated 
as  follows :

Besides  this  sum,  there  has  been  contributed  in  bonds,  notes, 
cash  and  reliable  promises  of  funds,  of  a  Church  edifice  and  lot, 
for  the  establishment  of  the  Senior  Department  of  the  Training 
School  for  candidates,  to  the  value  of  $20,200.

I  would  suggest  that  a  Committee  be  appointed  to  examine, 
and  report  to  this  Convention,  wjbiat  these  points  are. 
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And  then  that  the  preparation  of  any  Canons  required,  be  re- 
ferred to  a  Committee  to  report  such  Canons  to  the  next  Conven- 
tion. Tliis  will  give  time  for  mature  consideration.  In  the  mean 
time,  temporary  provision  is  already  made  by  the  General  Canons 
to  meet  such  cases. 

My  attendanci-  at  the  General  Theological  Seminary  Commence- 
ment, on  the  28tii  of  June,  precluded  my  being  present  at  the 
Commencement  of  Ilobart  College,  which  occurred  on  the  same 
day,  at  Geneva. 

The  College  continues  to  command  the  patronage  and  regard 
of  the  public.  Its  Catalogue  presents  a  list  of  over  one  hundred 
Undergraduates.  Nineteen  young  men  were  graduated  at  the 
CommencemcMit.  And  though  none  of  them  became  Candidates 
for  Holy  Orders  in  this  Diocese,  two,  I  tlinik,  did  ^o  in  other  Dio- 
ceses, to  which  they  respectively  belong. 

An  effort  has  been  commenced  to  increase  the  endowment  and 
accommodations  of  the  College.  Already  I  think,  some  thirty-five 
thousand  dollars  have  been  given,  or  conditionally  pledged  to  the 
Institution. 

The  enterprise  ought  to  succeed.  There  is  wealth  and  zeal 
enough  in  the  Diocese  to  secure  the  full  amount  solicited.  The 
College  is  an  important  agency  to  promote  the  growth  of  the 
Church  in  the  Diocese ;  and  though  it  has  no  official  connection 
with  the  Convention,  yet  it  should  be  regarded  and  cherished  as 
one  of  the  chief  instruments  of  good  to  the  Church. 

My  convictions  of  the  value  of  a  Training  School,  in  the  Junior 
Department,  for  the  young,  not  only  remain  unchanged,  but  have 
grown  in  strength  by  reflection,  and  by  the  fact,  that  such  an  in- 
stitution has  been  established,  and  is  in  successful  prosecution  in 
the  neighboring  Diocese,  through  the  liberality  of  a  wealthy 
Layman  of  the  same.  With  us  both  moral  and  spiritual  strength 
would  have  been  added  to  Hobart  College,  by  the  annual  infusion 
of  well  trained  and  well  principled  and  tested  youth  among  its 
influential  classes.  Such  an  institution,  twenty  years  ago,  would 
have  prevented  to  a  great  extent  the  present  complaint  in  our 
Diocese  for  want  of  Clergy  and  Candidates,  enlarged  and  blessed 
the  College,  and  gladdened  the  hearts  of  all  of  110. 
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Bat  the  project  is  in  advance  of  the  liberality  and  estimation  of 
the  Diocese,  and  of  the  ^e,  and  energies  of  the  Diocesan.  I  lay 
the  Junior  Department  of  the  Training  School  on  the  shel^  until 
God,  by  his  Holy  Spirit,  shall  wake  up  some  of  the  existing  or 
rising  wealthy  men  of  the  Diocese,  to  contemplate  and  commence 
aa  institution  fraught  with  blessings  to  the  young,  blessings  to 
the  State,  and  blessings  to  the  Church.  Until  then,  in  the  edu- 
cation of  youthful  Candidates  for  Orders,  we  must  look,  in  this 
Diocese,  to  Hobart  College  and  to  De  Veaux  College.  The  for- 
mer needs  the  encouragement  and  patronage  of  the  Diocese  at 
large,  and  the  interest  of  the  Clergy  and  Laity  in  it. 

Colleges  in  our  State  consist  of  the  teachers  and  the  taught. 
The  defect  in  all  of  them  is,  that  the  teachers  are  under  no  prac- 
tical State  supervision  and  examination — and  the  taught  are  under 
DO  State  incitements  to  study.  The  Legislature,  or  the  Board  of 
Regents,  gives  the  charter,  but  neither  the  one  nor  the  other  ever 
adequately  inquire  or  examine  whether  the  teachers  teach  well, 
or  the  students  are  well  taught.  Had  the  Military  Academy,  at 
West  Pointy  or  the  Naval  Ac^emy,  at  Annapolis,  been  conducted 
on  the  same  irresponsible  principles  as  our  Colleges  are,  they 
would  have  long  since  been  repudiated,  denounced,  abandoned. 

There  the  work  of  the  teachers  is  publicly  tested  by  examina- 
tion. There  the  youth  are  prompted  to  study  by  the  distinctions 
held  out  to  them. 

This  is  just  what  the  State  ought  to  do  with  its  Colleges.  The 
studies  in  College  are  religious  and  secular.  With  the  religious 
studies  the  State  has  nothing  to  do.  But  with  the  secular  educa- 
tion it  has  to  do,  and  is  bound  to  adopt  such  measures  as  are 
competent  to  make  it  efficient  and  complete. 

A  public  examination  of  students,  sent  from  each  class  of  each 
College,  at  Albany,  during  the  session  of  the  Legislature,  before 
the  Governor,  the  Legislature,  and  the  public  authorities,  and  the 
conferring  of  suitable  merited  rewards,  would  secure  the  object, 
and  at  a  very  small  expense  to  the  State,  and  to  the  incalculable 
benefit  of  the  Colleges,  and  the  cause  of  education  in  the  country 

• 

The  details  of  such  an  arrangement  could  be  easily  arranged. 
To  carry  the  palm  at  such  an  examination — ^to  be  declared  the 
best  scholar  of  all  the  Collies  in  the  State,  is  a  distinction  that 
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fiUidemE.  I  pn^  Gc«d  all  iksr  €i&rK  ii»  adcanoe -die  xafaie  aad 
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QmrcL. 
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from  Colleges,  41  have  come  from  Geaeva,  or  Hobart  College, 
about  two  a  year.  For  the  theological  edacation  of  those  that 
.  come  directly  from  Colleges,  provision  is  made  in  our  existing 
Theological  Seminaries.  But  for  those  who  come  from  the  Busi- 
ness World,  no  institution  exists — no  adequate  provision  is  made 
for  their  instruction  and  preparation. 

For  the  thorough,  necessary  and  efficient  testing^  training  and 
preparing  of  such  Candidates,  I  am  seekiilg  to  provide,  and  am 
calliDg  upon  the  pious,  intelligent  and  wealthy  Laity,  for  the 
means.  I  have  addressed  two  letters  to  the  Diocese,  which  I 
place  in  note.  I  have  been  so  far  successful,  as  to  authorize 
the  commencement  of  this  Senior  Department  of  the  Training 
School  on  the  Ist  of  October  next. 

Id  cash,  bonds,  notes,  and  reliable  promises  of  money,  a  Chapel 
and  lot,  I  have  secured  about  twenty  thousand  dollars,  freely 
given  to  the  object,  with  the  understanding  that  the  appointment 
of  the  teachers  and  officers  is  to  be  in  the  Standing  Committee,  or 
Board  of  Education,  on  the  nomination  of  the  Bishop  of  the  Dio- 
cese ;  the  Standing  Committee  representing  the  Convention.  I 
have  arranged  the  amounts  contributed  and  pro&used  under 
the  names  of  the  several  Parishes  in  the  Diocese,  to  which  the 
contributors  belonged.* 

To  avoid  the  expense  of  agencies,  and  the  withdrawal  of  Cler- 
gymen as  agents  from  their  duties,  I  have  made  the  object  a  mat- 
ter of  appeal  from  myself  to  the  congregations  at  my  visitations. 
I  have  explained  and  urged  the  subject  in  almost  all  parts  of  the 
Diocese  at  my  public  ministrations,  but  have  as  yet  not  entered 
fully  on  the  work  of  personal  application  to  individuals.  This  I 
purpose,  God  willing,  to  do,  with  a  view  to  fill  np  the  amount 
($30,000)  proposed  to  be  raised.  Many,  I  understand,  are  await- 
mg  this  personal  application,  and  I  feel  convinced  that,  when  there 
are  in  the  Diocese  many  more  than  ten  indivyi^ials,  each  of  whom 
could  give  a  thousand  dollars;  and  more" than  ten  Churches,  each 
of  which  could  raise  a  thousand  dollars  by  ten  men,  each  giving 
one  hundred  dollars,  I  shall  not  be  disappointed  in  my  appeal  for 
the  balance.

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The  Board  of  Education  have  organized ;  and  have  resolved 
that  the  Senior  Department  shall,  D.  V.,  be  opened  on  the  Ist  of 
October  next.  Thej  have  appointed,  on  my  nomination,  the  Rev. 
David  H.  Macurdy,  of  this  Diocese,  as,  under  the  Bishop,  Pro- 
fessor of  Theology  and  Rector  of  the  Department.  This  Rev- 
erend brother,  of  whose  adaptedness  to  the  position,  none  who 
know  him  will  doubt,  is  now  in  Europe,  but  is  expected  to  return 
about  the  1st  of  October,  when,  by  divine  permission,  his  able 
services,  should  he  accept  the  post,  will  be  given  to  such  applicants 
for  Candidateship,  and  such  Candidates  from  the  Business  World, 
as  present  themselves ;  and  he  will  take  charge  of  the  Chapel  at 
Geneva.  Tlie  Diocese  will  then  have  made  suitable  provision  for 
the  faithfiil  preparation  of  both  classes  of  Candidates  who  seek 
Ordination,  to  serve  at  the  altars  of  the  Church. 

My  labors,  during  the  past  year,  and  the  interruptions  of  sundry 
kinds,  have  prevented  the  completion  of  a  charge,  which,  if 
spared,  I  trust  to  present  at  the  next  Convention. 

In  the  duties  of  the  Convention,  on  which  you  now  enter,  I 
commend  you  all  to  the  grace  and  guidance  of  the  Holy  Ghost. 
May  God  our  Saviour  bless,  guide  and  sanctify  all  our  delibera- 
tions, proceedings  and  measures  to  His  honor  and  •  glory,  to  our 
good,  and  to  the  stability  and  extension  of  His  Holy  Church.

loaned."  By  it,  and  likewise  by  the  Report  of  the  Trustees,  having  the  charge  of 
investing  this  Fund,  herewith  also  submitted,  it  appears,  to  the  gratification  of 
your  Committee,  that  these  moneys  are  now  properly  secured  by  bonds  and  mort- 
gages on  unincumbered  real  property,  and  nuKie  in  strict  conformity  to  section  4 
of  a  Canon,  adopted  by  this  body  at  its  last  annual  Convention. 

The  Committee  take  pleasure  in  stating  to  the  Conventioo,  that  this  Fund  is 
steadily  upon  the  increase — that  its  income  from  the  different  Churches  in  the  Dio- 
cese, including  interest  upon  the  moneys  invested,  since  our  last  annual  report,

The  Committee  on  the  Report  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Fund  for  the  Support  of 
the  Episcopate,  respectAiUy  report: 

The  Fund  amounts  nominally  to  the  sum  of  $50,158  08,  being  an  increase  of 
$149,17  over  the  amount  of  the  Fund  at  the  date  of  the  last  year's  report  It  is 
made  up  of  the  following  itemst 

Bonds  and  Mortgages, $45,685  00 

Rail  Road  Bonds 2,400  00 

Pledges  of  Vestries, 1,000  00 

Notes  unpaid, 1,035  00 

Cash  not  invested, .' 38  08 

$50,158  08 

The  amount  of  cash  on  hand,  at  the  date  of  the  last  report,  (August  10,  1859,) 
wu  $4,732  13,  all  of  which  has  been  invested  on  bonds  and  mortgages,  except- 
ing $38,08,  which  is  in  the  hands  of  the  Trustees. 

The  Trustees  have  collected  of  principal  on  mortgages  which  they  have  satis- 
fied, and  on  notes  discharged,  since  the  last  annual  report,  the  sum  of  $10,758  95, 
and  have  invested  the  same  in  bonds  and  mortgages.  The  amount  now  invested 
in  this  kind  of  security,  is  an  excess  over  the  sum  stated  in  the  last  report  of 
$5,550. 

We  possess  no  knowledge  of  the  validity  of  these  securities,  except  what  is 
derired  from  the  reports  submitted  to  our  ezammation,  from  which  it  appears  that 
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lb  the  Convention  of  the  Diocese  of  Western  New  York  : 

The  imdersigiifid,  appointed  bj  the  Bishop  a  Committee  to  examine  the  books 
and  aecuiities  of  the  Tmstees  of  the  Fund  for  the  Support  of  the  Epiaoopate,  le- 
Bpectfolly  reports: 

That  he  has  examined,  with  oonsidorable  care,  the  books  and  securities  in  the 
hands  of  Thomas  Hopper,  Esq.,  one  of  the  Trustees,  and  finds  that  this  Fund,  at 
tlie  present  time,  consists  of  $50, 158  08,  of  which  the  sum  of  $45,685  is  invested 
in  39  parcels,  in  bonds  and  mortgages  on  real  estate.  All  those  securities,  except 
two,  I  have  seen,  and  examined  as  far  as  the  circumstances  of  the  case  would 
admit  I  feel  satisfied  that  they  are  all  good  and  valid.  The  two  securities  which 
I  have  not  seen,  are  as  follows :  T|)e  mortgage  of  William  Guile,  dated  May  19, 
1858,  for  the  sum  of  $1,000,  is  not  with  the  Trustees,  but  they  have  a  certificate 
of  the  Clerk  of  Fulton  county,  that  such  a  mortgage  is  in  his  office  for  record. 
Also,  the  mortgage  of  Greorge  J.  Smith,  for  the  sum  of  $500,  I  did  not  see.  I 
am  informed  that  it  is  in  the  hands  of  a  Mr.  Yost)  and  that  it  will  soon  be  paid  in 
fiiD. 

These  securities,  consisting  of  $45,685,  all  bear'interest  of  seven  per  cent  per 
annum,  payable  on  the  first  days  of  May  and  November  of  each  year. 

The  other  securities  of  this  Fund,  $4,435,  consisting  of  Rail  Road  Bonds, 
Pledges,  sundry  Notes,  Ac,  are  of  a  more  doubtful  nature :  some  of  which  fail  to 
produce  any  income.  This  is,  however,  no  fault  of  the  Trustees,  but  is  owing  to 
ti>e  nature  of  the  securities  themselves,  as  at  first  donated  to  this  Fund 

The  increase,  during  the  past  year,  of  this  Fund,  it  will  be  seen  by  reference  to 
the  r^K>rt  of  the  Trustees,  was  $3,633  69,  including  some  arrearages  of  former 
years. 

It  is  due  to  the  Trustees  to  say,  that  the  various  accounts,  as  kept  by  Mr.  Hop- 
per, in  connection  with  this  Fund^  are  very  satisfactory.  They  are  simple,  and 
at  the  same  time  systematic  and  reliable.

On  motion  of  the  Rev.  Charles  W.  Hayes,  it  was  referred  to  the 
Committee  on  Unfinished  Business  to  inquire  if  the  Canon,  re- 
ported on  page  67  of  the  last  Journal,  is  still  before  the  House. 

The  Rev.  Ferdinand  Rogers,  in  behalf  of  said  Committee,  re- 
ported that  there  was  no  record  of  the  passage  of  such  Canon. 

After  discussion,  the  subject  was,  on  motion,  laid  upon  the  table. 

The  Rev.  W.  T.  Gibson,  on  behalf  of  a  Committee  of  the 
Alumni  of  Hobart  College,  Geneva,* presented  the  following  Me- 
morial: 

7b  the  Convention  of  the  Diocese  of  Western  Neto  York : 

The  undersigned,  a  Committee  of  the  Alumni  of  Hobart  College,  appointed  at 
their  annual  meeting  in  June  last,  to  memorialize  the  Convention  in  behalf  of  the 
Ccdlege,  beg  leave  to  represent,  that  there  is  an  effort  now  being  made  for  its  f\ir- 
tiier  endowment. 

And  they  respectfully  ask,  through  the  Convention,  the  aid  and  co-operation  of 
the  Church  in  this  Diocese  to  secure  the  suooess  of  that  effort 

The  circumstances  under  which  the  interposition  of  the  Convention,  and  the 
•id  of  the  Church,  are  invited,  are  briefly  these : 

1.  Hobart  College  is  the  only  Church  College  in  the  Diocese  and  in  the  State. 

2.  Its  permanency  as  such,  and  its  efficiency  up  to  a  certain  point,  are  no 
longer  problematic.  And  therefore  every  dollar  given,  and  every  influence  ex- 
erted, in  behalf  of  the  Institution,  will  tell  upon  its  extending  and  expanding  use- 
folness  to  the  Church.  » 

3.  The  great  want  of  the  Church  among  us  is  for  Clergy.  As  a  source  for  the 
supply  of  such  men  as  the  Church  demands,  the  College  stands  first  and  foremost. 

4.  The  proposed  endowment  has  in  it  the  new,  and  in  this  connection,  the 
needed  feature  of  a  Chaplamcy — a  Professorship  whose  duties  lie  outside  the 
sphere  of  other  Professorships,  and  which  concern  the  development  and  culture  of 
the  religious  character  strictly. 

Its  incumbent  will  be  the  College  Preacher  and  the  College  Pastor.  With  an 
officer  whoso  duties  confine  him  to  the  religious  interests  of  the  Students,  it  is  a 
most  reasonable  expectation,  that  the  supply  of  Candidates  for  Orders  from  the 
graduating  claases,  will  be  steady  and  increasing.  We  may  add,  respecting  this 
part  of  the  proposed  endowment,  that  it  is  not  merely  proposed.  It  is  promised 
and  pledged  so  that  if  any  thing  is  done  this  will  be  done,  and  the  building  will 
also  be  erected,  which  the  duties  of  this  Professorship  require.  It  can  easily  be 
seen,  however,  that  its  success  will  depend  upon  the  expansion  of  the  College 
through  all  its  departments.    And,  therefore,  is  the  aid  of  the  Church  invoked. 

It  would  not  become  your  memorialists  to  suggest  what  the  Convention  should 
recommend.  We  know  that  whatever  is  recommended  by  the  Convention,  will 
Iwive  to  be  done  by  the  Clergy  and  Laity  of  the  Diocese,  in  their  parochial  or  indi- 
vidual capacity.  We  content  ourselves  with  this  brief  statement  of  the  condition 
of  the  College,  and  its  relations  to  the  Church,  in  the  exigency  which,  by  a  common 
consent,  is  the  greatest  that  now  besets  her.

Services  were  intermitted  firom  April  15th  to  May  20th,  during  the  preparatioiia 
fixr  occupying  the  new  Church.  The  Sunday  Sdiool  was  suspended  some  two 
Bontbs,  for  the  same  reason.  The  subscription  for  the  completion  of  the  new 
Church,  last  Fall,  amounted  to  upwards  of  $12.000 ;  most  of  which  has  been  paid 
in,  and  all  of  which  will  be  due  by  the  Ist  of  November  next.  A  loan  of  $10,000 
was  also  obtained  toward  the  same  purpose,  which  remains  as  a  debt  on  the 
Parish. 

The  better  part  of  the  Parish  work,  represented  by  the  above  statistics,  has 
been  peiibrmed.  during  the  illness  and  absence  of  the  Bector,  bj  the  Bev.  Mr. 
Gibson,  who  has  devoted  himself  to  his  labors  with  zeal  and  snccees.  The  duef 
event  of  the  year  has  been  the  completion  of  the  new  Church  Edifice,  ao  fiu'  as  to 
admit  of  its  occupancy  for  public  worships  which  was  first  celebrated  therein  on 
the  Sunday  after  Ascension  Day.  This  noble  structure,  reflecting  equal  credit 
upon  the  skill  of  the  architect,  Mr.  Upjohn,  and  upon  the  liberality  of  Uie  congre- 
gation has  thus  far,  including  its  site,  cost  in  the  neighborhood  of  $70,000,  ten 
thousand  dollars  of  which,  increased  by  a  further  contribution  of  $5,000  from  hia 
fiunily,  was  the  gift  of  the  late  Alfred  Munson,  Esq.  The  only  drawback  to  oar 
entire  satisfaction  is.  a  debt  of  $10,000.  preventing  the  Church  fiom  consecratioii, 
which  it  is  devoutly  to  be  hoped  may  at  no  distant  day  be  altogether  removed. 
An  appropriate  ChapeL  just  r^y  for  use,  has  also  heen  erected  at  a  cost  of  about 
$4,500.  With  the  possession  of  the  new  Church,  the  congregation  baa  veiy  eon* 
aiderably  enlarged,  and  the  prospects  for  growth  and  stabUity  of  the  Parish,  were 
never  more  flattering  than  at  presenL  May  God,  who  has  guided  us  safely  through 
many  perplexities  and  discouragements,  add  his  Messing  to  oar  maniibld  privi- 
leges, and  inspire  us  with  appropriate  feelings  of  responsibility  and  aseal  in  bis 
aervice.  The  Bector  would  here  desire  to  express  his  gratefUI  adKnuwledgmeats 
to  his  beloved  people,  for  many  proo&  of  consideration  and  sympathy  througiioiit 
hia  personal  trials.

The  Church  Edifice  has  been  materially  enlarged  and  embellished  during  the 
past  year,  by  the  addition  of  more  than  half  the  number  of  the  original  pews^  and 
a  Recess  Chancel,  with  a  stained-g^aas  window,  appropriate  to  the  character  of  the 
building.

The  burning  of  my  house  in  October  last,  made  it  necessary  for  me  to  resign 
the  Parish  at  Adams,  and  in  December  I  took  the  temporary  charge  of  this  Parish, 
and  the  Missionary  Station  at  Branchport,  which  had  become  vacant  by  the  re* 
lignation  and  removal  of  the  Rev.  John  Long.  Enfeebled  by  the  frequent  removal 
of  its  Rectors,  as  well  as  of  the  members  of  its  Communion  and  Congregation — 
with  a  debt  of  $900  on  its  Rectory — professing  to  be  scarcely  able  to  raise  $200 
to  pay  that  indebtedness — ^as  a  matter  of  nccesgity,  the  Minister  in  cliarge  was 
compelled  to  solicit  the  aid  of  Christian  brethren,  beyond  the  bounds  of  his  Parish. 
Haviog  thus  obtained  $300,  the  Parish  giving  $200  in  addition,  the  remaining  t4u0 
were  given  by  two  gentlemen  formerly  connected  with  this  Parish,  but  now  be- 
loQgiDg  to  St  Luke's  Ghnrdi,  Branchport    Thus,  with  a  large  debt  paid,  and,  as 
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ire  think,  providentiallj,  with  our  CoogregatioD  incrMsing,  and  with,  as  we  trust

Easter,  heing  seven  Sundays — administered  the  Holy  Communion  twice,  and  twioi 
in  private.  Presented  a  class  of  seven  persons  for  confirmation,  baptized  az 
adidts,  six  children,  and  two  infants ;  also  attended  two  funerals.  He  has  fuither 
publicly  catechised  the  children  once — ho  has  also  officiated  one  Sunday  in  Gkaoe 
Church,  and  preached  once  in  Trinity  Church,  and  once  in  Calvary  Church,  XJtieib 
One  Sunday  in  St.  Stephen's  Church,  New  Hartford,  and  one  Sunday  in  St  Peter*! 
Church,  Onskany. 

Once  in  every  two  weeks,  he  has  officiated  at  Norway  and  Middleville^  in  tilt 
Diocese  of  New  York. 

During*  the  past  year,  he  has  interested  himself  among  the  poor  of  the  cter, 
relieving  their  temporal  wants,  and  attending  to  their  spiritual  necessities.  ]Efo 
has  relieved  several  hundred  families,  and  expended  on  them  about  twelve  hmt- 
dred  dollars.

IX.  Xo  motion  shall  be  put  or  debated  until  it  is  seconded ; 
and,  when  seconded,  it  shall  be  stated  by  the  President  before 
debate ;  and  everv  motion  shall  be  reduced  to  writine,  when  re- 
quired  by  the  President,  or  any  member. 

X.  If  the  question  in  debate  contain  several  distinct  proposi- 
tions, anv  member  mav  have  the  same  divided. 

XL  When  a  question  is  under  debate,  no  motion  shall  be  re- 
ceived, unless  to  lay  it  on  the  table :  to  j>?spone  it  indefinitely ; 
to  postpone  it  to  a  certain  time :  to  commit  \u  or  amend  it ;  and 
motions  for  either  of  these  purposes  shall  have  precedence  in  the 
order  herein  named.  But  a  motion  to  adjourn  shall  always  be  in 
order  when  no  member  is  speaking,  and  shall  be  decided  without 
debate  ;  and  if  it  be  negatived,  it  shall  not  be  renewed  until  some 
other  business  has  intervened. 

Xn.  A  motion  to  lav  on  the  table  shall  be  decided  without 
debate. 

Xm.  On  a  question  being  put  by  the  Pr^'sident,  it  shall  be 
determined  by  the  sound  of  voices,  for  or  against  it ;  but  any 
member  may  require  a  count  of  the  votes,  and  tellers  for  that 
purpose  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Chair — or  any  three  votes  may. 
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Ijrerioas  to  a  decision  by  count,  require  the  ayes  and  noes  to  be 
taken,  which  shall  be  done  by  calling  the  names  of  the  clerical 
members  and  the  churches  represented,  and  the  votes  shall  be 
entered  in  the  Journals. 

XrV.  Any  five  votes  may  require  the  ayes  and  noes  to  be 
taken  by  orders ;  and  when  so  taken  they  shall  be  entered  on  the 
minntes. 

XV.  No  member  may  speak  more  than  twice  on  the  same 
question  without  leave  of  the  House. 

XVI.  A  question  being  decided  shall  not  be  reconsidered  du- 
ring the  same  session  without  the  consent  of  two-thirds  of  the 
votes  of  the  Convention,  nor  without  the  motion  for  that  purpose 
being  made  by  ouc  of  the  majority  on  the  prior  decision ;  nor 
^all  any  question  be  reconsidered  more  than  once. 

XVII.  All  special  committees  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Chair, 
unless  otherwise  specially  directed  by  the  House ;  in  which  case 
they  shall  be  appointed  by  ballot.

mas Fund  for  Disabled  Clergymen, — shall  be  the  order  of  the  day 
for  12  o'clock,  on  the  second  day  of  every  annual  meeting  of  the 
Convention. 

XIX.  No  standing  rule  or  order  shall  be  suspended,  changed 
or  rescinded  without  one  day's  previous  notice  of  a  motion  to  that 
effect,  unless  by  the  votes  of  two-thirds  of  the  persons  present 
flDtitled  to  vote. 

XX.  Before  the  final  adjournment  of  any  session  of  the  Con- 
vention, the  minutes  of  the  last  day's  proceedings  shall  be  read, 
corrected  and  approved.

In  tlie  afternoon  of  the  same  day,  I  preached  and  confirmed 
seventeen  persons,  in  St.  Lakers  Church,  Buffalo. 

In  the  afternoon  of  the  18th,  I  preached  in  St.  James*  Church, 
Buffalo,  and  confirmed  ttoentj/six  persons. 

On  the  20th,  in  the  afternoon,  I  preached  in  St.  Paul's  Church, 
Buffalo,  and  confirmed  thirty-three  persons,  who  with  three  per- 
sons previously  confirmed,  make  thirty-six  for  the  Parish. 

On  Sunday  morning  the  23d,  I  preached  in  St.  Peter^s  Chapel, 
Geneva,  and  at  a  special  confirmation  confirmed  one  person. 

In  the  afternoon  of  the  same  day,  I  officiated  in  St.  John's 
Chiurch,  Phelps,  where  I  preached  and  coniirmed  three  persons. 

On  the  morning  of  the  20th,  I  attended  the  services  at  St.  Paul's 
Church,  New  York,  with  the  Ahimni  of  the  General  Seminary, 
and  administered  the  Holy  Communion. 

I  was  present  also  at  the  repast,  at  which,  in  the  exegencies  of 
their  Alma  ]\Iater,  they  resolved  to  aid  in  her  sustentation,  by  a 
prompt  and  liberal  subscription  of  one  thousand  dollars  at  once, 
and  by  decided  measures,  to  increase  the  amount. 

Li  the  evening  of  the  same  day,  the  Trustees  of  the  Seminary 
met  in  the  Hall  of  the  Institution.  Five  Bishops  and  sixty- 
two  representatives,  Clerical  and  Lay,  from  ten  Dioceses,  were 
present.  A  full  rei)ort  was  read  from  the  Treasurer  and  Com- 
mittee, as  to  the  condition  of  the  Seminary,  showing  tliat  the 
Board  was  destitute  of  adequate  income  to  proceed,  without 
extensive  aid,  and  recommending  an  appeal  to  the  Church,  to 
raise  the  necessary  amount  to  carr}'  on  the  Institution,  till  present 
political  troubles  should  terminate,  and  a  return  of  business  ena- 
ble them  to  dispose  advantageously  of  their  landed  property.  It 
was  unanimously  resolved  that  it  is  inexpedient,  under  God,  to 
close  the  General  Theological  Seminary,  in  its  present  circum- 
stances. 

Tlie  following  extract  from  the  published  proceedings  of  the 
Board,  will  show  its  action  in  the  case: 

"  On  motion  of  the  Rev.  Dr.  Shelton — 

^^liesolvedy  That  this  Board  do  request  every  Clergyman  of  the 
Church,  to  lay  this  subject  before  his  congregation,  and  nuike  a 
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ooUection  in  aid  of  the  Semiaary,  on  the  third  Sunday  of  Septem- 
ber next,  or  earlier  in  his  discretion." 

On  motion  of  the  Rt.  Rev.  the  Bishop  of  Western  New  York, 
the  following  Resolution  was  agreed  to,  to  stand  as  introductory 
to  the  above  resolution : 

"  Hesolved,  That  the  Board  of  Trustees  have  so  managed  the 
fbnds  entrusted  to  them,  that  nearly  five  hundred  Clergymen  have 
been  educated  in  the  Seminary ;  that  the  property  worth,  when 
entrusted  to  the  Board  two  hundred  and  thirty-six  thousand  dol- 
lars, is  now  worth  over  four  hundred  and  twenty-five  thousand  dol- 
lars, that  the  valuable  landed  changes  in  the  property  have  been 
made  under  a  necessity  which  the  Board  could  not  control ;  that 
the  ssdd  property,  not  now  yielding  an  adequate  income,  on  ac- 
count of  the  political  troubles  of  the  country,  the  Board  are  con- 
itrained  to  appeal  to  the  Church  to  give  temporarily  an  offering 
it  its  behalf  as  expressed  in  the  above  resolution." 

An  appeal  to  the  Church  was  presented,  by  Bishop  Potter,  of 
New  York,  adopted,  and  has  been  sent  to  all  the  Clergy. 

An  appeal  has  thus  been  made — 

1.  To  the  Alumni. 

2.  To  the  Trustees. 

8.  To  the  Clergy  and  Congregations  throughout  the  Church. 

4.  To  the  liberal  sons  of  wealth  in  our  Communion. 

5.  And  to  Trinity  Church,  New  York. 

And  these,  with  the  liberal  and  unsolicited  offer  of  a  thousand 
dollars,  from  the  Society  for  Religion  and  Learning  in  the  city, 
will  prove,  we  tnist,  by  God's  blessing,  sources  of  an  ample  sup- 
ply of  income,  to  carry  on  the  Institution  till  returning  prospenty 
to  our  country  shall  reinstate  the  Board,  in  the  receipt  of  suffi- 
cient means  of  support. 

I  earnestly  urge  all  the  Clergy  and  Congregations  to  make  on 
that  occasion,  the  third  Sunday  in  September,  a  liberal  collection, 
and  send  it  at  once  to  our  Diocesan  Treasurer,  who  will  remit  it 
to  the  Treasurer  of  the  Seminary,  in  New  York. 

On  the  27th,  I  presided,  as  the  eldest  Bishop  present,  at  the  Com- 
mencement of  the  Seminary,  in  St.  Peter's  Church,  and  in  conjunc- 
tion with  my  Rt.  Rev.  Brethren,  the  Bishops  of  Maine,  Indiana, 
Iowa,  New  York,  and  New  Jersey,  administered  the  Iloly  Com- 
mnxiion. 
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Thirteen  pupils  of  the  Institution  received  its  honors,  and  with 
the  Faculty  and  a  large  body  of  the  Clergy  and  Laity,  partook  of 
the  Holy  Supper.  The  Sermon  was  preached  by  the  Bishop  of 
New  Jersey.  Two  of  the  Alumni,  with  a  Deacon  of  the  Diocese, 
were  to  have  been  ordained  by  me,  the  next  Sunday,  in  Xew 
York,  but  Providence  forbade ;  and  that  duty  was  performed  for 
me  by  the  Bishop  of  New  York,  who,  on  Sunday  the  30th,  admit- 
ted the  Rev.  James  C.  L.  Jones,  Deacon,  to  tlie  Priesthood,  and 
Mr.  William  A.  Van  ^Vntwerp,  and  3Ir.  William  H.  MoflTet,  to 
the  Diaconate. 

In  crossing  John  St.  to  Broadway,  on  the  28th,  I  was  knocked 
down  by  the  pole  of  an  omnibus  striking  me  in  the  breast,  and 
though  partly  stuunod,  was  enabled  under  God's  gracious  Provi- 
dence, by  the  aid  of  the  Rev.  Dr.  Bolles,  who  came  to  me  as  I 
rose,  to  walk  to  a  house  on  the  corner,  where  I  soon  recovered 
sufficiently  from  the  blow  and  bruise,  to  enable  me  to  proceed  to 
my  son's  residence,  and  submit  to  medical  (Examination,  which  re- 
ported a  severe  contusion,  but  no  fracture  of  bones.  After  ten 
days  detention  in  New  York,  I  returned  home,  not  entirely  re- 
lieved from  pain,  but  with  design  of  resuming  my  visitations.  My 
physician  however  prohibited  the  step,  until  the  pain  should  wholly 
leave  me.  I  yielded  to  his  counsel,  and  with  the  exception  of  an 
extra  confirmation  of  two  persons,  at  St.  Peter's  Chapel,  Geneva, 
on  Sunday  morning  the  28th  of  June,  and  the  ordination  held 
yesterday,  I  omitted  all  duty  of  the  desk  and  pidpit. 

On  the  Sth  of  July,  I  received  the  Rev.  Milton  C.  Lightuer  into 
the  Diocese  from  Pennsylvania.  He  has  been  called  to  the  Rec- 
torship of  Christ  Church,  Binghamton,  and  entered  on  his  duties. 

I  attended  the  services  of  St.  Peter's  Chapel  and  Trinity  Church, 
on  Sunday  the  21st. 

On  the  24th,  I  received  into  this  Diocese,  from  New  Jersey, 
the  Rev.  John  ]M.  Henderson,  as  already  stated,  who  has  taken 

charge  of  the  Church  of  the  Ascension,  in  Buffalo. 

On  the  28th,  I  held  an  extra  confirmation  at  St.  Peter's  Chapel, 
Geneva,  and  confinned  two  persons,  one.  from  St.  John's  Church, 
Canandaitjua. 

On  the  29th,  I  received  into  this  Diocese,  the  Rev.  Jacob  S. 
Shipman,  from  the  Diocese  of -;Vlabama. 
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On  the  dlst,  I  admitted  as  Candidates  for  Holy  Orders,  Mr. 
George  Leonard  Chase,  William  Watson  Walsh,  Charles  Talcot 
Ogden,  and  George  Gustavus  Ferine,  all  graduates  of  Ilobart 
College,  the  last  three,  of  this  year. 

I  attended  a  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  Hobart  Col- 
lege, on  the  31  St,  when  measures  were  put  in  train  to  secure  the 
funds  subscribed  and  bequeathed  to  that  important  Institution. 

On  the  4th  of  August,  I  attended  St.  Peter's  Chapel,  Geneva, 
and  administered  the  Holy  Communion. 

On  the  8th  of  August,  I  admitted  Mr.  Lewis  S.  Weaver,  late  a 
minister  in  the  Methodist  Society,  to  Candidateship  for  Holy  Or- 
ders. 

Since  the  last  Convention,  I  have  officiated  in  47  organized  Par- 
iflhes,  and  6  other  places  in  the  Diocese. 

I  have  officiated  out  of  the  Diocese  5  times. 
Confirmations  have  been  held  in  47  Parishes  in  the  Diocese. 
I  have  confirmed  in  all  671  persons. 
I  have  preached  in  and  out  of  the  Diocese  94  times. 
I  have  officiated  at  3  marriages. 
I  have  baptized  2  adults  and  1  infant ;  in  all  3. 
I  have  officiated  at  2  funerals. 
I  have  administered  the  Holy  Communion  20  times. 
I  have  admitted  12  Candidates  for  Holy  Orders. 
I  have  ordained  7  Deacons  and  5  Priests.    Three  Deacons  and 
one  Priest  by  aid  of  other  Bishops. 
I  have  consecrated  2  Churches. 
I  have  receivecl  into  the  Diocese  9  Clergymen. 
I  have  transferred  to  other  Dioceses  8  Clergymen. 

I  have  given  my  consent  to  the  organization  of  one  new  congre- 
gation. 

I  have  read  Prayers  16  times  and  the  Ante-Communion  service 
46  times. 

I  have  preached  94  times. 
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And  I  have  made  addresses  to  the  candidates  when  confirmed, 
on  most  of  the  occasions. 

I  liave  traveled,  in  the  discharge  of  mv  duties,  about  5,600 
miles,  and  have  been  subjected  to  danger  on  two  occasions,  by 
beinfic  thrown  from  a  carriai]:e,  and  bv  the  hazardous  occorreDce 
in  Xew  York,  to  which  allusion  has  been  made.  With  a  thank- 
ful heart,  I  acknowledge  the  gracious  Providence,  which  has 
hitherto  preserved  my  life. 

^[y  illness  in  the  winter,  and  the  recent  accident  in  the  samr 
mer,  have  diminished  the  extent  of  my  visitations,  and  the  num- 
ber confirmed.

The  Rev.  Lorenzo  D.  Ferguson  has  removed  to  the  Misfflonary 
post  at  Coming,  and  pans  adjacent. 
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The  Rev.  Mason  Grallagber  is  absent  by  consent,  and  bis  Parish 
is  served  during  bis  absence  by  tbe  Rev.  Josepb  Kidder. 

The  Rev.  Henry  Gregory,  D.  D.,  is  serving  as  Missionary  at 
Baldwinsville. 

The  Rev.  Edward  H.  Jewett  is  absent  in  Europe.  Ilis  Mission- 
ary Station,  Boonville  and  Forestport,  was  served  for  a  term  by 
the  Rev.  H.  C.  E.  Costell,  removed  to  Dunkirk  and  Forrestville, 
and  now  is  under  the  charge  of  the  Rev.  TVilliam  H.  Moffet,  Dea- 
con. 

The  Rev.  Edward  Z.  Lewis  is  the  Rector  of  Emmanuel  Church, 
Norwich. 

The  Rev.  Henry  Lockwood,  is  residing  at  Rochester,  and  aid- 
mg  the  Church,  as  his  services  are  called  for.

St.  Peter's  Chapel,  Geneva,  continues  to  be  used  as  a  Chapel  to 
the  Senior  Depai-tment  of  the  Training  Scliool,  under  the  Pastoral 
charge  of  the  Rector  of  the  School. 

Of  these  Clergy,  5  are  exclusively  engaged  as  teachers ;  5  on 
the  list  of  Disabled  Clergy,  aided  by  the  Christmas  Fund ;  5  are 
prevented  by  age  or  illness  from  full  duty,  and  sustain  themselves. 
The  rest  are  actually  engaged,  or  seeking  to  be  engaged  in  cleri- 
cal duty.  Some  few  resort  to  public  or  private  teaching,  in  ad- 
dition to  Parochial  duties,  to  sustain  themselves. 

The  following  fourteen  Church  Edifices  encumbered  with  debt, 
are  yet  unconsecrated,  though  regularly  used :

By  Christ  Church  Rochester,  a  neat  and  handsome  Edifice  has 
■  been  erected  to  serve  for  a  Sunday  School  and  as  a  Chapel,  for 
oooasions  when  the  large  Edifice  is  not  needed. 
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St.  Foul's  Charch,  Havana,  erected  by  individual  munificence, 
is  not  yet  placed  in  the  hands  of  the  Vestry,  (who  have  the  gra- 
tnitOQS  use  of  it,)  to  ask  for  its  consecration. 

I  have  given  my  canonical  consent  to  the  organization  of  a  new 
congregation  at  Carthage,  Lewis  county. 

New  Church  Edifices  are  in  process  of  erection  at  Windsor, 
Broome  county,  and  are  contemplated  at  simdry  other  places. 

During  the  past  Conventional  year,  55  Missionaries  have  labor- 
ed in  the  Diocese;  39  for  the  whole  year,  and  16  for  longer  or 
shorter  periods. 

Hie  present  number  is  53. 

I  refer  you  to  the  Parochial  Reports,  for  the  result  of  their  la" 
bon. 

7%ree  of  our  Missionaries  have  been  called  to  other  Dioceses, 
and ybfir  have  been  received  from  abroad,  into  this  field. 

Our  Christmas  Fund,  for  Disabled  Clergymen,  during  the  past 
year,  has  received  through  collections  and  donations, . . .  $1,414  98 

Bequest  of  E.  C.  De  Lancey, 100  00 

From  interest  and  investments, 450  00 

Making  a  total  of  receipts, $1,964  98 

There  is  now  invested  in  bond  and  morgages,  $7,000  00. 

From  this  Fund,  Jive  of  our  aged  brethren  have  derived  relief, 
to  the  amount  of  $200  each. 

The  Permanent  Missionary  Fund  has  been  increased  by  the 
payment  of  three  thousand  dollars,  of  the  Mrs.  S.  D.  Muraford 
bequest,  the  balance  of  which,  $2000,  being  on  interest,  is  in  hands 
of  the  executor,  not  yet  returned  from  Europe,  and  is  promised 
to  be  paid  in  October. 

The  whole  Permanent  Missionary  Fund  now  amounts  to  $14,- 
531  95.  It  has  yielded  an  interest  of  $780  65,  which  has  been 
received  by  our  Diocesan  Treasurer,  and  applied  to  our  Diocesan 
Missionaries.    Next  year  its  annual  interest  will  be  $1017. 

The  Van  Waganen  Missionary  Fund  amounts  to  $2040. 

The  interest,  to  the  Ist  of  July,  has  been  paid  to  the  Rectors  of 
the  Churches  in  the  county  of  Chenango,  except  Messrs.  Macurdy 
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and  Lewis,  who  have  surrendered  their  portion  to  the  increase  of 

the  Fund. 

The  a]>{)lication  of  the  interest  of  the  Fnnd  to  the  Chenango 
county  Clergy  for  extra  labor,  as  Missionaries,  does  not  give 
satisfaction  to  the  Parishes  or  Clergy,  nor  promise  any  perma- 
nent and  oftootivc  advantage  to  the  Church  in  the  comity.  The 
Board  therefore  have  terminated  the  experiment,  and  propose  to 
emi»loy  some  Clergyman  whose  services  may  be  exclusively  de- 
voted to  the  Missionary  work,  or  some  other  kind  of  Missionaiy 
aorencv. 

The  details,  on  these  points,  will  be  found  in  the  report  of  the 
Education  and  Missionary  Boards. 

The  DeVeaux  College  for  orphans  and  destitute  children,  €0** 
tinues  in  vigorous  and  successful  operation.

The  report  of  the  Training  School  will  show  the  state  of  its 
Cmds,  securities  and  promises,  and -that  its  means  are  such  as  to 
enable  it  to  fulfill  its  pecuniary  engagements. 

As  soon  as  the  times  shall  allow,  a  renewed  application,  it  is 
hoped,  will  bring  its  funds  to  the  amount  ($30,000)  originally 
named  for  its  permanent  establishment.  In  the  mean  time,  it  is 
in  successful  operation.  Three  of  its  students  have  been  admitted 
to  the  Ministry.  An  accession  of  four  students  is  expected  in 
September.  I  refer  you  to  the  report  of  the  Education  Board, 
and  of  the  Lay  Trustees,  and  of  the  Rector  of  the  School  for  the 
det^s  on  this  topic. 

Daring  the  year,  bequests  have  been  paid  of  $3,100  to  the  Per- 
minent  Missionary  Fund,  of  $100  to  the  Christmas  Fund  for  Dis- 
aUed  Clergymen.  To  the  former,  $2000  additional  will  be  paid  in 
October. 

The  munificent  conditional  bequest  of  the  late  Allen  Ayrault  to 
Hobart  College,  amounting,  by  estimate,  in  a  subscription,  pro- 
fessorship and  a  residuary  legacy,  to  about  seventy  thousand  dol- 
hn,  is  not  yet  paid,  but  is  in  process  of  arrangement,  the  condi- 
tion, as  understood,  having  been  most  liberally  met  by  the  friends 
of  the  College  within  the  Diocese  and  without. 

During  the  current  year  of  1861,  three  of  the  Bishops  of  our 
Church  hare  been  summoned  from  earthly  scenes  and  trials. 

Bishop  Nicholas  Hamner  Cobbs,  of  Alabama,  Bishop  Benjamin 
T.  Onderdonk,  of  New  York,  Assistant  Bishop  Samuel  Bowman, 
of  Pennsylvania,  all  prominent  for  labor,  counsel  and  usefulness  in 
the  Church,  and  one  for  his  patient  submission  to  its  discipline, 
tttt  by  himself  and  others,  to  be  applied  with  undue  severity  and 
defective  justice,  but  borne  with  exemplary  and  dutiful  obedience 
to  the  law  and  action  of  the  Church. 
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The  President  of  the  United  States,*  at  the  desire  of  Congresa, 
has  called  the  Xation  to  humiliation,  fasting  and  prayer,  on  the 
2Cth  of  Soj»tLMnber  next,  under  the  sad  and  distressing  eventa 
which  have  liefalleii  our  country,  in  this  visitation  of  wrath,  by 
which  Divine  Providence  has  so  suddenly  changed  a  condition  ot 
national  prosperity  and  peace,  to  one  of  suffering  and  civil  war. 
God  is  our  refuge  in  such  distress,  and  to  Him  let  us,  as  enjoined 
hy  the  civil  authority,  resort,  in  penitence  for  our  national  and  in- 
dividual sins,  acknowledging  the  justice  of  His  fearful  judgements 
iin]iloring  pardon  for  the  past,  the  early  restoration  of  peace  and

humiliation  and  prayer : 

A  PROCLAMATION  BY  TUK  PRESIDEKT  OF  THE  UNITED  STATES  OF  AMERICA. 

Whereas.  A  joint  committee  of  both  Houses  of  Congress  has  waited  on  the 
President  of  the  United  t^tates.  and  requested  him  to  recommend  a  day  of  public 
humiliation,  prayer  and  fasting,  to  be  observed  by  the  people  of  the  United  Statei 
with  religious  solemnities,  and  the  offering  of  fervent  supplications  to  Almighty 
God  for  tlie  «ifety  and  welfare  of  these  States,  His  blessings  on  their  amis,  and  ft 
spccily  restoration  of  peace : 

And  whereas,  It  is  lit  and  becoming  in  all  people  at  all  limes  to  acknowledge 
and  revere  tlie  supn*me  government  of  God,  to  bow  in  humble  submission  to  ^a 
chastisements,  to  confess  and  deplore  their  sins  and  transgressions  in  the  full  con- 
viction that  the  fear  of  the  Loni  is  the  beginning  of  wisdom,  and  to  pray  with  all 
fervency  and  oontririou  for  the  pardon  of  their  past  oiTence-s,  and  for  a  blessing 
upon  their  present  and  prospective  action : 

And  whereas.  W]\en  our  beloved  country,  once,  by  the  blessing  of  God,  united, 
prosperous  an«l  happy,  in  now  afllicted  with  a  faction  and  civil  war,  it  is  peculiarly 
fit  fur  us  to  recoguir»e  the  liand  of  IJod  in  this  visitation,  and  in  sorrowful  remem- 
brance  of  our  own  faults  and  crimes  as  a  nation  and  as  individual.^,  to  humble 
ourselves  before  Him,  and  to  pray  for  His  mercy — to  i>ray  that  we  may  b©  spared 
funher  pimishment,  tho'  justly  deserved ;  that  our  arms  may  be  blessed  and  made 
clleciual  lor  the  re-establishmcnt  of  law.  order  and  peace  throughout  our  country, 
an«l  that  the  invstimal»lo  boon  of  civil  and  religious  liberty,  earned  under  His 
guidance  and  blessing  by  tho  labors  and  sufferings  of  our  fathers,  may  be  restored 
to  all  its  original  exeellenco:  Therefore.  I.  Abraham  Lincoln,  President  of  the 
United  States,  do  appoint  the  last  Thursday  in  September  next,  as  a  day  of  humili* 
ation,  prayer  and  fasting  for  all  the  people  of  the  Nation,  and  I  do  earnestly  reo- 
onnnend  to  all  the  people,  and  ospc<-.iaUy  to  all  ministers  and  teachers  of  religion 
of  all  denominations,  and  to  all  heads  of  families,  to  observe  and  keep  that  day

The  Board,  ooDsisting  of  the  Bishop  and  Standing  Committee,  respectftiDj  rs> 
port :  That  the  Rev.  David  H.  Maciirdj  having  declined  tbo  appointment  of  Pro 
feasor  and  Rector  of  the  Training  School  as  anounced  at  the  last  Conyention.  ths 
Rev.  James  Rankine,  A.  \L,  was,  on  nomination  of  the  Bishop,  appointed  to  the 
station. 

He  entered  on  his  duties  on  the  1st  of  Febniarr,  1861,  taking  charge  of  the 
Candidates  and  of  the  Chapel.  Six  students,  candidates  and  applicants  for  Orden, 
have  been  placed  under  his  charge.  Of  iheso.  three  have  been  ordained,  one  with- 
drew, and  two  remain  in  prosecution  of  their  studies,  and  four  are  expected  to  join 
the  School  in  September. 

The  Salary  appropriated,  $1,200  per  annum,  has  been  paid  quarterly,  as  it  be- 
came due. 

From  the  Report  of  the  Lay  Trustees  and  Treasurer,  which  is  appended,  it  ap- 
pears that  the  funds  in  their  hands  have  yielded  an  adequate  income  to  meet  tbt 
engagements  of  the  Board.

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To  the  last  CoiiTetition,  the  Bishop  reported:  That  in  honda,  cash,  notea,  and 
reliable  promises  of  moDej,  and  a  cbapel  and  lot,  about  $20,000  had  been  secur- 
ed :  and  in  the  appendix  to  the  Journal,  the  contributions  and  promises  are  enu- 
merated as  amounting,  on  the  30tb  of  September,  to  $22,304  58.  Additional 
notes  and  cash,  with  written  and  verbal  promibes,  have  been  obtained  to  the 
amount  above  named,  $22,380  39,  more  than  covering  the  note  surrendered.  The 
ippeal  of  Hobart  College  fbr  aid  to  secure  a  conditional  bequest  of  a  large  sum  to 
that  important  Institution,  and  the  condition  of  the  country  interrupted  further  ap- 
pUcsation  to  increase  our  fimds :  such  application  will  be  renewed  when  circum- 
fiances  shall  allow.  It  is  a  matter  of  congratulation  and  thankfulness,  that 
enough  has  been  secured  to  begin  the  Institution.  Besides  the  Candidates  for  Or- 
ders, who  attend  the  Chapel  and  aid  in  the  Sunday  School,  a  congregation  has 
been  gathered,  of  41  families  and  65  communicants,  who  regularly  attend  the 
Cbapei  services,  which  thus  supply  in  concert  with  the  Rector  of  Trinity  Parish, 
important  and  needed  spiritual  blessings  to  that  portion  of  the  village,  which  will 
be  reported  by  the  Rector  of  the  School  The  collections  at  the  Cbapel,  for 
Charch  objects,  have  been,  for  Diocesan  Missions  $74  15,  for  Foreign  Missions 
940  40,  for  the  Christmas  Fund  for  Disabled  Clergy  $15;  in  all  $129  55.  For 
income  of  the  Training  School,  $75  over  and  above  the  current  expenses,  but  not  of 
the  repairs.  The  Chapel  and  Lots,  it  is  designed  by  the  donor,  to  secure  to  the 
Tnduing  School  through  a  Trustee,  a  declaration  of  trust,  or  an  incorporation  at 
an  early  day.

To  the  Convention  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  of  the  Diocese  of  W,  K,  K; 

Tiie  Trustees  of  the  De  Veaux  College  for  Orphan  and  Destitute  Children,  in 
pursuance  of  the  terms  of  their  Act  of  Incorporation,  respectfblly  submit  th^  an- 
nual report : 

During  the  past  year  thirty-two  Orphan  and  Destitute  Boys,  were  trained  and 
instructed  in  the  Institution,  and  wholly  supported  by  it 

Two  boys  left  the  Institution,  and  three  were  admitted. 

The  course  of  training  and  instruction  presented  in  former  reports  is  still  par- 
sued,  modified  only  by  the  advanced  condition  of  the  boys,  many  of  whom  hAT« 
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made  good  prog^ss  in  the  Latin  LanguagOi  and  in  the  higher  branches  of  Mathe- 
niaticfl. 

Tbe  funds  of  the  Institution  consist  of  $162,851  26  of  principal,  yielding  in- 
eome,  and  Real  Estate  estimated  at  $23,600,  exclusive  of  the  Domain,  which  con- 
B8tB  of  880  acres. 

The  income  received  during  the  year  was  $11,992  96,  and  the  expenditures 
irere  $11,965  15,  in  supporting  the  institution,  and  in  repairs  and  improvements 
to  the  buildings  and  grounds.

The  Rev.  Theodore  Babcock,  on  behalf  of  the  Committee  ap- 
pointed at  the  last  Convention,  (see  Journal,  p.  59,)  to  report 
upon  certain  matters  referred  by  the  late  General  Convention  to 
the  Dioceses,  stated  that  the  Committee  were  not  yet  prepared  to 
report ;  and  npon  his  motion  the  same  Committee  was  continued, 
the  Bishop  being  added  as  Chairman. 

That  portion  of  the  Report  of  the  Standing  Committee  on  Un- 
finished Business,  referring  to  the  Canon  of  the  "  Christmas  Fimd 
for  Disabled  Clergymen,"  (see  Appendix  V.,  Journal  of  1859,) 
having  come  up  for  consideration,  the  order  of  tbe  day  was  sus- 
pended, and  on  motion  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Whittingham,  the  follow- 
ing was  unanimously  adopted : — 

WTiereaSy  It  appears  to  the  Convention  that  the  Canon  of  the 
**  Christmas  Fund  for  Disabled  Clergymen"  of  1859,  as  amended, 
in  these  words — 

"CANON  OF  THE  CHRISTMAS  FUND  FOR  DISABLED  CLERGYMEN." 

"Sec.  1.  There  shall  be  three  Trustees  appointed  by  the  Convention,  to  whom 
die  management  and  care  of  the  Fund  for  the  Relief  of  Disabled  Clergy  shall  be 
intrusted,  one  of  whom  shall  be  appointed  by  tho  Convention  as  the  Treasurer 
thereot  And  no  act  of  said  Trustees  shall  be  valid,  unless  authorized  by  n  res- 
datum  adopted  at  a  regular  meeting  of  said  Trustees,  by  a  majority  of  the  same, 
■nd  recorded  in  a  book  to  be  kept  as  the  record  of  their  proceedings,  and  to  be  open 
to  the  inspection  of  the  Convention.  The  said  Trustees  shall  hold  their  offices 
during  the  pleasure  of  the  Convention;  and  all  vacancies  occurring  in  said  Board 
of  Trustees  shall,  from  time  to  time,  be  filled  by  the  Convention. 

•*  Sec.  2.  In  every  Pariah  in  this  Diocese  there  shall  bo  made,  annually,  on 
Christinas  day,  a  collection  for  the  relief  of  Disabled  Clergy  of  tho  Diocese.  It 
ihall  be  the  duty  of  every  Clergyman  to  give  due  notice  of  this  collection  to  the 
ooQgregation ;  and  of  the  Wardens  of  every  Parish  to  forw-ard  the  same  to  the 
IVeasurer  of  the  Christmas  Fund. 

"Sec.  3.  All  appropriations  for  the  relief  of  Disabled  Clergy,  shall  be  made  by 
the  Trustees,  on  the  certificate  of  the  Bishop,  that  the  individual  has  labored  with- 
in tbe  limits  of  the  Diocese  for  a  period  of  not  less  than  three  years,  (except  in  the 
ease  of  Clergymen  ordained  in  the  Diocese,  and  having  never  removed  therefrom,) 
and  is  disabled  by  age  or  physical  infirmity  from  having  a  Parochial  charge;  but 
no  appropriation  shall  be  made  for  a  larger  sum  than  $250  per  annum,  and  shall 
be  paUi  flemi-annuallj,  on  the  let  of  January  and  July. 
Z 
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"  Sec.  4.  All  moneys  belonging  to  the  Fund  for  Disabled  Clergy,  and  not  need- 
ed for  their  present  relief,  shall  bo  loaned  by  the  said  Trustees  upon  security  od 
real  estate,  appraised  at  double  the  amount  loaned  thereon,  exclusive  of  buildings; 
the  appraisal  to  bo  made  by  three  appraisers,  appointed  by  the  Trustees  for  tbit 
purpose ;  and  all  booh ri ties  and  investments  shall  bo  taken  or  made  in  the  names 
of  the  said  Trustees  and  their  successors  in  office,  as  Trustees  of  the  said  Fund ; 
and  they  shall  have  power  from  time  to  time  to  change  such  securities 'or  invest- 
ments. 

"Sec.  5.  A  statement  of  the  proceedings  of  said  Trustees,  exhibiting  the  con- 
dition of  the  Fund  hereby  entrusted  to  their  charge,  together  with  the  items  of  re- 
ceipts and  disbursements,  with  the  vouchers  therefor,  shall  bo  reported  to  each 
Annual  Convention,  signed  by  said  Trustees,  or  a  majority  of  them:" 

was  duly  pas.sed,  the  Convention  do  allow  the  Secretary  to  record 
the  same  on  the  minutes. 

The  House  then  proceeded  to  the  election  of  the  Standing  Com- 
mittee of  the  Diocese,  and  the  Deputies  of  the  General  Conven- 
tion, by  one  ballot,  as  directed  by  Section  2  of  Canon  XII,  the 
Rev.  Dr.  Bissell  and  Mr.  Benjamin  Pringle  being  appointed  by  the 
Bt.  Rev.  the  President,  to  receive,  as  tellers,  the  votes  of  the 
Clergy,  and  the  Rev.  T.  Babcock  and  Mr.  W.  B.  Douglas  to  re- 
ceive the  votes  of  the  Laity. 

The  Bishop,  on  behalf  of  the  Committee  on  Sermons  of  the  De- 
ceased Clergy  of  the  Diocese,  read  the  following 

REPORT: 

The  Committee  to  whom  was  assigned  the  duty  of  collecting  the  Manuscript 
Sermons  of  the  Deceased  Clergy  of  the  Diocese,  respectfully  report :  That  they 
have  in  hand  and  at  their  disposal  quite  a  large  number  of  such  Sermons,  includ- 
ing those  of  the  late  Rev.  J.  C.  Rudd.  D.  D.:  Rev.  Orrin  Clark.  D.  D.;  Rev. 
Joseph  T.  Clarke;  Rev.  Erastus  B.  Foote:  Rev.  Lucius  Smith;  Rev.  Parker 
Adams. 

From  these  Sermous  might  be  made  up  one  or  more  volumes  of  Sermons,  pe- 
culiarly suitable  for  Parochial  u?e.  The  Committee  however  hesitate  to  recom- 
mend an  attempt  to  publish  such  a  volume  at  the  present  time,  on  account  of  the 
position  of  financial  afiairs,  but  trust  that  their  Ial>ors  may  finally  have  such  a 
result    The  Committee  respectfully  ask  to  bo  continued.

Hesolved,  That  the  thanks  of  this  Convention  be  presented  to 
the  congregations  of  St.  Paul's,  St.  James',  and  Trinity  Churches, 
and  the  citizens  of  Syracuse,  for  the  hospitality  so  generously  ex- 
tended to  its  members  during  the  present  session,  and  that  the 
Rev.  the  Rectors  of  said  Churches,  be  requested  to  give  publicity 
to  this  resolution  in  such  a  way  as  they  may  deem  expedient. 

Resolved^  That  the  thanks  of  this  House  be  presented  to  the 
Rev.  William  A.  Matson,  the  Secretary,  and  his  Asssistant,  the 
Rev.  Charles  W.  Hayes,  for  their  services  at  this  session  of  the 
Convention.

From  Clergymen  not  holding  Parochial  Cures,  the  Bishop  has 
received  the  following  Reports : 

From  the  Rev.  Amos  B.  Beach,  D.  D.,  Syracuse,  who  reports:  That  ho  re- 
ugned  the  Rectorship  of  Christ  Church.  Binghamton,  on  the  first  of  May,  1861, 
and  since  that  time  has  been  in  charge  of  St.  Paul's  Church,  in  the  city  of  Syra- 
CDse,  supplying  the  place  of  Rev.  Geo.  M.  Hills,  Rector,  who  is  absent  from  the 
country.  In  addition  to  the  reports  from  the  respective  Parishes,  he  has  preached 
twice  at  Salina,  twice  in  Trinity  Church,  Syracuse,  once  at  St.  James,  Syracuse, 
and  administered  Holy  Communion  in  the  al>sencc  of  the  Rector,  and  twice  in  St. 
Peter*8  Church,  Now  York  City. 

From  the  Rev.  John  F.  Erxst,  Buffalo,  who  says:  Since  presenting  my 
report  in  1860,  I  have  performed  Ecclesiastical  duties,  as  follows :  Public  Ser- 
vices, in  lull  15,  in  part  10;  Holy  Communion,  administered  in  public  11,  in  pri- 
vate 1,  in  part  2 ;  Bnrials  3;  Marriages  1 ;  Sermons  preached  14. 

In  addition  to  the  above  mentioned  services,  T  took  part  in  the  examination  of 
one  Candidate  for  the  Order  of  Priesthood,  and  afterwards  presented  the  same 
person  for  the  receiving  of  that  Sacred  Order. 

From  the  Rev.  R.  I.  Germaik,  Buffalo,  who  says :  I  have  nothing  special  to 
report  I  have  rendered  occasional  assistance  to  other  Clergymen  in  discharge  of 
Ministerial  duty.  I  returned  yesterday  from  Dunkirk,  where  I  had  lieen  to  ad- 
minister, the  day  previous,  the  Communion  in  the  morning  at  Dunkirk,  and  in  the 
afternoon  at  Forestville.  But  of  these  and  similar  acts,  I  keep  no  record,  as  they 
are  done  for  others,  and  are  registered  in  their  Parochial  records. 

From  the  Rev.  A.  Jackson,  D.  D.,  President  of  Ilobart  College,  (4eneva,  who 
reports:  That  he  has  been,  during  the  past  year,  constantly  occupied  with  his 
duties,  as  President  of  Hobart  College.  In  addition  to  the  ordinary  duties  of  his 
position,  he  has  bestowed  much  attention  and  labor  on  an  effort  to  increase  the 
endowment  of  the  College,  which  has  resulted  in  adding  $60,000  to  its  permanent 
resources.  This  will  enable  the  authorities  to  provide  increased  facihties  for  in- 
struction in  certain  departments,  and  also  to  secure  to  the  students  a  more  effi- 
cient religious  trainmg  and  culture. 

Seven  Scholarships  in  aid  of  young  men  studying  for  the  holy  Ministry,  each 
yielding  $100  per  annum,  are  now  available  and  partly  occupied.  From  twenty- 
one  to  twenty-eight  additional  Scholarships  are  provided  for  by  a  legacy,  and 
will  come  into  operation  at  a  future  day,  the  greater  part  of  them  in  about  a  year 
from  this  time.  The  College  is  indebted  to  the  pioiis  liberality  of  the  late  Allen 
Ayrault,  of  Geneseo,  for  these  Scholarships,  as  also  for  a  legacy  of  120,000  to 
found  a  Chair  of  Agricultural  Cheniistr\'.  This  legacy  is  subject  to  certain  condi- 
tions, which  it  is  believed  the  College  will  be  able  to  comply  with. 

The  past  year  has  been  a  prosperous  one  in  all  respects.  At  the  recent  Com- 
mencement twenty-ono  students  were  graduated,  of  whom  one-third  will  probably 
study  for  Holy  Orders.    As  the  Scholaxships,  named  above,  come  into  full  opera- 
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tion,  the  number  of  Candiiiatoa  for  the  Ministry,  which  it  will  lx»  able  to  siipplr, 
will  be  greatly  iiioroased.  With  increased  endowments  and  enlarged  facilities  for 
imparting  a  lilxTal  education  of  the  highest  character,  the  College  will  be  enabled 
more  etiectually  to  promote  the  best  interests  of  both  the  Church  and  the 
countn-.

From  the  Rev.  James  RantvIXE,  Geneva,  Professor  and  Rector  of  the 
Training  School  for  Candidates  for  Orders,  who  says:  I  would  respectfully 
report,  that  on  the  Ist  of  Januarj',  I  resigned  tho  Rectors!  lip  of  St.  Paul's 
Okurch,  Owego,  Tioga  Co.,  and  that  the  account  of  my  labors  since  tlie  last 
ConventiOD,  until  that  time  will  be  embodied  in  the  Parochial  Uofwrt  of  that 
Pariah.  During  the  Sundays  in  Januar}%  T  officiated  by  your  direction  in  St  Pe- 
ter's Chapel  Geneva.  Feb.  1st,  by  appointment  of  the  Board  of  Education.  J  en- 
tend  upon  the  duties  of  Professor  and  Rector  of  the  Senior  Department  of  the 
Training  School  and  Officiating  Minister  of  St.  Peter's  Cliapol,  (icneva.  Since 
that  time  I  have  had  under  my  charge  four  Candidates  for  ( >rders,  and  two  ap]>li- 
cantB.  One  Candidate,  George  "Webb  Southwell,  was  ordaini-d  Doacon,  June  2d, 
at  Auburn,  and  two  others,  Alex.  H.  Rogers.  M.  \..  and  Duni?an  (■.  Mann,  are 
wuting  to  be  admitted  to  the  same  Order  at  the  meeting  of  Convention.  Tliere 
are  at  present  two  Candidates  for  Orders,  members  of  the  school.  Robert  C.  Wall, 
and  Lewis  G.  Weaver,  late  of  the  Methoflist  denomination.  Several  others  are 
expected  to  bo  admitted  soon.  I  am  sorry  to  have  to  say,  that  several  persons 
who  would  be  glad  to  avail  themselves  of  the  advantages  of  the  Training  School, 
are  prevented  from  doing  so  by  a  want  of  means  to  support  them  while  attend- 
ing it.

Buffalo,  Wednesday,  August  20,  1862. 

This  being  the  day  fixed  by  the  Constitution  of  the  Protestant 
Episcopal  Church  in  the  Diocese  of  Western  New  York,  for  the 
•  meeting  of  the  Annual  Convention  of  the  same,  the  Right  Rev. 
William  Heathcote  De  Lancey,  D.  D.,  LL.  D.,  D.  C.  L.,  Bishop 
of  the  Diocese,  with  a  number  of  the  Clergy  and  Laity,  assembled 
at  10  o'clock,  A.  M.,  in  St.  Paul's  Church,  in  the  city  of  Buffalo, 
the  place  appointed  by  the  Bishop  for  the  meeting. 

Horning  Prayer  was  read  by  the  Rev.  W.  H.  A.  Bissell,  D.  D., 
assisted  by  the  Rev.  Dr.  McMurray,  of  the  Diocese  of  Toronto, 
who  read  the  First  Lesson,  the  Rev.  N".  Barrows,  who  read  the 
Second  Lesson,  and  the  Rev.  M.  C.  Lightner,  who  read  the  Creed, 
Collects  and  Litany. 

The  Rt.  Rev.  the  Bishop  read  the  Ante-Communion  Service,  the 
Epistle  being  read  by  the  Rev.  W.  Shelton,  D.  D.,  and  the  Gospel 
by  the  Rev.  V.  Spaulding.  The  sermon  was  preached  by  the 
the  Rev.  W.  A.  Matson.  The  Holy  Communion  was  then  admin- 
istered by  the  Bishop,  in  which  he  was  assisted  by  the  Rev.  Abner 
Jackson,  D.  D.,  Rev.  M.  Van  Rensselaer,  D.  D.,  Rev.  W.  Shel- 
ton, D.  D.,  and  the  Rev.  V.  Spaulding. 

The  Convention  having  been  called  to  order  by  the  Rt.  Rev. 
the  President,  the  Secretary  called  the  names  of  such  of  the  Clergy

My  Brethren— The  Glergy  and  Laity  of  the  Convention : 

My  annual  duties  commenced  on  the  22d  August,  1861,  about 
six  hours  after  the  Convention  adjourned,  when  I  held,  in  the 
eyeolDg  of  that  day,  a  confirmation  in  St.  James'  Church,  Syra- 
l    cose,  and  confirmed  eight  persons. 

1  put  on  record  here,  what  I  unintentionally  omitted  in  my  last 
\  Address,  that  the  day  before  the  last  Convention,  viz :  August  20th, 
I  1861,  in  St.  Paul's  Church,  Syracuse,  I  ordained  two  Candidates, 
[  Hr.  Alexander  Hamilton  Rogers,  and  Mr.  Duncan  Cameron 
Mano,  of  the  Diocesan  Training  School,  Geneva,  to  the  Diaconate, 
»d  two  Deacons,  the  Rev.  Ammi  M.  Lewis,*  of  Cape  Vincent, 
and  the  Rev.  William  Meredith  Ogden,  of  Constableville,  to  the 
PHesthood. 

On  Sunday,  the  26th  of  August,  in  the  morning,  I  read  prayers 
and  preached  in  Trinity  Church,  Seneca  Falls.  The  confirmation 
was  deferred  on  account  of  a  recent  domestic  affliction  of  the 
Rector,  which  had  interrupted  for  some  time  his  Parochial  labors. 

In  the  afternoon  of  the  same  day,  I  preached  in  the  Methodist 
Chapel  at  Cayuga  Bridge,  to  a  crowded  congregation,  and  bap- 
tized two  children. 

On  Sunday,  Sept.  1st,  I  attended  service  in  Zion  Church,  in  the 
Qty  of  New  York,  both  in  the  morning  and  at  night.  At  the 
fonner  service,  I  administered  the  holy  communion  with  the  Rec- 
tor, the  Rt.  Rev.  Dr.  Southgate. 

On  Wednesday,  September  4th,  I  preached  the  Sermon  on  the 
^tennial  Anniversary  of  the  opening  of  St.  Peter's  Church, 
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Philadelphia,  my  former  Parish,  to  which  I  had  been  invited  by 
the  Rector,  Wardens  and  Vestrymen  of  that  Chnrch.  The 
church  edifice  was  opened  for  public  service  September  4th,  1761. 
It  had  survived  the  change  of  the  civil  and  ecclesiastical  govern- 
ments. It  was  identified  with  the  early  organization  of  the  Pro- 
testant Episcopal  Church,  both  in  the  Diocese  of  Pennsylvania 
and  in  the  United  States.  Some  of  its  Vestrymen  had  represented 
Pennsylvania  in  the  General  Convention  from  1785  to  1847. 
Some  had  been  on  the  Standing  Committee  of  the  Diocese  fi*om 
the  first  establishment  of  such  Committee,  in  1790,  for  more  than 
sixty  years  And  some  were  concerned  in  all  the  Institutions  of 
the  Diocese,  and  of  the  Church  at  large,  from  the  very  begin- 
ning, as  the  formation  of  the  Constitution,  the  adoption  of  the 
Prayer  Book,  the  establishment  of  the  General  Seminary,  and  of 
the  Board  of  Missions  and  the  Sunday  School  Society.  The 
Rectors  had  always  been  unanimously  elected.  Of  the  seven 
Rectors,  three  had  been  chosen  Bishops,  and  three  were  then 
present. 

Both  in  its  Clergy  and  its  Lay-members,  St.  Peter's  Chordi 
had  been,  under  God,  a  prominent  and  efficient  agent  in  moulding, 
sustaining,  and  advancing  the  sound  conservatism,  and  healthful 
interests  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  Diocese  d 
Pennsylvania,  and  in  these  United  States.  * 

I  may  venture  to  append  to  the  Journal,  some  further  &ctf 
which  it  may  be  interesting  to  us,  in  this  remote  day,  and  these 
uncertain  times  to  contemplate. 

On  Sunday,  the  8th,  I  read  the  Ante-Communion  Service  in  St 
Peter's  Church,  Westchester,  New  York,  in  aid  of  the  Rector. 

And  in  the  evening,  attended  service  at  the  Priory  Church 
Pelham. 

On  the  10th,  I  attended,  a  meeting  of  the  Executive  Committer 
of  the  Church  Book  Society. 

I  returned  to  Geneva  on  the  12th. 

On  the  14th,  in  the  afternoon,  I  preached  in  the  Methodia 
Chapel,  at  Dresden. 

On  the  15th,  in  the  morning,  I  preached  in  St.  Mark's  Churol 
Penn  Yan,  and  confirmed  thirteen  persons. 
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In  the  afternoon,  in  the  Baptist  place  of  worship,  at  Branch- 
port,  I  preached  and  confirmed  six  persons. 

On  the  17th,  in  the  morning,  I  preached  in  Zion  Church,  Avon, 
and  confirmed  three  persons. 

]n  the  afternoon  of  the  same  day,  I  preached  in  St.  Michael's 
Oinrch,  Qeneseo,  and  confirmed  twenty-one  persons.  I  also 
received  into  the  Church,  Huntington  Page,  infant  son  of  the 
Rector,  who  had  been  baptized  in  private. 

On  the  18th,  in  the  morning,  at  St.  John's  Church,  Mt.  Morris, 
I  preached  and  con&-med  sixteen  persons. 

On  the  19th,  in  St.  Peter's  Church,  Dansville,  I  preached  in  the 
sftemoon  and  confirmed  9ix  persons. 

On  the  20th,  at  night,  I  preached  in  St.  Mark's  Church,  LeRoy, 
bat  none  were  presented  for  confirmation. 

At  St.  Paul's  Church,  Stafford,  on  the  21st,  in  the  morning,  I 
preached  and  confirmed  three  persons. 

On  the  22d,  in  St.  James'  Church,  Batavia,  I  preached  in  the 
morning,  and  confirmed /bt^r^/i  persons,  including  one  in  private. 

In  the  afternoon  of  the  same  day,  I  preached  in  the  Chapel 
of  the  Caryville  Collocate  Institute,  Oakfield,  and  confirmed 
dght  persons. 

On  the  28d,  at  night,  at  a  late  service,  I  preached  in  St.  Peter*s 
Qiorch,  Forestville,  and  confirmed  one  person. 

On  the  24th,  in  the  afternoon,  in  St.  Luke's  Church,  Jamestown, 
I  read  prayers,  baptized  one  adult,  preached,  and  confirmed 
dtsoen  persons,  with  an  address  as  usual. 

At  St.  Paul's  Church,  Mayville,  on  the  25th,  in  the  morning, 
I  preached  and  confirmed  seven  persons.  A  handsome  new 
drnrch  edifice  has  been  erected  by  this  Parish  since  my  last  visi- 
tation, in  the  center  of  the  village,  in  place  of  the  old  dilapidated 
building,  in  payment  for  which,  as  they  greatly  need,  so  I  trust 
they  will  liberally  receive  assistance  from  their  brethren. 

At  St.  Peter's  Church,  Westfield,  on  the  26th,  in  the  morning, 
I  preached,  baptized  one  infant,  and  in  private,  confirmed  one 
Bck  person. 

At  night,  I  preached  in  Trinity  Church,  Fredonia. 
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On  the  27th,  in  the  morning,  at  Trinity  Church,  Fredonia,  I 
confirmed  five  persons,  to  whom  I  delivered  an  address. 

In  the  evening  of  the  same  day,  in  the  Church  Room  under  St. 
John's  Church,  Dunkirk,  I  preached  and  confirmed  eleven  persons. 

The  violent  rain  and  floods  of  the  preceding  day  had  so  broken 
the  bridges  on  the  Erie  Railroad,  that  I  was  unable,  on  the  28th, 
to  proceed  to  Olean,  to  hold  an  ordination  on  the  29th,  as 
appointed.    So  I  returned  to  Geneva. 

On  Oct.  Ist,  I  proceeded  to  De  Veaux  College,  and  on  the  2d  inst, 
met  the  Trustees  of  that  College.  In  the  evening,  on  my 
return  home,  I  stopped  at  Rochester  to  visit  my  Mend  General 
Lansing  B.  Swan,  then  very  ill,  an  illness  which  proved  fatal 

I  proceeded  to  Geneva  on  the  3d. 

The  funeral  of  a  near  relative  called  me  to  Westchester  county, 
New  York,  on  the  5th. 

I  attended  the  Church  of  the  Transfiguration,  in  New  York,  on 
the  6th. 

I  met  the  Committee  on  the  Greek  Mission,  of  which  I  was 
Chairman,  in  Philadelphia,  on  the  8th,  and  was  present  at  the 
Board  of  Missions  in  St.  Luke's  Church,  in  that  City  on  the  9th, 
10th,  and  11th,  when  the  long  vexed  question  of  the  Greek  Mis- 
sion, was  settled  by  the  adoption  of  the  resolutions  of  the  Com- 
mittee, affirming  the  original  instructions  of  the  Mission,  contin- 
uing it  under  the  same,  and  assorting  the  power  of  the  Board 
over  it,  as  over  its  other  Missions,  and  vindicating  the  action  or 
the  Missionary  as  being  in  accordance  with  his  instructions. 

I  attended  the  Church  of  the  Mediator,  in  New  York,  on  tho 
13th. 

On  the  16  th,  I  attended  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  General 
Seminary. 

I  returned  to  Geneva  on  the  l?th. 

On  the  19th,  I  visited  Springport,  on  the  Cayuga  Lake,  wher^ 
I  preached  in  the  afternoon  in  the  Baptist  Chapel. 

On  Sunday  morning,  the  20th,  I  preached  in  St.  Paul's  Church, 
Aurora,  and  confirmed  ybi/r,'persons. 
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In  the  afternoon  I  rode  twelve  miles,  to  "Five  Corners," 
where,  in  the  Congregational  house  of  worship,  I  preached  and 
confirmed  three  persons.  And  thence  I  was  compelled  to  ride  to 
Ithaca,  to  enable  me  to  take  the  early  train  for  Candor,  Tioga 
county  ;  which  I  reached  the  next  day,  after  proceeding  to  Cat- 
atonia, and  confirming  one  sick  person,  in  private,  connected  with 
St.  Paul's  Church,  Owego. 

At  Candor,  in  St.  Mark's  Church,  I  preached  and  confirmed 
/iv€  young  men  in  the  afternoon  of  the  21st. 

On  the  2 2d,  in  the  morning,  I  preached  and  confirmed  three 
persons,  in  St.  John's  Church,  Speedsville. 

And  in  the  evening  of  the  same  day,  I  preached  in  St.  Paul's 
Church,  Owego,  and  confirmed  seventeen  persons,  (including  two 
in  private,  and  one,  named  above,  on  the  2l8t.) 

On  the  23d,  I  preached  and  confirmed  eighteen  persons,  in 
Grace  Church,  Waverly. 

In  the  evening  of  the  same  day,  in  Trinity  Church,  Elmira,  I 
preached  and  confirmed  eight  persons. 

On  the  24th,  in  the  morning,  I  preached  in  the  Baptist  Chapel, 
at  Big  Flats,  and  confirmed  ^ve  persons. 

I  gave  my  canonical  consent,  on  the  24th,  to  the  organization 
of  a  new  congregation  at  this  place. 

In  the  afternoon  of  the  same  day,  I  preached  and  confirmed 
Hieenteen  persons,  in  Christ  Church,  Corning. 

On  the  26th,  in  St.  Thonaas'  Church,  Bath,  I  preached  in  the 
morning  and  confirmed  ten  persons,  including  two  in  private. 

On  Sunday  morning,  the  27th,  I  preached  in  the  Church  Room 
of  St.  Andrew's  Church,  Bradford,  and  confirmed  seven  persons. 

In  the  afternoon  of  the  same  day,  I  preached  in  St.  James' 
Chi^ch,  Hamznondsport,  and  confirmed  three  persons. 

On  the  29th,  I  visited  St.  Stephen's  Church,  Clean,  where  I 
confirmed  eighteen  persons,  ordained  the  Rev.  George  Ward 
Dunbar,  Deacon,  to  the  Priesthood,  and  administered  the  holy 
communion.  The  Rev.  Mr.  Windsor,  preached,  and  with  the  Rev. 
Messrs.  Pascal  P.  Kidder  and  R.  Horwood,  Presbyters,  united 
in  the  imposition  of  hands. 
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On  the  30th,  I  returned  to  Geneva,  and  on  that  day  received 
into  this  Diocese  the  Rev.  Jonathan  H.  Haven,  from  Kentucky, 
and  the  Rev.  P.  B.  Morrison,  Presbyters,  from  New  Jersey ;  the 
former  is  Missionary  at  Lewiston,  Niagara  county,  and  the  latter 
at  Pulaski,  Oswego  county. 

Sunday,  Nov.  3d,  I  administered  the  holy  conmiunion  at  St 
Peter's  Chapel,  Geneva,  in  the  morning,  and  preached  in  the 
evening. 

On  Sunday  morning,  the  10th,  I  attended  Trinity  Church,  Ge- 
neva ;  and  in  the  evening,  St.  Peter's  Chapel,  at  both  Churches, 
the  Rev.  Dr.  Jersham  D.  Gregg,  of  Dublin  and  London,  preached. 

I  attended  St.  Peter's  Chapel,  Geneva,  on  the  17th,  and  preach- 
ed in  the  same  in  the  evening. 

On  the  19th,  I  attended  a  meeting  of  the  Trustees  of  Hobari 
College,  Geneva. 

I  held  a  special  confirmation  at  Trinity  Church,  Geneva,  on  the 
2 2d,  when  one  person  was  confirmed. 

On  Sunday,  the  24th,  in  the  morning,  I  preached  and  confirmed 
five  persons,  in  St.  John's  Church,  Sodus. 

And  in  the  afternoon,  at  Christ  Church,  Sodus  Point,  I 
preached  and  confirmed /bwr  persons. 

I  attended  Church  at  St.  Peter's,  on  Thanksgiving  day,  the 
28th,  the  Rev.  Mr.  Rankine  preached. 

On  Sunday,  December  1st,  I  administered  the  holy  communion 
in  St.  Peter's  Chapel,  in  the  morning,  and  preached  in  Trinity 
Church,  Geneva,  in  the  afternoon. 

I  held,  an  ordination  at  St.  Peter's  Chapel,  Geneva,  on  the  8th, 
when  Mr.  Henry  E.  W.  Nye,  was  admitted  to  the  order  of  Dea- 
cons. I  administered  the  holy  conmiunion.  The  Rev.  Mr. 
Rankine  preached  the  sermon.  ' 

On  the  22d,  I  held  the  Advent  Ordination  in  Trinity  Church, 
Geneva,  when  the  Rev.  Chester  Smith  Percival,  and  the  Rev. 
Russell  Todd,  Deacons,  were  admitted  to  the  Priesthood ;  the 
Rev.  Drs.  Jackson,  Wilson,  and  Metcalf,  uniting  in  the  imposition 
of  hands.  I  delivered  an  address  and  administered  the  holy 
communion  on  the  occasion.  I  attended  Trinity  in  the  afternoon, 
and  I  took  part  in  the  services  at  St.  Peter's  in  the  eveniiig. 
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On  the  25th,  I  took  part  in  the  Christmas  services,  preached, 
and  administered  the  holy  communion  at  St.  Peter's  Chapel, 
Geneva. 

On  the  29th,  I  took  part  in  the  services  at  St.  Peter's  Chapel, 
in  the  morning  and  evening,  and  made  a  statement  of  the  affairs 
spiritual  and  temporal,  of  the'  congregation  for  the  year  just 
eadingk 

On  Sunday,  the  3d  of  January,  1862, 1  preached,  morning  and 
evening,  in  Grace  Church,  XJtica. 

And  on  the  6th,  the  Festival  of  the  Epiphany,  I  made  a  brief 
address  in  Grace  Church  Chapel,  TJtica. 

A  heavy  cold  detained  me  from  the  Church  Services  on  Sunday, 
the  12th. 

With  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Standing  Committee,  on 
the  13th,  I  gave  my  canonical  consent  to  the  organization  of  a 
new  Protestant  Episcopal  Congregation,  in  the  upper  part  of  the 
Thitd  Ward  in  the  City  of  Utica,  to  be  called  St.  George's 
Church. 

I  was  detained  from  the  Church  services  on  Sunday,  the  19th, 
by  continued  cold  and  sore  throat. 

On  the  21st,  I  attended  a  meeting  of  Trustees  of  Hobart  Col- 
lege, for  the  Medical  College  Commencement,  and  in  relation  to 
the  College  Endowment. 

On  the  26th,  I  attended  St.  Peter's  Chapel,  morning  and  even- 
ing, and  Trinity  Church  in  the  afternoon. 

On  the  29th,  I  held  a  special  confirmation  in  St.  Paul's  Church, 
Bu^yo,  and  confirmed /oi^r  persons. 

On  the  30th,  I  attended  a  meeting  of  the  Trustees  at  De  Veaux 
College. 

On  February  2d,  I  held  an  ordination  at  St.  Peter's  Chapel, 
Geneva,  and  admitted  Robert  Carter  Wall  candidate,  from  the 
Training  School,  to  the  Diaconate,  and  administered  the  holy 
communion.  The  sermon  was  preached  by  the  Rev.  Mr. 
Rankine. 

On  the  9th,  I  attended  St.  Peter's  in  the  morning.  Trinity  in 
the  afternoon,  and  preached  in  St.  Peter's  in  the  evening. 
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On  the  12th,  on  receipt  of  a  preamble  and  resolution  of  the 
Standing  Committee,  revoking  their  recommendation  of  David 
S.  L.  Johnson,  as  a  Candidate  for  Holy  Orders,  his  name  was 
removed  from  the  list  of  Candidates  for  Orders. 

On  the  16th,  I  attended  St.  Peter's  Church,  Geneva,  in  the 
morning,  and  preached  in  Trinity  Church,  in  the  afternoon. 

On  the  19th,  in  the  morning,  I  consecrated  Christ  Church, 
Albion.  This  edifice,  purchased  in  1844,  and  recently  entirely 
renewed  and  modified,  as  to  its  interior  arrangements,  into  a 
churchly  character ;  and  certified  to  be  free  from  debt,  was  duly 
consecrated.    I  preached  on  the  occasion. 

In  the  evening  of  the  same  day,  in  the  same  Church,  after  ser- 
mon by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Neely,  of  Rochester,  I  confirmed  &ix  per- 
sons and  addressed  them. 

And  on  the  morning  of  the  20th,  in  the  same  Church,  I  held 
an  ordination  and  admitted  the  Rev.  Levi  Ward  Smith,  Deacon, 
Minister  of  the  Church,  to  the  Priesthood,  and  administered  the 
holy  communion ;  the  sermon  was  preached  by  the  Rev.  W.  A 
Matson,  of  Lockport. 

On  Sunday,  the  23d,  and  Sunday,  March  2d,  I  was  detained 
from  Church,  by  a  cold  and  sore  throat. 

On  Sunday,  the  9th  of  March,  I  preached  in  St.  Peter's  Chapel* 
Geneva,  in  the  morning. 

On  the  16th,  I  preached  morning  and  evening  in  St.  Mark's 
Church,  Newark,  and  at  the  former  service,  confirmed  set^en 
persons. 

On  the  20th,  I  received  into  this  Diocese  the  Rev.  John  K.Lewis, 
from  the  Diocese  of  New  Jersey.  He  has  accepted  the  Rector- 
ship of  St.  Luke's  Church,  BufG^o,  and  entered  upon  his  duties. 

On  the  22d,  I  received  into  this  Diocese,  the  Rev.  Christopher 
L.  Leffingwell,  from  the  Diocese  of  Connecticut.  He  has  charge, 
as  Rector,  of  Zion  Church,  Palmyra. 

I  visited  that  Parish  on  Sunday,  the  23d,  preached  morning  and 
evening,  and  confirmed  at  the  morning  service,  ten  persons. 

On  Monday  afternoon,  the  24th,  I  preached  in  Grace  Church, 
Lyons,  now  under  the  charge  of  the  Rev.  W.  W.  Montgomery, 
and  confirmed  ^tse  person. 
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On  Taesday  morning,  the  25th,  the  Festival  of  the  Annuncia- 
tion, I  preached  in  St.  John's  Church,  Clyde,  now  under  the 
charge,  as  Missionary,  of  the  Rev.  F.  N".  Luson,  who,  received 
into  this  Diocese  from  New  York,  had  for  a  time  assisted  in  St. 
Lake's  Church,  Rochester.   I  confirmed  three  persons. 

On  the  26th,  in  the  morning,  I  preached  at  Port  Byron,  where 
the  want  of  a  church  edifice  for  the  congregation,  and  the  removal 
of  many  Church  people  from  the  village,  prevent  the  growth  of 
our  Church  and  the  supply  of  services. 

On  the  27th,  in  Christ  Church,  Jordan,  I  preached  in  the 
morning  and  confirmed  eight  persons. 

I  returned  to  Geneva  from  this  point,  and  on  the  30th,  was 
unable,  from  cold  and  hoarseness,  to  officiate  on  that  day,  where  I 
bad  announced  to  hold  an  extra  confirmation,  at  Cazenovia. 

The  printed  copies  of  my  late  charge  having  reached  me  about 
tbis.time,  I  had  the  several  packages  forwarded  by  Express  to 
fiundry  places,  in  the  Diocese,  where  they  would  be  accessible  to 
the  Clergy  and  congregations. 

On  the  6th  of  April,  I  preached  in  the  morning  in  St.  Clement's 
Church,  Wethersfield  Springs,  and  in  the  evening  in  Trinity 
Church,  Warsaw.  Both  Parishes  being  without  a  Clergyman, 
there  was  no  confirmation. 

On  Monday  morning,  the  7th,  I  preached  at  St.  Mark's  Church, 
Hunt's  Hollow,  and  confirmed  one  person.  , 

On  the  morning  of  the  8th,  I  preached  in  Grace  Church,  Nunda, 
confirmed /bur  persons,  (one  in  private,)  and  administered  the 
holj  communion. 

On  the  9th,*I  preached  in  the  Baptist  house  of  worship,  Cana- 
fleraga,  and  confirmed  two  persons. 

I  consecrated  the  beautiful  Church  edifice,  at  Hornellsville,  on 
Ae  10th,  by  the  name  of  Christ  Church.  It  had  been  in  use  for 
some  time,  and  was  free  from  debt,  and  as  an  edifice,  is  highly 
creditable  to  the  energy,  taste  and  liberality  of  the  Rector,  and 
bis  flock.  I  preached  on  the  occasion  and  confirmed  fifteen 
persons. 
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I  preached  and  confirmed  seven  persons  in  the  Chnrcli  of  the 
Redeemer,  Addison,  on  the  11th,  and  administered  the  holy  com^ 
munion. 

I  preached  in  the  Presbyterian  house  of  worship,  at  Wellsville, 
on  the  12th,  in  the  morning. 

Sanday,  the  13th,  in  the  morning,  I  preached  and  confirmed 
eight  persons,  for  St.  Philip's  Church,  Belmont,  the  services  being 
held  in  the  Presbyterian  house  of  worship,  their  own  Church  edi- 
fice being  not  yet  completed. 

I  held  service  in  the  Methodist  Chapel,  at  Scio,  and  preached 
on  the  afternoon  of  the  same  day. 

I  preached  and  confirmed  six  persons,  in  Christ  Church,  Belri- 
dere,  on  the  afternoon  of  the  14th. 

In  the  morning  of  the  15th,  in  St.  Paul's  Church,  Angelica,  I 
preached  and  confirmed /bwr  persons. 

I  preached  in  the  Congregational  house  of  worship  at  Friend- 
ship, in  the  morning  of  the  16th. 

On  the  17th,  in  the  morning,  I  preached,  confirmed  six  persons, 
and  administered  the  holy  communion  in  Christ  Church,  Cuba. 

On  Good  Friday,  the  18th,  I  preached  morning  and  afternoon, 
in  St.  John's  Church,  Ellicottville,  where,  at  the  former  service,  I 
confirmed  eleveii  persons. 

In  St.  Peter's  Church,  Forestville,  on  Easter  day,  the  20th,  I 
preached,  confirmed  te7i  persons,  and  administered  the  holy 
communion. 

In  the  afternoon  of  the  same  day,  I  preached  in  the  BaptisI 
house  of  worship,  at  Leona,  now  regularly  used  fi>r  Churd: 
services  by  the  Missionary  of  the  station. 

On  Easter  Monday  morning,  in  the  Church  Room  at  Diuikirk 
for  St.  John's  Church,  I  confirmed  three  persons  at  an  extn 
confirmation. 

On  Easter  Tuesday,  I  attended  a  meeting  of  the  Trustees  o 
De  Veaux  College,  at  the  College,  when  the  Rev.  Dr.  M.  Vii 
Rensselaer,  was  unanimously  re-elected  to  the  Presidency  of  th 
Institution,  according  to  its  constitution.

I  held  a  confirmation  and  ordination  in  Trinity  Church,  Seneca 
Ms,  on  the  27th,  in  the  morning  ;  I  confirmed  ten  persons,  and 
admitted  Mr.  Lewis  Graham  Weaver,  late  a  Methodist  minister, 
I  member  of  the  Training  School,  at  Geneva,  to  the  Diaconate.

t»o  objects,  to  preserve  the  property  and  to  provide  support  for 

the  Professors. 

Our  Diocese  has  before  it  now  the  heavy  pressure  of  a  provision 
br  its  Missionaries,  $1,600,  for  the  printing  of  its  Journal,  $400, 
for  the  expenses  of  its  Clerical  Deputies,  $250,  for  the  expenses  of 
the  General  Convention,  $300.  At  a  future  day,  I  shall  call  the 
Bbcese  to  its  duty  in  providing  its  portion  of  support  for  the 
FMessors.

By  God's  blessing  on  the 
efficient  labors  of  its  President  in  securing  funds,  the  liberality  of 
its  friends,  and  the  plans  of  its  Trustees,  Hobart  College  is  now, 
not  only  free  from  debt,  but  possessed  of  an  endowment,  which, 
onder  God,  secures  its  perpetuity  and  usefulness,  for  years  to 
come,  as  an  agency  for  sound  education  in  the  Church,  and  a  foun- 
tain of  supply  for  a  learned  and  well  trained  ministry.      It  may 
claim  the  patronage,  love  and  liberality  of  the  Diocese  and  of  the 
Church  at  large,  and  we  trust,  that  in  numbers,  gifts  and  bequests, 
its  future  history  will  be  as  distinguished  as  its  pupils  may  be  in 
attainments,  distinction  and  usefulness.

This  morning,  the  20th,  in  St.  Paul's  Church,  Buffalo,  where 
we  are  now  assembled,  I  have  had  the  satisfaction  of  administering 
the  holy  commnnion  to  my  brethren  of  the  clergy  and  laity,  now 
m  session,  and  thns  concluded  the  Episcopal  labors  of  the  year. 

Since  the  Convention  of  1861, 1  have  officiated  in  125  organized 
Parishes,  and  20  places  where  the  Church  is  not  organized,  in  the 
Diocese,  in  several  more  than  once.  I  have  officiated  out  of  the 
Diocese,  three  times. 

Confirmations  have  been  held  in  105  congregations  in  the  Dio- 
cese, in  seven  twice,  and  in  two  the  confirmation  was  special. 

I  have  confirmed  1,315  persons,  being  the  third  largest  annual 
confirmation  I  have  held  in  the  Diocese — the  largest  being  1,812 
persons,  in  122  congregations,  in  1860,  and  the  next  1,503  persons 
in  106  congregations  in  1858,  and  this  year  1,315  persons  in  105 
congregations,  averaging  not  quite  13  to  each  Parish.  The  ave- 
rage annual  confirmations  since  my  consecration,  to  this  year  inclu- 
sive, have  been  681. 
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I  hare  made  addresses  to  the  candidates  or  flock  at  each  confir- 
mation. I  have  preached  in  the  Diocese,  144  times,  and  out  d* 
it  twice. 

I  have  administered  the  holv  commanion  27  times. 

I  have  baptized  1  ad  alt  and  10  children,  in  all  II. 

I  have  ofSeiated  at  one  marriage  and  two  funerals. 

I  have  admitted  three  Candidates  for  Holy  Orders. 

I  have  taken  the  names  of  three  Candidates  from  the  list. 

I  have  Ordained  3  Deacons  and  14  Priests. 

I  have  consecrated  2  Churches. 

I  have  laid  the  comer  stone  of  two  new  church  edifices. 

I  have  given  m^  consent  to  the  organization  of  6  new  Congre- 
gationa. 

I  have  traveled  in  discharge  of  my  duties,  7,086  miles,  pre- 
served  in  health  and  strength,  by  a  gracious  Providence,  from 
disaster  and  interruption,  to  meet  you,  the  representatives  of 
the  Diocese,  this  day,  at  the  Holy  Altar,  and  for  the  duties  and 
deliberation  of  this  important  body,  I  trust  with  a  thankful  heart 
and  warmer  desires  of  usefulness  in  the  Church  of  God. 

Among  the  Clerical  and  Parochial  changes  not  referred  to  in 
the  preceding  record,  I  state  the  following: 

The  Rev.  Theodore  M.  Bishop  has  returned  to  the  Diocese  and 
taken  charge  of  Zion  Church,  Fulton,  Oswego  county. 

Tlie  Rev.  Amos  B.  Beach,  D.  D.,  who,  during  the  last  summer 
and  winter,  had  temporary  charge  of  St.  Paul's  Church,  Syracuse, 
in  the  absence  of  the  Rector,  has  accepted  the  Rectorship  of  St 
John's  Church,  Canandaigua,  and  entered  upon  his  duties.  It 
had  become  vacant  by  the  resignation  of  the  Rev.  Walter  Ayranlti 
to  which  he  was  constrained  by  the  imperative  demands  of  una- 
voidable  secular  engagements. 

The  Mlure  of  his  health  by  the  inroads  of  disease,  has  com- 
peDed  the  Rev.  Charles  K  Beardsley,  to  resign  hb  Missionary 
Station  and  to  resort  to  the  aid  of  the  Christmas  Fund  for  Disabled 
Clergymen. 

The  Rev.  George  N.  Cheney,  has  resumed  the  charge  of  his 
Parish,  having  resigned  his  chaplaincy  in  the  army  and  returned 
to  Rodiester  in  improved  health. 
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The  Rev.  Robert  Dobyns  has  become  the  Missionary  at  Cuba 
and  Friendship,  Allegany  county. 

The  Rev.  George  D.  Gillespie,  who  had  so  feithfully,  for  ten 
years,  served  the  Parish  of  Zion  Church,  Palmyra,  having  been 
ioiTited  to  an  important  Parish  in  Michigan,  has  been  transferred 
to  that  Diocese.  I  cannot  but  lament  his  departure,  while  I  shall 
rejoice  at  his  success  in  his  new  field. 

The  Rev.  Edward  H.  Jewett,  absent  in  Europe  for  a  year  or 
more,  has  returned  and  resumed  his  labors,  as  Missionary  at 
Boonville  and  Forestport. 

The  Rev.  Henry  Lockwood  has  taken  the  charge  of  Christ 
Church,  Pittsford,  so  long  under  obligation  to  him  for  his  former 
labors.  The  Rev.  John  A.  Bowman,  had  resigned  and  become  a 
chaplain  in  the  army. 

The  Rev.  D.  C.  Loop  has  resided  the  Missionary  Station  at 
Addison,  and  become  Assistant  in  St.  Luke's  Church,  Rochester. 

Tlie  Rev.  William  B.  Musgrave,  having  removed  from  the 
charge  of  St.  Paul's  Church,  Havana,  has  been  succeeded  in  the 
same,  by  the  Rev.  Sidney  Wilbur. 

The  Rev.  D.  C.  Mann,  is  in  charge,  as  Missionary,  of  St.  James' 
Church,  Watkins,  with  the  Rectorship  of  St.  John's  Church, 
Catharine. 

The  Rev.  L.  Ward  Smith,  having  accepted  an  invitation  to  St. 
IGchael's  Church,  Germantown,  Pennsylvania,  has  been  succeeded 
It  Albion  by  the  Rev.  George  W.  Southwell,  as  Missionary  of 
the  post. 

The  Rev.  Alexander  H.  Rogers  has  resigned  the  Missionary 
SUldon  at  Carthage  and  Champion,  Jefferson  county,  and  taken 
charge  of  the  combined  stations  of  Richmond,  East  and  West 
Bloomfield,  Honeoye  Falls,  and  Livonia,  where  Missionary  services 
were  much  needed,  and  I  trust  will  revive  those  weakened 
Parishes. 

Hie  Rev.  Lucius  Sweetland,  having  labored  in  the  Parish  of 
Jamestown,  in  part,  during  the  absence  of  the  Rev.  L.  W.  Norton^ 
as  chapl^,  is  serving  the  Parish  at  St.  James',  Batavia,  during 
the  absence  of  the  Rev.  Dr.  Tyler. 
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The  Church  of  St.  Peter's,  Forestville,  having  been  severed 
from*  Dunkirk,  is  now,  in  connection  with  Leona,  under  the 
Missionary  charge  of  the  Rev.  Robert  C.  Wall,  Deacon. 

The  Rev.  Lewis  G.  Weaver,  Deacon,  has  charge  of  the  Mis- 
sionary Station  of  Cjimden  and  Florence,  Oneida  county. 

The  Rev.  Pierre  Teller  Babbitt,  has  become  the  Missionary  at 
Newark,  Wayne  county,  awaiting  his  transfer  to  the  Diocese 
from  New  York. 

The  Rev.  I.  A.  Faust  has  relinquished  the  charge  of  the  Doo- 
little  Institute  at  Wethersfield  Springs. 

Within  the  Conventional  year  three  Candidates  for  Orders  have 
been  ordained  to  the  Diaconate,  viz :  Henry  E.  W.  Nye,  Robert 
Carter  Wall,  and  Lewis  Graham  Weaver. 

One,  James  M.  Hamilton,  on  ^count  of  delicate  health,  does 
not  apply  for  Orders. 

One  has  withdrawn  on  account  of  a  defect  in  eyesight,  inca- 
pacitating him  for  study. 

7%ree,  viz :  J.  F.  Billard,  Abnont  Barnes,  and  William  M. 
Crosby,  severed  themselves  from  Candidateship,  by  joining  tie 
army. 

One  was  removed  from  the  list,  the  Standing  Committee  hav- 
ing revoked  their  recommendation  of  him. 

Three  new  Candidates  have  been  added  to  the  list,  all  gradu- 
ates of  Hobart  College,  Geneva.

Aid  has  been  given  to  3  Beneficiaries  from  our  Education 
funds. 

The  Society  for  the  Promotion  of  Religion  and  Learning,  in 
New  York,  has  extended  assistance  to  5  Candidates  and  3 
Stadents  in  Hobart  College. 

Fourteen  Deacons,  viz:  Rev.  George  W.  Dunbar,  Chester 
Smith  Percival,  Russell  Todd,  Levi  Ward  Smith,  Dennis  Smith, 
George  Webb  Southwell,  Frederick  Nugent  Luson,  William  H. 
Moffett,  Alexander  H.  Rogers,  William  H.  Van  Antwerp,  Gershom 
P.  Wsddo,  Jedediah  Winslow,  Albert  Crittenden  Lewis,  and 
Duncan  C.  Mann,  have  been  admitted  to  the  Priesthood. 

live  Clergymen  have  been  transferred  to  other  Dioceses. 

T\odve  Clergymen  have  been  received  into  this  Diocese. 

The  whole  number  of  Clergymen  canonically  connected  with 
the  Diocese  is  161,  viz:  1  Bishop,  143  Presbyters,  7  Deacons, 
lith  17  Candidates  for  Holy  Orders. 

Two  Clergymen  are  residing  in  the  Diocese  but  are  not  yet 
transferred  to  it. 

Of  the  Clergy,  6  are  exclusively  engaged  in  the  Colleges  and 
Schools  of  the  Diocese,  as  teachers. 

EigJU  are  on  the  list  of  Disabled  Clergy,  aided  by  the  Christ- 
mas Fund. 

Six  are  prevented  by  age  or  illness  from  full  clerical  duty,  and 
sustain  themselves.  The  residue,  130,  are  engaged,  or  seeking  to 
be  engaged,  in  pastoral  or  public  duty. 

The  following  Church  edifices  having  been  certified  to  me  as 
free  firom  debt  incurred  in  the  erection  of  them,  have  been  duly 
consecrated,  viz: 

Christ  Church, Albion,  Orleans  county,  Feb.  19,  1862. 

Christ  Church, Homellsville,  Steuben  county,    April  10, 1862. 
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I  have  laid  the  Corner  Stone  of  St.  George's  Church,  Utica, 
andx)f  St.  John's  Chapel,  of  Hobart  College,  Greneva,  and  of  the 
enlargement  of  Christ  Church,  Rochester,  which  are  now  in  pro- 
cess of  erection. 

For  St.  Paul's  Church,  Havana,  erected  by  individnal  munifi- 
cence,  and  not  placed  in  the  hands  of  the  Vestry,  who  have  the 
use  of  it,  consecration  has  not  been  asked. 

The  the  new  Church  edifice  at  Windsor,  is  not  finished. 

I  have  given  my  canonical  consent  to  the  organization  of  new 
Congregations  at  Clinton,  at  TJtica,  at  Big  Flatts,  and  at  Horseheads, 
at  NorthviUe,  and  at  Five  Comers.  At  Utica  and  NorthviUe 
Church  edifices  are  in  progress. 

Twelve  Church  edifices,  incumbered  with  debt,  are  not  yet 
consecrated,  though  regularly  used. 

During  the  past  Conventional  year,  64  Missionaries  have  labored 
in  the  Diocese ;  43  for  the  whole  year,  and  21  for  longer  or 
shorter  periods,  the  majority  of  them  for  more  than  six  month& 
The  present  number  is  65. 

For  the  results  ot  their  labors  I  refer  you  to  their  Parochial  and 
Missionary  Reports. 

Three  of  our  Missionaries  have  been  called  to  other  Dioceses, 
and  four  have  been  received  fi-om  abroad. 

The  beneficiaries,  aided  by  our  Education  funds,  is  5  ;  and  the 
Benevolent  Society  of  New  York,  for  the  Promotion  of  Religion 
and  Lejyning,  which  covers  the  whole  State,  both  Dioceses,  in 
her  expansive  beneficence,  has  aided /owr  Candidates  for  Orders, 
and  three  Students  in  Hobart  College. 

The  Permanent  Missionary  Fund  has  been  increased  by  the  fnll 
payment  of  the  balance,  $2,000,  of  the  bequest  of  the  late  Mrs. 
J.  D.  Mumford,  amounting  in  all  to  $5,000. 

And  by  the  additional  bequest  of  Mr.  L.  B.  Wright,  amounting, 
in  principal  and  interest,  to  $852,  paid  to  the  Treasurer  in  Jane, 
of  this  year.  The  whole  Fund  now  amounts  to  $17,472.  It  has 
yielded,  during  the  past  year,  in  interest,  $1,009  28,  which  has 
been  paid  to  our  Diocesan  Treasurer,  and  applied  to  th»e  support 
of  our  Missionaries. 
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The  Van  Wagenen  Missionary  Fund  for  Chenango  county, 
amounts  to  $2,182.  During  this  year  the  interest  has  been  added 
to  the  principal. 

For  details,  I  refer  to  the  Report  of  the  Education  and  Mis- 
nonary  Board. 

The  demands  upon  the  Christmas  Fund  for  Disabled  Clergy- 
men, have  increased.  Two,  from  ill  health,  and  one,  from  age, 
have  been  added  to  the  list,  making  the  annual  expenditure  here- 
after to  amount  to  $1,600. 

The  receipts  during  the  past  year  have  amounted  to :  From  the 
Christmas  Collection,  $1,402  15  ;  from  interest  on  investments, 
$400.  The  amount  paid  to  our  8  brethren,  from  this  Fund,  is 
$1,500,  so  that,  without  this  interest,  the  demand  could  not  have 
been  met.    The  invested  funds  amount  to  $7,000. 

lie  De  Yeaux  College,  for  destitute  and  orphan  children,  main- 
tains its  useful  and  successful  career. 

The  Annual  Report  was  laid  before  me,  as  usual,  on  the  1st  of 
January,  1862. 

From  this,  I  learn  that  the  property  stands  thus,  viz  :

The  inalienable  farm,  330  acres,  yields  a  rent  of  $450. 

The  entire  income  for  the  precedmg  year  is  reported 
at $10,857  20 

The  total  expenditure,  including  attendance,  repairs 
and  additions,  is $1 1,533  28 

Several  of  the  pupils,  having  received  the  benefits  of  the 
Coflege  for  over  four  years,  have  been  returned  to  their  friends, 
or  put  out  to  occupy  positions  for  self-support  and  usefulness. 

The  number  in  the  College  was  then  32.    It  is  28  at  this  time. 
The  Report  of  the  College  will  be  laid  before  the  Convention. 
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The  Report  of  the  Training  School  will  show  the  stat€  of  its 
funds,  securities  and  promises.  It  has  been  enabled  to  meet  its 
engagements  punctually,  to  provide  the  salary  and  house  rent  of 
the  Rector. 

Of  the  Candidates  taught  in  it,  five  are  now  laboring  usefully 
in  the  Diocese,  and  three,  duiing  the  fall,  it  is  expected,  will  be 
Ordained. 

I  have  made  no  further  applications  for  pecuniary  means  to 
make  up  the  $30,000  in  its  behalf,  deterred  by  the  distracted 
condition  of  our  beloved  country  in  its  resources,  and  by  the  more 
imperative  claims  of  other  objects.  The  sum  of  $275  ha^  be^ 
sent  in  to  me,  $100  in  fulfillment  of  a  verbal  promise.  For  details 
I  refer  to  the  Reports  of  the  Board,  of  the  Lay  Trustees,  and  of 
the  Rector. 

The  collections  in  St.  Peter's  Chapel,  over  and  above  its 
expenses,  paid  towards  the  income  of  the  Training  School,  hare 
amounted  to  $140,  or  five  per  cent,  on  the  $2800  at  which  it  was 
estimated. 

There  has  been  sent  in  to  meet  the  boarding  expenses  of  the 
students,  at  Geneva,  as  voluntary  gifts,  $106,*  which  has  heen 
applied,  as  needed,  to  the  object,  leaving  a  balance  of  $65  now 
in  my  hands. 

Funds  are  needed  also  to  supply  the  Students  with  text  boob 
for  study  in  the  several  departments,  to  be  used  by  them,  hut  to 
belong  to  the  Training  School,  for  successive  classes.  Any  boob 
given  for  the  purpose,  or  money  sent  to  the  Bishop  or  Rector,  to 
purchase  them,  will  be  most  usefully  applied.  The  Report  of  the 
Rector  will  present  the  Parochial  Statistics  of  the  Chapel. 

♦DOXATIOXS. 
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I  state  the  following  as  the  contributions  of  the  Diocese  for  the 
past  year,  to  the  recognized  objects  of  the  Church,  aside  from 
Parochial  Objects,  Hobart  College,  and  the  Permanent  Missionary 
Fund:

I  have  now  presented  to  you  the  customary  details  in  the  affairs 
of  our  Diocese.  Several  of  the  Parishes  remain  still  encumbered 
with  debt.  In  some  of  them,  as  Trinity  Church,  Elmira,  Christ 
Church,  Oswego,  a  portion  of  their  indebtedness  has  been  removed, 
but  the  burden  still  hangs  upon  12  of  them  so  as  to  prevent  their 
Consecration.  I  invoke  them  to  renewed  efforts  to  escape  from 
this  bondage. 

In  other  respects,  I  rejoice  to  be  able  to  state  the  Diocese,  as 
such,  is  free  from  debt.  Our  Missionaries  have  been  faithftdly 
and  fully  paid  to  1st  of  July.  To  the  Bible,  Prayer  Book  and 
Tract  Society,  we  owe  nothing.  The  same  record  is  to  be  made 
&8  to  the  Church  Book  Society.  Increased  and  increasing  zeal  and 
liberality  constitute,  with  earnest  gratitude,  the  only  demand 
upon  us. 

Let  me  express  my  warm  thanks  to  the  Diocese,  for  their  liber- 
ality and  consideration  in  this  matter.  In  most  of  the  Parishes 
the  collections  have  been  duly  made  and  forwarded.  In  some 
few  able  ones,  I  regret  to  state,  there  is  sad  deficiency.  No  less 
than  40  are  reported  last  year  (1861)  as  failing  to  forward  funds 
to  the  Diocesan  Treasurer.  By  far  the  majority  of  these,  how- 
ever, are  feeble  Missionary  Parishes,  from  which  but  little  is 
expected — ^but  that  little  should  come.  It  is  the  aggregation  of 
small  sums,  frequently  and,  statedly  collected — collected  every 
month — that  constitutes  the  vitality  of  our  system  of  Church 
collections.  All  can  give  and  should  give  something.  This  year's 
Report  also  enumerates  40  Churches  as  having  sent  nothing  to 
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the  Treasury.     In  them  not  even  a  widow's  mite  has  been  cast 
into  this  treasury  of  God ! 

That  the  bearing  of  this  neglect  of  duty  by  the  clergy  aod 
people  concerned  may  be  fully  seen,  let  me  state  that  $1  per 
month  at  the  collections,  from  these  forty  congregations,  would 
yield  $480,  and  thus  provide  full  stipends  for  3  more  Missionaries; 
$2  per  month,  $1,062,  stipends  for  8  Missionaries ;  $3  per  month, 
$1,440,  stipends  for  11  Missionaries;  $4  per  month,  $1,920, 
stipends  for  15  Missionaries  ;  and  $5  per  month,  $2,400,  stipends 
for  19  additional  Missionaries  to  our  present  list. 

Let  me  invoke  your  attention,  my  brethren,  most  earnestly, 
to  thb  duty.  We  have  before  us,  this  Autumn,  beside  our  Dio- 
cesan Missionary  claims,  the  expenses  of  the  General  Convention, 
and  of  Clerical  Deputies  to  the  same,  in  addition  to  the  printing 
of  the  Journal,  involving  an  expense,  altogether,  of  one  thousand 
dollars.  The  Missionary  payment  will  require  about  $1,600.  So 
that  between  this  time  and  the  1st  of  October,  $2,600  must  be 
raised  to  meet  the  demands  upon  the  Diocese.  Let  us  awake  to 
this  prospect.  Let  no  Clergyman  refrain  from  an  appeal  to  hk 
people.  Let  us  all  give ;  with  God's  blessing  on  our  faithM  »eil 
and  liberality,  this  demand  can  be  met.  I  made  a  special  appeal, 
in  March  last,  for  this  class  of  objects,  which  was  so  met  as  ta 
relieve  the  Diocese  from  debt,  and  secure  the  printing  of  the 
Charge.  Some  few  able  Parishes  do  not  correctly  estimate  their 
duty  on  these  points.  Some  Parishes  make  the  collections  for 
Church  objects,  but  apply  the  proceeds,  in  part  or  in  whole,  to 
the  Parish.  Some  seem  to  think  that  if  other  Churches  make 
the  collections,  they  may  be  exempt.  Some  object  to  one  daas 
of  objects,  and  do  not  collect  for  any.  Some  object  to  the  canonSi 
regulations,  usages,  prevailing  views,  tone  of  feeling,  control  and 
action  of  the  Convention,  and  one  or  two  deny  the  right  of  the 
Convention  to  recommend  collections  for  any  object  outside  of  the 
Parish;  which  might  bo  valid,  if  the  collection  were  a  tax,  and  the 
Wardens  were  sheriflfe,  and  the  Vestry  could  distrain  upon  the 
flock,  and  there  was  a  court  of  justice  before  which  the  peopte 
could  be  arriugned,  and  the  payment  enforced ;  but  which  must 
appear  as  the  objection  of  more  folly,  when  it  is  known  that  th© 
appeal  is  not  to  coercion,  but  to  reason^  judgment,  conscience^  and 
a  sense  of  duty.     On  these,  the  Diocese  has  relied  since  1840} 
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when  our  present  system  of  collections  began.  On  them  it  has 
hitherto,  under  God,  been  more  or  less  successful.  On  these  it 
may  continue  to  rely,  in  the  humble  hope,  that  hereafter,  as  here- 
tofore, the  Divine  blessing  will  be  vouchsafed  to  our  efforts,  and 
our  system,  aimed  as  it  is  to  promote  His  glory,  and  the  temporal, 
spiritual  and  eternal  good  of  our  brethren  in  the  Church,  and  of 
our  fellow  sinners  every  where. 

I  can  not  better  close  this  address,  than  in  the  earnest  language 

of  Laymen  to  Laymen,  as  supplied  in   the  address  of  the  Lay 

Committee  of  the  General  Convention,  copies  of  which  are  here 

for  distribution,  comprising  the  names  of  some  of  the  most  prom- 

Joeot  Churchmen  throughout  our  Communion  : 

"  Amid  all  the  allurements  and  all  the  exactions  of  a  wicked 
world,  let  us  never  forget  the  eternal  obligations  we  owe  to  our 
divine  Redeemer,  nor  gi-ieve  the  spirit  of  God,  by  madly  pursuing 
money  merely  to  hoard  it,  or  by  idly  lavishing  it  in  empty  vanities, 
selfish  indulgences,  and  wasteful,  if  not  sinful  modes  of  living. 

"  We  have  desired  to  make  the  appeal  to  you  so  direct,  that 
each  one  will  carefully  weigh  the  duties  which  he  owes  in  the  sev- 
eral relations  in  which  he  is  placed,  in  the  Parish,  in  the  Diocese, 
and  HI  the  Church  at  large.  We  trust  that  each  will  consider  in 
whsLt  manner  he  may  do  still  more  than  he  ever  has  done,  to  carry 
forward  her  divinely  commanded  work  in  all  her  fields  of  Chris- 
tian effort ;  that,  as  far  as  possible,  every  individual  layman  will 
.  gystematically  aid  such  objects  as  shall  seem  most  important,  with 
a  view  to  continuous  and  united  action ;  that  each  will  estimate 
his  own  ability,  and  give  as  God  hath  prospered  him,  whether  it 
"  be  the  Christ-commended  mite  of  the  poor  widow,  or  after  the 
example  of  the  mimificence  of  the  centurion,  whose  praise  it 
was  *'  that  he  loveth  our  nation,  and  has  built  us  a  synagogue ;' 
and  'especially  that  each  will  measure  his  action,  not  by  the 
example  of  others,  but  by  his  sense  of  gratitude,  his  sense  of 
responsibility,  and  his  sense  of  the  magnitude  of  the  work  to  be 
accomplished, 

**  Bbsthben  of  the  LAirY,  let  us,  in  conclusion,  earnestly  and 

affectionately  entreat  you  always  to  look  with  a  large  and  liberal 

eye  upon  the  Church  and  the  various  duties  you  owe  her,  and 

never  to  allow  her  influence  or  just  authority  to  be  weakened,  by 

needless  differences  in  matters  comparatively  unimportant.    The 

great  work   now  committed  to  our  care  is  much  too  large,  to 

permit  us  to  engage  in  any  idle  or  trifling  controversy.     The 

Messed  unity  of  the  Church,  the  great  secret  and  source  of  her 

power,  is  inestimably  precious.    Let  it  never  be  endangered  by 

any  fiiult  of  ours,  but  let  us  ever  remember  and  carefully  cherish 

that  golden  rule,  so  easy  to  observe,  '  In  essentials,  unity  ;  in 

H017-XS8ENTIAL8,  UBEBTT  ;  IN  ALL  THINGS,  CHABTTY.'  "

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In  the  perils  which  hang  over  our  country,  the  deep  interest 
of  our  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  is  shown  in  furnishing  states- 
men for  her  Cabinet,  generals  for  her  army,  and  admirals  for  her 
navy,  soldiers  for  her  field  and  sailors  for  her  ships.     We  have  in 
this  Diocese  discountenanced  party  political  discussions  or  State 
questions,  in  her  pulpits  and  her  conventions,  as  inappropriate  to 
the  true  objects  of  the  Sanctuary  and  the  Synod.     No  political 
action  is  needed  here.     But  in  prayers  for  her  safety,  in  contribu- 
tions for  her  defence,  in  sacrifices  for  her  rescue,  in  offerings  of 
counsel,  life  and  treasure  for  her  preservation,  we  stand  side  by 
side  with  our  fellow  citizens  of  every  name  and  faith,  throaghoot 
the  land ;  in  the  deep  conviction  that  no  form  of  government  has 
ever  been  framed  by  man  so  favorable  to  the  security,  labors  and 
expansion  of  the  Church  of  God,  as  the  government  established  by 
the  Constitution  of  these  United  States :  which  without  a  profession 
of  faith,  or  any  avowal  of  infidelity,  in  dating  its  adoption  "  ni 
THE  YEAR  OF  OUR  LOBo,"  and  iu  exacting  ontlia  of  aUegiaoce, 
of  office,  and  testimony  in  courts  of  justice,  in  repudiating  an 
atheist  as  a  witness,  and  in  punishing  perjury,  has  openly  recog- 
nized the  existence  of  Almighty  God,  and  final  rewards  and  pun- 
ishments by  Him ;  in  which  government  the  political  and  religions 
elements  are  kept  distinct;   which  establishes  no  religion  but 
admits  and  protects  all ;  and  which  has  given  a  freedom,  oppor- 
tunity and  countenance  to  the  rise  and  expansion  of  this  Pro- 
testant Episcopal  Church,  amongst  others,  (on  which  God  has  beea 
graciously  pleased  to  shower  abundant  blessings,)  thereby  nofe 
only  justifying  but  exacting  in  us,  the  zealous  effort,  the  ready  cour- 
tribution,  the  cheerful  sacrifice,  and  the  fervent  prayer,  that  tho 
rebellion  against  its  authority  may  be  suppressed,  the  TJnioim 
restored,  and  this  Republic  may  ever  be  preserved  ;  to  y^cIi> 
petition  there  is  heard  in  her  one  hundred  and  fifty  congregations 
of  the  Diocese,  in  loud  and  hearty  response.  Amen. 

Let  us  now  betake  ourselves  to  the  duties  and  deliberations  f<>r 
which  we  are  assembled ;  and  may  Christ,  by  his  holy  spirit,  ena- 
ble us  all,  so  to  think,  speak  and  act,  that  our  sayings  and  pro* 
ceedings  may  redound  to  his  glory,  our  good,  and  the  true  wel&pe 
of  his  Holy  Church.

In  these  respects  our  old  forms  were  defective.  Each  Parish  was  called  upon 
to  report  its  Canonical  Collections  and  some  others,  but  not  required  to  state,  as 
by  the  plan  we  propose,  the  whole  amount  of  contributions  for  the  year. 

Again,  there  was  much  disagreement  among  the  Clergy,  as  to  their  interpreta- 
tioD  of  several  of  the  items ;  some  reporting  only  Collections  made  in  Church, 
vmI  others  including,  also,  such  individual  g^ifts  and  offerings  as  came  within  their 
kiowledg&    We  have  tried  to  remove  all  such  ambiguity.

REPORT: 

The  Education  and  Missionary  Board,  respectfully  report  as  follows : 

During  the  past  Conventional  year  the  Board  has  had  64  Missionaries  la 
in  the  Diocese,  48  for  the  whole  year,  and  21  for  longer  or  shorter  perio( 
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Qiajority  of  them  for  more  than  six  months.  The  present  number  is  55.  The 
Parochial  Reports  will  present  the  results  of  their  labors.  They  labored  in  75 
congregations.  Five  beneficiaries  have  received  aid  during  their  theological 
studies. 

The  Permanent  Missionary  Fund  has  received  firom  the  Bzecutors  of  the  late 
Hn,  Silas  D.  Momford,  the  balance  of  $2,000  with  interest  on  tiie  same,  making 
Hie  whole  sum  received  from  this  source,  $5,000.  It  has  also  received,  in  June 
of  this  year,  a  bequest  firom  Mrs.  Louise  B.  Wright,  amounting  to  $862.  So  that 
tbe  Permanent  Missionary  Fund  is  now  the  sum  of  $17,472.  It  has  paid  during 
the  jear  an  interest  of  $1,019  25  towards  the  support  of  our  Missions.  The 
aecorities  are  reported  by  the  Treasurer  and  attested  by  the  Examining  Com- 
mittee. 

To  our  Missionaries,  we  rejoice  to  state  that  all  the  stipends  have  been  paid 
every  quarter  with  regularity.  Three  of  them  have  been  called  to  other  Dioceses, 
amd  four  have  been  received  into  this  Diocese  in  theu*  stead 

The  report  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Van  Wagenen  Missionary  Fund,  for  Chenango, 
is  appended  The  income  has  been  added  to  the  principal,  the  whole  of  which  is 
now  $2,182. 

Providence  only  knows  what  is  to  be  the  effect  of  prevailing  distractions  and 
uncertainties  upon  our  Missionary  collections  for  the  coming  year.  Hitherto  God 
has  been  pleased  eminently  to  bless  us  m  this  behal£  Let  us  confide  in  him  for 
tiie  future,  and  pray  that  his  grace  may  open  the  hearts  and  strengthen  the  hands 
of  all  of  us  in  his  holy  service. 

Oar  appointments  at  present  run  only  from  quarter  to  quarter.  During  the  past 
year  several  of  our  congregations  have  failed  to  make  or  forward  the  collections. 
We  earnestly  invoke  the  renewal  of  their  zeal  and  liberality.  v

Che  funds  of  the  Institution  amount  to  $162,834  49,  yielding  income.    The 
il  Estate,  exclusive  of  the  Domain,  is  estimated  at  $28,600  00.     The  Domain 
which  the  buildings  are  erected  consists  of  380  acres  of  land,  a  portion  of 
lidi  is  cultivated  and  used  by  the  Institution,  and  a  portion  is  under  rent 

the  income  received  during  the  last  fiscal  year  was  $10,86*7  20,  and  the  ex- 
B^itoreswere  $11,633  28. 

Mny  of  the  securities  held  by  the  College  were  taken  upon  sales  of  Real 
tete.  Those  sales  were  made  from  1868  to  1868,  at  the  highest  prices  then 
erailing,  with  small  down  payments.  In  the  subsequent  derangement  and 
ignation  of  business,  and  the  depression  of  prices  of  Real  Estate,  some  of  the 
rchesers  are  unable  to  meet  their  engagements.  The  income  is  thus  diminished ; 
das  the  land  can  not  at  present  be  resold  at  the  former  prices,  the  principal 
n  most  probably  suffer  some  diminution. 

hoBi  the  inability  to  collect  the  income,  the  sum  of  $6*76  08  of  principal  was 
id  in  paying  the  expenses.  It  is  anticipated,  however,  that  this  amount  will  be 
oibiined  fi^m  the  income  which  was  overdue. 

The  Real  Estate  now  unsold,  exclusive  of  the  Domain,  is  reported  the  same  as 
tunatedin  previous  reports,  although  in  the  present  depressed  condition  of  real 
opertyit  could  not  be  sold  at  the  estimated  amount. 

Thirty-two  bo3rs  were  trained  and  instructed  in  the  Institution  during  the  past 
ir,  and  wholly  supported  by  it. 

Foot  of  the  pupils  having  received  the  benefits  of  the  College  for  over  four 
HI,  have  been  returned  to  their  friends,  or  put  out  to  occupy  positions  of  self- 
pport  and  usefulness. 

One  boy  who  was  conditionally  received,  has  been  returned  to  his  mother,  for 
B  reason  thai  he  was  not  a  proper  boy  for  the  Institution. 

Kre*  additional  boys  were  admitted  into  the  Institution. 
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The  oooTse  of  instruction  presented  in  former  reporti  is  siffl  puiwied,  sioffiAed

Rov.  William  Bakeb,  residiog  in  Utica,  reports:  He  has  preached tbi«e< 
in  Calrary  Chnrch,  ODce  in  Grace  Church,  and  read  prajera  aereral  tunes  both  i^ 
the  Church  and  in  the  Chapel  on  week-day  Services ;  preached  oooe  in  Triai^ 
Church,  and  assisted  in  reading  prayers  twice.  He  also  baptized  and  boned  ob» 
child  in  West  Utica,  and  administered  the  H<dy  OommamoD  to  a  aick  man,  tor- 
merly  of  St  Paul's  Church,  West  Utica. 


In  Trinity  Cha^h,  Camden,  he  held  Divine  Service  Christmas  Eve; 
on  Christmas  Day,  and  administered  the  Holy  CommmiioQ :  held  Diviae  Servioi^ 
and  preached  twice  the  Sunday  after  Christmas ;  he  also  buried  »  child  fir  tfaii 
Parish.

(now  in  process  of  erection;)  $10,600  for  Scholarships;  $500  for  a  Pnze  for  Eng- 
lish Literature ;  and  the  payment  of  the  entire  debt  of  the  College,  amounting  to 
|6;758  7a 

The  College  is  yet  to  receive  from  the  estate  of  the  late  Allex  Atrault,  its 
Haad&st  and  generous  friend,  $20,000,  to  endow  a  Professorship  of  Agri- 
Golture  in  connection  with  Chemistry,  Sx. ;  and  also  two-fifths  bf  one'third  of  his 
residuary  estate,  for  founding  Scholarships  in  aid  of  young  men  studying  for  the 
Holy  Ministry.  Of  this  residuary  legacy,  $3,800  have  been  paid  into  the  treasury 
of  the  College. 

Hie  Rev.  Joseph  Kidder,  in  the  vicinity  of  Boston,  reports  as  follows  :  After 
asking  nay  last  report,  I  remained  in  charge  of  the  Churdi  of  the  Evangelists,  in 
Oswego,  until  the  1st  of  February.  Services  rendered  there  will  be  included  in 
the  report  from  that  Parish.  After  leaving  Oswego,  I  visited  friends  in  Massachu- 
lettsi,  officiating  as  opportunity  offered  until  the  Ist  of  June.  I  was  then 
requested  to  take  charge  of  a  Parish  just  organized  in  the  vicinity  of  Boston.  I 
have  taken  temporary  charge  of  the  Parish,  and  if  at  the  expiration  of  six  months 
I  should  conclude  to  remain  there,  I  will  apply  for  letters  dimissory.

The  House  then  proceeded  to  the  election  of  a  Secretary,  when, 
on  motion,  the  election  by  ballot  was  dispensed  with,  and  the 
Rev.  William  A.  Matson  was  chosen. 

The  Chair  announced  to  the  House  that  the  Secretary  had 
appointed  the  Rev.  Charles  W.  Hayes  his  Assistant. 

It  appearing  that  the  certificate  from  the  Church  of  the  Re- 
deemer, Addison,  was  defective,  Mr.  Josiah  Curtiss  was  admitted 
by  courtesy  to  a  seat  in  the  Convention,  but  without  the  privilege 
of  voting. 

The  Rev.  Dr.  Schuyler  presented  an  invitation  from  the  Super- 
intendent of  the  Western  House  of  Refuge,  to  the  members  of 
the  Convention  to  visit  that  institution.

VI.  The  Bishop's  Address  shall  be  in  order  at  9BJ  time. 

Vn.  Every  member  wlio  shall  be  present  when  a  question  is 
stated  from  the  Chair,  shall  vote  thereon,  unless  excnsed  by  the 
House. 
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VllL  No  motion  shall  be  put  or  debated  until  it  is  seconded ; 
md,  when  seconded,  it  shall  oe  stated  by  the  President  before 
lebate;  and  every  motion  shall  be  reduced  to  writing,  when 
required  by  the  President,  or  any  member. 

IX.  If  the  question  in  debate  contain  several  distinct  proposi- 
aons,  any  member  may  have  the  same  divided. 

X.  When  a  question  is  under  debate,  no  motion  shall  be  r6- 
mred,  unless  to  lay  it  on  the  table ;  to  postpone  it  indefinitely ; 
bo  postpone  it  to  a  certain  time  ;  to  commit  it,  or  amend  it ;  and 
notions  for  either  of  these  purposes  shall  have  precedence  in  the 
order  herein  named.  But  a  motion  to  adjourn  shall  always  be  in 
nrder  when  no  member  is  speaking,  and  shall  be  decided  without 
lebate ;  and  if  it  be  negatived,  it  shall  not  be  renewed  until  some 
jdier  buslaess  has  intervened. 

XI.  A  motion  to  lay  on  the  table  shall  be  decided  without 
lebate. 


On  a  question  bein^  put  by  the  President,  it  shall  be 
letermined  by  the  sound  of  voices,  for  or  against  it ;  but  any 
member  may  require  a  count  of  the  votes,  and  tellers  for  that 
piirpose  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Chair — or  any  three  votes  may, 
previous  to  a  decision  by  count,  require  the  ayes  and  noes  to  be 
taken,  which  shall  be  done  by  callmg  the  names  of  the  clerical 
members  and  the  churches  represented,  and  the  votes  shall  be 
entered  in  the  Journals. 

Xm.  Any  five  votes  may  require  the  ayes  and  noes  to  be 
taken  by  orders ;  and  when  so  taken  they  shsJl  be  entered  on  the 
miirates. 

No  member  may  speak  more  than  twice  on  the  same 
vnthout  leave  of  the  House. 

A  question  being  decided  shall  not  be  reconsidered  during 

the  same  session  without  the  consent  of  two-thirds  o^the  votes 
sf  the  Convention,  nor  without  the  motion  for  that  purpose  being 
made  by  one  of  the  majority  on  the  prior  decision  ;  nor  shall  any 
gaestion  be  reconsidered  more  than  once. 

XYI.  AH  special  committees  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Chair, 
unless  otherwise  specially  directed  by  the  Uouse ;  in  which  case 
they  shall  be  appointed  by  ballot. 

XVU.  The  election  of  the  Standing  Committee,  and  of  Depu- 
ties to  the  Gteneral  Convention,  and  the  election  of  any  person 
to  supply  a  vaoancy  in  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Fund  lor  the 
mpport  of  the  Episcopate,  or  in  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the 
CfbriBtmas  Fund  for  Disabled  Clergymen — as  also,  for  the  election 
if  a  Treasurer  of  the  Convention,  and  a  Treasurer  of  the  Christ- 
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mas  Fand  for  Disabled  Clergymen — shall  be  the  order  of  the  day 
for  12  o'clock,  on  the  second  day  of  every  annual  meeting  of  the 
Convention. 

XYIII.  No  standing  rule  or  order  shall  be  suspended,  ohaneed 
or  rescinded  without  one  day's  previous  notice  of  a  motion  tottiat 
effect,  unless  by  the  votes  of  two-thirds  of  the  persoiiB  present 
entitled  to  vote. 

XIX.  Before  the  final  adioumment  of  any  session  of  the  Con- 
vention, the  minutes  of  the  last  day's  proceedings  shall  be  read, 
corrected  and  approved. 

XX.  Unless  otherwise  ordered  by  the  Convention,  it  shall 
meet  at  9  o'clock  in  the  momins ;  take  a  recess  firom  1  to  8  o'doek 
in  the  afternoon ;  and  adjourn  for  the  day  at  0  o'clock,  P.  M.

*Ih  these  Unitod  States  there  is  no  established  rehgion.    Christianity,  Judaism, 
Biganism,  Infidelity,  Mormonism,  Buddhism,  all  exist  within  the  United  States. 
in  are  admitted — all  are  protected — no  one  is  avowed  to  be  true,  taught  as  neces- 
'tery,  or  maintained  as  of  authority  by  the  government  of  this  country.    No  reli- 
gion is  excluded.    No  religion  is  maintained.     No  religion  is  avowed  as  the  reli- 
glcm  of  tbe  land. 

Tn  these  United  States  no  form  of  Christianity  is  established  or  maintained  as  of 
inthority.  All  forms  of  Christianity  are  admitted  and  protected.  Roman  Cath- 
olic; Protestant  Episcopal,  Reformed  Dutch,  Congregational,  Methodist,  Univer- 
mEMt,  Quaker,  Unitarian,  Independent,  and  all  others.  None  is  excluded — none 
{■.adopted — none  is  supported.  All  stand  on  the  same  foundation  as  to  tolerance, 
pfOtection,  and  freedom  of  worship,  teaching,  self-government  and  self-support 
JPor  its  purposes  tbe  United  States  goyemment  introduces  what  principles  it 
elect  firom  any  one  of  them,  what  ministrations  it  may  choose  from  any  one 
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On  Sunday,  the  19tL,  I  officiated  in  Grace  Church,  Soaih  Oyster 
Bay,  Long  Island,  which  I  had  consecrated  in  ld-47,  and  preached. 


of  them,  what  ortioial  or  ministerial  act?  it  mar  need  from  anr  oae  of  them.  The 
goTommenC  is  so  eonstrucced  that  no  religion  shall  be  exdiided — that  no  rdipoB 
shall  bo  supported,  that  no  religion  and  no  form  of  aaj  religion,  shall  control  or 
interfere  wiih  it.s  exeouiiTe.  its  legi  slat  lire,  or  its  judiciarr. 

Under  this  government  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  exisca  in  the  UaiMd 
States.  It  has  no  ngbts.  privileges,  immunities,  or  adrancages  above  other  forai 
or  orjrnnizations  of  Christiatiitv.  It  has  never  claimed  anr.  The  eovemmeal 
wli'.-n  it  chwso,  has  employed  the  services  of  its  ministers,  as  it  has  the  eervioHflf 
tho  ministers  of  otlior  religious  Ixxlies.  As  an  organized  Christian  bodj  the  Procefr 
ant  Episcopal  Church  exists  under  the  ministry  of  Bishops.  Priests  and  Dbmqh 
con>tituted  into  Parishes,  Diocesan  Conventions  and  a  General  Coavaktion,  is 
which  Clergy  and  Liiity  are  represented. 

As  a  spiritual  or  ecclesiastical  body  it  is  separate,  distinct  and  independent  ■ 
regards  tho  St:ite.  existing  within  it.  and  protected  by  it.  but  in  no  way  amenahtete 
it  for  its  doctrine,  discipline  or  worship. 

For  eighty  years  ic  has  existed  in  this  country  in  freedom,  safety  and  piutpai^, 
maintaining  its  principles,  usages,  doctrine,  discipline  and  worship  under  the  bnal 
wing  of  the  government  of  the  United  States  of  which  its  members  arc  citlueK 
and  as  such,  have  lx)me  their  part  in  its  maintenance,  support,  prosperity  ni 
defence.     Churchmen  thus  hold  two  relations  to  the  United  States. 

1.  Tliev  are  citizens  of  the  United  States. 

2.  They  an*  citizens  or^nized  as  a  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  under  tte 
tolerance  and  protection  of  the  United  States  government. 

In  thbi  latter  aense,  the  United  States  government  cannot,  and  does  not.  iDtn- 
fere  with  th*rm.  nor  they  with  it,  as  regards  legislative,  executive  or  judicial  actioD. 

But  as  a  <?burch.  enjoying  toleration,  protection  and  freedom  in  its  teadmg; 
government  and  iliscipline.  in  its  labors  for  its  owngo^xL  and  the  l>ene£t  of  otbetih 
its  mom^K-r.-*  can  feel,  evince  and  express  an  interest  in  the  welfare  of  this  ben^ 
cent  irovornmont.  ;^ratitude  for  its  protection,  thankfulness  for  iti  safety,  sympathy 
in  its  triiilr^.  if  a<<>fuulted  a  <x>ndcmnation  for  its  as.<i.iiiact^.  and  if  endangered  the 
a-s-^urauoo  of  prayers,  and  the  approval  of  efforts,  andcvntribuiions.  and  sacrifices, 
for  its  ro>i.*;i»?,  preservation  and  defence. 

In  iho  .State,  questions  and  political  controversies  which  have  prevailed  onder 
the  goverumeut.  since  its  formation,  this  Church  has  tiikou  no  (>urt.  Such  topics 
have  l)een  usually,  and  on  principle,  kept  from  her  pulpits  and  her  Conventionsai 
inappropriate  to  the  sanctuary  and  the  synod.  On  these  p<.nnts  its  members  bavf 
thuught.  «nnken  and  acted  as  citizens,  not  as  Churchmen. 

Suil<lenly  there  starts  up  a  resistance  to  the  authority  of  the  govorument  amnug 
its  citizens,  with  an  avowed  deteriuinaiion  on  the  part  tM  many,  to  break  awtr 
from  it.  and  set  up  a  new  government  for  the  seceding  Slates  which  claim  a  right 
to  sece«J'»  noi  iiccordod  by  the  Constitution,  and  incompatible  with  its  existence. 
Without  absolute  nece>.«ity.  without  sufficient  provocation,  without  thoroufrfa 
efforts  to  remove  the  difficulties  complained  ot  with  prcdetennined  minds  on  the 
part  of  leaders,  sundry  States  sece<le  from  the  United  States,  and  begin  a  war 
which  threatens  the  seizure  of  the  Capital  and  the  overthrow  of  the  govemjoecL 

The  war  prevails  with  various  fortunes  for  more  than  a  year.  "Our  Churdi 
brethren  in  the  seceding  States,  Bishops,  Priests  and  Deacons.  Clergy  and  Laity 
take  part  in  this  movement,  and  unite,  willingly  or  cocrcively,  in  t!ie  formation  of 
a  now  government,  and,  as  they  avow,  the  establishment  as  a  necessity,  of  a  new 
independent  Church  organization — cliange  the  Prayor  Book  to  suit  their  circum- 
stances, and  till  a  vacant  Episcopate,  without  rcfcren(?c  totheirXorthembrethrfli 

In  the  midst  of  this  war  and  these  proceedings,  occurs  the  meeting  of  ih« 
Triennial  Convention  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church,  in  thedty  of  New  York. 
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On  the  1 7th,  Mr.  George  K.  Hewlings,  late  a  Congregatioual 
minister,  ofliciating  in  the  Reformed  Dutch  Church,  was  admitted 
a  Candidate  for  Holy  Orders  in  this  Diocese,  to  which  he  had 
removed,  and  began  his  prei)aration  in  the  Training  School. 

A  clear  majority  of  tbo  Bishops  of  tbo  P.  E.  Cliurch  in  the  Unitod  States  aro 
proaont 

A  clear  mijority  of  the  Dioceses  in  the  United  States  are  represented. 

A  minority  of  the  Bishops  are  absent 

A  minority  of  the  Dioceses  are  not  represented 

The  House  of  Clerical  and  Lay  Deputies,  besides  transacting  its  usual  business, 
diacass  at  will,  and  at  large,  the  troubles  of  the  country  and  of  the  Church,  and 
•dopt  several  conservative  and  judicious  rosohitions  in  relation  to  the  same. 

The  Bishops  meet,  appoint  and  observe  a  day  of  prayer  and  fasting  with  the 
Deputies,  transact  customary  business,  and  issue  a  Pastoral  Letter,  which  touches 
oalmly,  faithfully,  and  without  irritation,  on  these  troubles,  in  the  State,  and  in 
the  Church,  having  preferred  not  to  adopt  a  Pastoral  Letter  which  ignored  these 
iioaVitfS  m  the  State,  as  poh'tical  and  inappropriate  topics  for  such  a  letter.  One 
of  the  Hpuse  of  Bishops  protests  against  the  Pastoral  adopted,  on  account  of  its 
political  aspect,  and  his  protest  is  respectfully,  as  usual,  put  on  file.  He  absents 
mmaelf  when  the  Letter  is  publicly  read  before  the  Convention,  as  he  had  a  right 
to  da 

At  least  once  before,  in  the  General  Convention  of  1789,  not  only  the  Bishops, 
hut  with  them  the  members  of  the  House  of  Clerical  and  Lay  Deputies,  made  an 
addresji,  under  their  signatures,  to  the  President  of  the  United  States,  George 
Waabington,  expressing  their  cordial  joy  on  his  election  to  the  Chief  Magistracy 
of  the  United  States,  and  congratulating  Iiim,  with  unfeigned  satisfaction,  on  tlie 
eatabliphment  of  the  new  Constitution  and  government  of  the  United  States,  and 
devoutly  imploring  the  Supreme  Ruler  of  the  Universe  to  preserve  him  long  in 
health  and  prospcrit}',  an  animating  example  of  all  public  and  private  virtues,  and 
the  friend  and  g^iardian  of  a  free  and  enlightened  people.*  This  was  done  before 
the  Eastern  Dioceses  were  received  ii.to  union,  and  the  present  action  is  had 
when  some  of  the  Southern  Di'^'r.sus  aru  not  present  by  their  representatives,*  and 
when  that  new  Constitution  is  in  danger  of  being  destroyed. 

The  government  of  the  United  States  did  not  need,  and  did  not  ask,  for  any 
ezpreBsion  of  opinion  from  the  Bishops. 

The  Bishops  did  not  seek  from  the  government  any  dictation  of  sentiments,  or 
tancdcm  of  their  views. 

What  they  said  and  did,  was  their  own :  and  was  said  und  done  as  matter  of 
their  own  judgment  and  their  own  sense  of  Christian  duty.  The  wiiole  proceed- 
ings and  discu^i'oions  wr>r'j  characterized  by  tlio  absence  of  excitement,  and  by  the 
influence  of  Christian  and  fraternal  forbearance  and  amenity. 

They  acted  under  no  outside  pressure,  they  have  lost  no  prestige,  they  have 
allured  no  rights,  they  have  vielded  to  no  improper  influence,  they  have  been 
aaaailed  by  no  exterior  power.  They  have  sought  no  shield  for  their  opinions  and 
prooeediDga. 

They  have  acted  and  spoken  on  their  own  responsibility,  as  Christian  men,  as 
Christian  Bishops,  as  loyal  citizens,  as  faithful  and  forbearing  brethren,  still  hope- 
ful of  a  reunion  of  hearts  and  hands  in  the  sustentation  and  advancement  of  the 
Church  of  Christ,  under  a  civil  government  restored  to  integrity,  unity,  prosperity, 
and  peace,  in  answer  to  the  fervent  and  importunate  prayers  daily  urged  at  the 
throne  of  the  g^rcot  and  gracious  Being  who  nileth  in  heaven  above,  and  on  the 
oartb  beneath.

January  tJie  twenty-fifth^  the  amount  collected  to 
be  ^nt  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese,  Fletcher  Williams,  Xewark,  who  v31 
transmit  it  to  the  proper  authority  in  New  York,  to  be  forwarded  in  prorisiooi  to 
England.

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Sunday,  the  11th,  I  preached  and  read  service  both  momiDg 
and  evening  in  St.  Peter's  Chapel,  Geneva. 

On  the  Idth,  I  attended  the  Consecration  in  New  York,  of  the 
Chnrch  Da  St.  Esprit  by  Bishop  Potter,  partook  in  the  services, 
and  made  a  brief  address  to  the  congregation ;  this  being  the 
**  French  Protestant  Church,"  in  the  erection  of  whose  original 
house  of  worship,  in  Pine  street,  my  ancestor,  Ettienne  DeLancey, 
ft  French  Hngnenot,  was  concerned.  I  place  the  record  of  it  in 
the  appendix.* 

On  the  15th  I  returned  to  Geneva. 

Sunday,  the  18th,  I  attended  service  in  St.  Peter's  Chapel, 
Geneva,  in  Trinity  Church  in  the  afternoon,  and  at  College  Chapel 
at  night. 

On  the  ^Oth,  I  attended  the  meeting  of  the  Trustees  of  Hobart 
CoDege. 

January  22d,  at  Pierrepont  Manor,  I  united  in  holy  wedlock, 
William  Mansfield  White,  and  Anna  Maria  Pierrepont,  at  the 
readence  of  William  C.  Pierrepont,  Esq. 

I  attended  prayers  in  Trinity  Church,  Geneva,  on  the  24th,  in 
the  afternoon. 

On  Sunday,  the  25th,  I  attended  St.  Peter's  Chapel,  Geneva, 
in  the  morning.  Trinity  Church  in  the  afternoon,  and  the  College 
Chapel  in  the  evening. 

I  was  at  prayers  at  Trinity  Church,  Geneva,  on  the  28th,  on  the 
30th,  and  on  the  Slst. 

Sunday,  February  Ist,  I  preached  in  Trinity  Church,  Geneva, 
and  administered  the  Holy  Communion,  and  attended  service  in 
the  same  church  in  the  afternoon. 

On  Tuesday,  the  3d,  I  met  with  the  Standing  Committee 
as  a  Board  of  Missions,  and  was  deputed  to  represent  the  views 
of  the  Standing  Committee  on  the  proposed  amendment  of  the 
act  of  incorporation  in  relation  to  our  Protestant  Episcopal  Church. 
This  act  was  prepared  for,  and  submitted  to  the  Convention  of 
the  Diocese  of  New  Tork,  and  by  it  adopted  and  directed  to  be 
submitted  to  the  Bishop  and  Standing  Committee  of  this  Diocese, 
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and  on  their  concurrence  in  it,  the  passage  of  the  act,  as  amended^ 
to  be  sought  from  the  Legislature.  The  Bishop  and  Standing 
Committee  of  this  Diocese  did  not  concur  in  all  the  proposed 
amendments,  but  suggested  some  alterations.  The  Committee  of 
the  other  Diocese  were,  by  an  obviously  undesigned  omisaon,Dot 
empowered  to  adopt  any  suggestions  from  this  Diocese.  An 
amended  act  was  prepared,  embodying  the  Western  New  York 
suggestions,  and  submitted  to  the  Legislature  and  to  the  BiBhop, 
and  Committee  of  the  other  Diocese.  The  Bishop  and  Committee 
of  the  other  Diocese  were  understood  to  concur  in  the  suggestions, 
but  without  assuming  any  responsibility  for  presenting  and  urging 
the  proposed  act.  It  was  brought  before  the  Senate  and  re- 
ferred to  the  Committee  on  Religious  Societies.  The  Conunittee 
assented  to  our  suggestions,  and  inserted  them  in  the  bill  thef 
reported.  That  bill  as  reported,  however,  deprived  the  Chnidi 
in  this  State,  of  a  provision  it  had  enjoyed  ever  since  the  State 
itself  existed — about  eighty  years.  It  was  effected  by  a  simple 
change  of  the  word  "  and  "  to  "or"  in  the  act  of  1813,  and  wu 
introduced  without  my  concurrence  or  even  knowledge. 

The  act  of  1813  read  thus :  "  And  no  such  Board  shall  be  com- 
petent to  transact  any  business,  unless  the  Rector,  if  there  be  one, 
and  at  least  one  of  the  Church  Wardens,  and  not  less  than  a 
majority  of  the  Vestrymen  be  present." 

The  new  act  as  reported  by  the  Committe  reads  thus :  "  Unlees 
the  Rector,  if  there  be  one,  or  one  of  the  Church  Wardens,  Sbc^ 
Ac,  be  present." 

This  being  a  fundamental  change,  unasked  by  the  Bishops,  the 
Clergy  or  Laity,  as  soon  as  known  to  me,  I  sought  to  have  it  cor- 
rected and  the  terms  of  the  act  of  1813  restored. 

The  Chairman  of  the  Committee — Senator  Tobey, — ^was  inex- 
orable, and  urged  that  his  conscience  would  not  allow  him  to  insert 
the  old  clause.  It  was  equally  unexpected  and  surprising  that  be 
was  sustained  in  this  refusal  by  the  authority  of  sienators  Prujn 
and  Cook,  and  ultimately  of  Senator  Hardin,  whose  opinionSi 
as  being  connected  with  our  Church,  would  possess  great  weight 
in  the  Senate,  adverse  to  the  bill  as  desired  by  the  two  Dioceses, 
though  they  had  voted  for  the  bill  granting  to  our  Roman  Catho- 
lic brethren  a  clerical  power  of  three  Clergymen  to  two  Laymen, 
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while  we  sought  only  to  preserve  our  old  grant  of  one  Clergymen  to 
ten  Laymen.  Senators  Folger,  Gauson,  Murphy,  and  others,  sus- 
tained the  clause,  as  for  eighty  years  the  Church  had  had  it.'*' 

I  decided  to  aim  at  defeating  the  bill,  with  this  obnoxious 
change,  unasked,  undesired,  and  irritating,  to  which  neither 
the  Clergy  nor  Laity,  the  Bishops,  nor  Convention,  had  given  their 
consent.  In  this  step  of  defeathig  the  bill,  the  Bishop  of  New 
York  concurred.    The  bill  died  in  the  Senate. 

My  advice  and  opinion  had  been  uniformly  against  applications 
to  the  Legislature  to  change  the  act  of  1 81 3.  I  admit  that  it  needs 
the  alterations  proposed,  which  would  greatly  advance  the  expan- 
sion of  the  Church.  But  we  had  better  endure  the  existing  incon- 
veriencesthan  subject  oui' Charter  to  alterations  not  desired.  When 
sach  men  as  a  distinguished  counsellor,  a  Chancellor  of  the  Board 
of  Regents,  and  a  former  Canal  Commissioner,  the  founder  of  a 
CloUegc,  concur  in  taking  from  our  Charter,  without  consent,  or 
consultation,  or  reference  to  constituents,  a  provision  of  such  long 
standing  as  the  one  named,  it  appears  to  me  unwise  and  unsafe, 
to  seek  a  remedy  for  temporary  evils  at  the  risk  of  fundamental, 
nnsonght,  and  hazardous  alterations.  Every  religious  body, 
every  Christian  denomination,  is  concerned;  for  if,  unasked,  with- 
out our  knowledge  or  consent,  and  against  our  declared  wishes, 
the  IjCgislature  will  take  away,  as  the  Senate  Committee  reported 
a  bill  to  do,  part  of  the  act  of  incorporation  for  our  Church, 
when  they  get  that  act  before  them  for  alterations  asked  for, 
then  they  may  do  the  same  thing  to  other  religious  bodies  ;  and 
no  religious  denomination  in  the  State  is  safe  from  encroachment 
in  seeking  Legislative  remedies  for  existing  evils.  I  am  slow  to 
believe  that  the  Senate,  fully  understanding  the  subject,  would 
have  concurred  with  its  Committee,  or  that  anything  but  Legisla- 
tive dexterity  would  have  secured  its  passage  through  either 
House ;  and  if  it  had,  that  the  Governor  would  have  given  his 
sanction  to  the  act,  before  the  constituency — the  Conventions  of 
the  two  Dioceses — had  approved  and  authorized  the  change.

I  presided  also  at  the  Commencement  on  the  25tli,  whiefa  wai 
held  in  St.  Peter's  Church,  where,  after  a  sermon  by  the  BUiop 
of  New  York,  the  Honors  of  the  Seminary  were  conferred  on 
twenty  gradaatcs,  and  I  administered  the  Holy  Communion  in 
conjunction  with  my  brethren ;  after  which,  the  Board  of  Tru- 
tees  met  again  and  completed  its  business. 

The  Standing  Committee  were  empowered  and  instructed  to 
sell  and  rent  such  portions  of  the  property  as  could  be  sold  and 
rented.  Zeal  and  earnestness  in  behalf  of  the  Seminary  wen 
evinced  by  the  Board  of  Trustees. 

By  empowering  the  sale  and  rental  of  the  property  wheneTeTi 
and  as  soon  as  it  can  advantageously  be  done,  by  instmoting  the 
Standing  Committee  to  address  the  Church  in  its  behalf  by  aath<K^ 
izing  the  appointment  of  agents,  by  constituting  the  Trustees  m 
each  Diocese  a  Committee  to  raise  means  in  its  behalf,  by  evinciiig 
a  determination  to  relieve  the  Seminary  of  its  embarraaamenti^ 
and  to  continue  its  operations  in  the  great  cause  of  mimsterial 
education,  it  was  indicated  that  with  God's  help,  an  effectual  relief 
would  be  afforded,  and  the  Institution  which  has  ftimished  neariy 
one-quarter  of  the  entire  ministry  in  our  Church,  would  not  be 
suffered  to  expire,  or  even  to  close  its  halls. 

I  read  to  you  the  appeal  to  the  Church,  which  has  beeniaBoeli^ 

I  suggest  that  a  meeting  of  the  Diocesan  Trustees,  and  othen, 
be  held,  to  confer  upon  the  best  mode  of  aiding,  as  a  Diocese,  tUi 
Institution  of  the  Church.  The  collection  made  in  its  behalf  m 
May  is  reported  by  the  Treasurer  at  $467.56. 

I  returned  to  the  Diocese  on  the  26th,  and  on  the  27th  gave  my 
canonical  consent  to  the  organization  of  a  Church  at  EmpeyviDe, 
Oneida  county.

In  the  afternoon  of  the  same  day,  in  Trinity  Church,  GencTa, 
the  Rector  being  absent,  I  united  in  the  bonds  of  matrimony  Henry 
Warner,  of  California,  and  Olive  Dorchester,  of  Geneva. 

On  the  3d,  I  read  prayers  in  Trinity  Church,  Geneva. 

On  the  4th  of  July,  I  received  into  this  Diocese  the  Rev.  L.  R. 
Humphrey,  from  Wisconsin,  who  is  in  charge  of  Christ  Church, 
Saokett's  Harbor,  vacated  by  the  resignation  of  the  Rev.  Milton 
B.  Benton. 

On  the  Idth,  I  met  the  Trustees  of  the  Parochial  Fund,  to 
oiganize  the  body  according  to  the  charter.  As  Bishop  of  the 
IXocese  I  was  appointed  President,  Edgar  H.  Hurd,  Secretary, 
and  A.  L.  Chew,  Treasurer,  and  the  term  of  office  of  the  respect- 
ire  Trustees  was  fixed  by  lot,  as  will  be  reported  by  that  body.

I  attended  the  Trustee  meeting  of  Hobart  College,  Geneva,  on 
the  14th,  and  the  Commencement  on  the  16th.  The  Chapel, 
erected  by  individual  beneficence,  of  a  high  and  attractive  order 
of  architecture,  not  being  thoroughly  completed,  its  consecratioii 
was  deferred  to  the  opening  session.  The  College  is  in  a  flonridh 
ing  condition. 

On  Commencement  Day  the  sad  intelligence  reached  us,  of  the 
death  at  Newburyport,  of  its  former  President,  the  Rev.  Dr.  Ben- 
jamin Hale,  D.  D.,  to  whose  talents,  suavity,  faith,  perseverance 
and  activity  it  had  been  for  years  so  much  indebted.  I  insert  in  a 
note  below*^  the  resolutions  adopted  by  the  Clergy  and  Alnmni 
in  relation  to  this  sad  event,  in  a  meeting  on  the  16th  of  August

ffinoe  the  Convention  of  1862, 1  have  officiated  in  the  Diocese 
m  91  organized  Parishes,  and  in  7  places  where  the  Church  is  not 
organized ;  in  several  of  them  more  than  once.

I  have  baptized  5  adults  and  13  children — in  all  18. 

I  have  officiated  at  3  marriages  and  3  funerals. 

I  have  admitted  8  new  candidates  for  Holy  OrJIers. 

I  have  taken  the  name  of  one  from  the  list  at  his  desire. 

I  have  ordained  6  Deacons  and  2  Priests— one  of  the  Deacons 
fi)r  Bidiop  Potter,  of  New  York. 

I  have  instituted  1  Rector. 

I  have  consecrated  3  Churches. 

I  have  laid  the  comer  stone  of  6  new  Churches. 

I  have  ^ven  my  consent  to  the  organization  of  a  new  congrega- 
tion, at  Empeyville,  Oneida  county. 

I  have  administered  the  Holy  Communion  26  times. 

In  the  discharge  of  my  duties,  under  the  gracious  providence 
of  the  Almighty,  I  have  traveled  8,680  miles,  without  injury,  and 
ainost  without  delay.

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At  all  these  places  new  Church  edifices  are  in  progress  of  erec- 
tion, and  also  at  Lowrille,  Lewis  county.  Thirteen  Chnrdi  e& 
iices  are  not  yet  consecrated,  though  regularly  used.  An  awak- 
ened sense  of  duty  and  liberality  will,  I  trust,  lead  at  an  early  day 
to  this  result. 

The  Permanent  Missionary  Fund  has  been  increased  by  the 
receipt  of  seven  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  firom  the  late  New  ToHl 
Central  Bible  and  Prayer  Book  Society,  realized  from  the  estate 
of  J.  Watson  Williams,  Esq.,  the  former  Treasurer  of  that  Society. 
It  was  deemed  wiser  by  the  Standing  Committee  and  myself  to 
take  that  amount  for  the  sum  due,  say  $1,600  principal  and 
considerable  interest,  than  await  a  settlement  likely  to  be  yean 
before  completion,  and  without  much  more  profitable  resnlti  it 
being  understood  that  the  Board  would  receive  the  balance  when- 
ever offered.    It  now  amounts  to  $18,223  00. 

It  has  paid  to  our  Missionaries  $1,117  61  of  interest. 
The  Van  Waganen  Missionary  Fund  amounts  to  $2,331. 

Two  of  the  disabled  Clergy  having  died,  the  demands  upon  the 
Christmas  Fund  have  lessened.  There  are  but  six  annnitantti 
During  the  last  year  $1,400  have  been  applied  to  such.  The 
amount  collected  has  been  $1,626  95.  The  delay  in  forwarding 
to  the  Treasurer  the  sums  collected  at  Christmas  is  calculated  to 
increase  his  troubles  and  embarrass  his  accounts.  The  Clergy  and 
Wardens  are  requested  to  be  punctual  in  transmitting  the  collec- 
tions.   The  invested  funds  amount  to  $8,000. 

The  Annual  Report  of  the  De  Yeaux  College,  for  destitute  and 
orphan  children  was  laid  before  me.  From  it  I  learn  that  the 
property  stands  thus : 

Whole  amount  of  principal  invested  in  bond,  mort- 
gages, contracts,  notes  and  stocks,  yielding  an  in-

The  inalienable  farm  lands  are  at  rent. 

The  amount  of  income  recceived  has  been, $11,535  03 

Expenditures, $11,530  90 
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The  bam  and  wood-house  of  the  establishment  was  burned.    A 
one  is  in  the  course  of  erection. 


A  number  of  pupils  have  completed  their  education  and  been 
retamed  to  their  friends  or  put  out  to  positions  for  self-support 
and  usefulness. 

Kz  have  been  received  into  their  places. 

The  number  in  the  College  is  slightly  diminished  by  the  change' 

The  Report  of  the  College  will  be  laid  before  the  Convention, 
88  required  by  the  charter. 

The  Training  School  for  Candidates  continues  to  be  successful. 
The  Report  of  the  Board  and  of  the  Trustees  will  show  the  con- 
dition of  its  funds,  securities  and  promises.  Its  engagements  for 
the  salary  and  house  rent  of  the  Rector  have  been  punctually  ful- 
fflled. 

Of  the  eight  Candidates  who  have  prosecuted  their  studies 
under  its  guidance,  four  have  been  ordained.  One  has  relinquished 
Ins  candidateship.  Five  are  now  under  the  guidance  and  instruc- 
tion of  the  Rector.  Two,  who  are  from  the  Methodist  ministry, 
are  expected  to  take  Orders  in  the  fall. 

The  collections  at  the  Chapel  have  met  the  expenses  of  the 
Chapel,  and  paid  about  $200  towards  the  income  of  the  school, 
bring  full  seven  per  cent  on  its  estimated  value. 

No  formal  applications  to  fill  up  the  $30,000  in  .its  behalf  have 
been  made,  but  a  gifl  of  $100,  and  $50  on  the  promise  of  St.  James' 
Chnrch,  Skaneateles,  have  been  paid  and  added  to  the  capital. 

Besides  these  sums,  there  has  been  sent  to  the  Bishop  or  Rector 
M  donations,*  to  meet  the  boarding  and  other  expenses  of  the 
students  at  Geneva,  the  sum  of  $179  50,  which,  with  the  balance 
on  hand  last  year,  has  been  so  applied.

The  Report  of  the  Rector  will  present  the  Parochial  attfiatifi 
of  the  Chapel. 

The  contributions  of  the  Diocese  during  the  past  year  to  the 
recognized  objects  of  the  Church,  exclnave  of  Parochial  oljectii 
Hobart  College  and  the  Permanent  Missionary  Fmid,  may  be 
stated  as  follows,  viz :

I  most  earnestly  urge  upon  the  Diocese  continued  and  aag- 
mented  liberality  to  our  Diocesan  ^lisaons,  as  the  great  agency 
for  the  strength  and  growth  of  this  portion  of  the  vineyard,  and 
through  it  of  the  expanding  Church  in  the  West,  fifteen  P!w- 
iahes,  while  their  Clergy  have  had  the  benefit  of  the  IGarioiiary 
Fund,  made  no  collection  last  year  for  Diocesan  Mismons.  Then 
are,  I  think,  nearly  ten  Churches  that  could  easily  contribute  6id) 
to  the  support  of  two  Missionaries  $250.  I  name  among  then, 
St.  Paul's,  Buffalo ;  Trinity  Church,  BufEalo ;  St.  Lnke^  CkaaA, 
Rochester ;  Trinity  Church,  Geneva ;  St.  Paul%  Syracuse ;  Graee 
Church,  Utica;  St.  Paul's  Church,  Oxford  At  times  these 
Parishes  have  reached  that  amount  of  annual  contribution  to  our 
Diocesan  Missions,  and  even  in  some  cases  exceeded.  I  earnestly 
exhort  these  congregations  to  the  effort.  Taking  all  the  commit' 
nicants  in  these  seven  Parishes,  (2,204,)  it  would  be  asking  bnt 
teveniyseven  cents  for  each  communicant.  These  &ct8,  stated 
and  urged  by  the  Clergy  on  their  respective  Docks,  would  doubt- 
leoB  secure  this  result. 
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There  are  some  fifteen  other  Parishes  that  could  raise  each  a  full 
stipend  ($125)  for  a  Missionary,  for  most  of  them  in  times  past 
have  done  so  much,  and  some  of  them  even  more,  as  St,  John's, 
BufEiedo^  Zion,  Pierrepont  Manor;  St.  James',  Batavia;  Grace 
Church,  Rochester ;  St.  Paul's,  Waterloo ;  Trinity  Church,  Utica; 
St.  Peter's  Chapel,  Geneva ;  St.  John's,  Canandaigua ;  St.  Thomas', 
Bath ;  Christ  Church,  Oswego ;  St.  James',  Skcneateles ;  Christ 
Church,  Binghamton ;  Christ  Church,  Rochester ;  Grace  Church, 
Lockport ;  Zion  Church,  Greene,  and  others. 

I  invoke  the  brethren  to  set  up  this  standard  of  contribution 
for  their  respective  flocks,  and  I  confidently  believe  that  the  lib- 
erality of  the  Laity  will  more  than  meet  it. 

With  warm  hearts  and  open  hands,  let  us  all,  Clergy  and  Laity, 
in  all  the  Parishes,  large  and  small,  meet  our  responsibilities  in 
thia  matter  of  sustaining  the  Missions  and  Listitutions  of  the 
Diocese  and  of  the  Church  at  large ;  and  confide  for  the  future, 
as  we  have  been  fistvored  in  the  past,  in  the  blessing  of  God  our 
Saviour. 

It  has  been  suggested,  that  in  transmitting  the  sum  collected 
to  the  Treasurer,  the  Wardens  should  procure  a  draft  on  the  city 
of  New  York  in  all  cases  where  it  may  be  obtained,  and  where  it 
oaimoi  be  procured,  which  may  be  the  case  in  some  few  instances, 
that  the  amount  be  sent  in  bills.  If  the  Treasurer  shaU  transmit 
his  payments  to  the  Missionaries  in  drafts  on  New  York  city,  less 
troable  and  loss,  and  greater  regularity  and  promptness,  will  be 
fleooTed. 

Since  the  1st  of  January  of  this  year,  four  of  our  Clerical 
brethren,  as  already  stated,  have  been  struck  down  by  the  unerr- 
ing hand  of  death.  They  had  been  connected  with  the  Diocese 
as  Clergymen  for  different  periods,  from  about  two  years  to  ten. 
All  but  one  had  come  from  other  Dioceses  in  weakened  health ; 
bat  all,  with  earnest  and  zealous  hearts  devoted  to  the  Master's 
work,  had  labored,  according  to  their  strength,  in  fidelity  to  their 
Lord,  and  are  now,  we  confidently  trust,  each  of  thorn,  sharing  in 
that  highest  eulogy  to  which  Clergyman  or  Layman  can  aspire : 
**Well  done,  good  and  faithful  servant:  enter  thou  into  the  joy 
of  thy  Lord."  The  solemn  lesson  thus  taught  to  all  of  us  of  the 
uncertainty  and  the  possible  approaching  sudden  termination  of 
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the  ministerial  career,  is  impressed  emphatically  apon  your  Bishop, 
when  I  call  to  mind  the  &ct,  that  of  the  seTenty-fonr  Cleigy 
in  the  Diocese  when  I  was  chosen  Bishop,  bat  eighteen  are  now 
living  in  this  Diocese.  Of  these,  only  eight  are  engaged  in  min- 
isterial or  parochial  work  in  this  field,  and  only  one  (the  Tenerable 
and  cherished  Rector  of  St.  Paul's  Charch,  Boffido,)  is  Rector  ci 
the  same  Parish  he  then  held.  I  pray  the  admonitioD  may  not 
be  lost  to'  me,  or  to  any  of  ns. 

There  is  one  more  subject  to  which  I  call  your  thoughts. 

Of  the  recent  draft  of  citizens  to  increase  the  army,  as  a  pditi- 
cal  measure,  of  its  necessity,  its  expediency,  its  mode,  its  prelimi- 
naries, I  express  no  opinion ;  it  belongs  to  politics,  to  statesmen, 
to  legislators,  to  Congress,  to  the  Government.  Bat  of  its  bear- 
ing on  the  Church  and  Clergy,  I  am  required  to  speak,  and  can 
properly  do  so. 

The  draft  is  a  selection  by  lot  of  citizens  to  bear  arms  for  our 
country. 

All  citizens  are  subject  to  draft  for  such  an  object.  The  Clergy 
are  citizens,  and,  of  course,  are  themselves  and  their  sons  sabject 
to  draft. 

My  own  son  has  been  drafted,  but  he  comes  under  the  elaow 
of  exemption. 

In  making  the  draft,  the  law  has  provided : 

1 .  That  there  may  be  exemption  from  service  in  certain  cases. 

2.  That  a  substitute  for  the  drafted  person  will  be  accepted. 

3.  That  a  sum  of  $300  paid  to  the  Government  will  be  accepted 
in  lieu  of  a  person  drafted. 

The  Clergy  are  not,  therefore,  forced  by  the  law  to  take  up 
arms.  But  the  Clergy,  if  drafted,  being  generally  poor,  are 
unable  to  procure  a  substitute  or  to  pay  the  $300  for  exemption. 
What,  then,  is  to  be  done  ? 

To  prevent  the  Clergy  being  taken  firom  their  proper  calling, 
and  turned  into  secular  soldiers,  the  amount  requisite  for  their 
relief  must  be  raised  by  themselves  and  friends,  or  by  the  Parish, 
if  they  have  one,  or  by  the  Diocese,  or  by  all  combined. 
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This  obyionsly  requires  action  by  the  Diocese,  through  its 
Cionveation. 

Thus  far,  in  this  Diocese,  so  far  as  known  to  me,  eight  Clergy- 
men have  been  drafted,  viz :  the  Rev.  Messrs.  Leffingwell,  H.  M. 
Brown,  W.  H.  Van  Antwerp,  M.  Fowler,  H.  G.  Wood,  A.  C. 
Lewis,  L.  S.  Stevens,  and  W.  H.  Lord.  Some  of  these  will  come 
under  the  exemption  clauses ;  but  some  will  not,  and  other  Cler- 
gymen may  be  drafted,  as  more  than  thirty  of  our  Clergy  are 
subject  to  this  draft. 

I  suggest,  that,  as  soon  as  known  how  many  of  the  Clergy  of 
the  Diocese  are  drafted,  a  collection  be  made,  throughout  the 
Diocese  in  all  the  Churches  on  a  day  named,  to  raise  the  needed  sum 
finr  their  relief,  in  whole  or  in  part ;  for  which  purpose  I  will 
address  a  Pastoral  Letter  to  the  Diocese.  In  this  way  the  requi- 
site sum  can,  I  think,  be  raised  without  any  heavy  burden  upon 
any,  and  in  that  fraternal  and  affectionate  spirit  which  ought  to 
characterize  us  all,  and  in  compliance  with  the  conunand  to  bear 
oue  another's  burdens. 

Some  other  mode  may  occur  to  others,  and  I  suggest,  that  the 
subject  be  referred  to  a  Committee  of  the  Laity,  to  report  to  this 
Convention  on  the  mode  of  relief  to  the  drafted  Clergy  of  the 
Diocese. 

I  have  thus  presented  to  you  the  record  of  the  year,  and  the 
topics  which  claim  your  attention  and  interest. 

Let  us  apply  ourselves  to  the  duties  and  deliberations  which 
the  occasion  exacts,  in  humble  reliance  upon  the  grace  and  guid- 
ance of  the  Holy  Spirit,  who  puts  into  the  mind  good  desires, 
and  enables  us  to  bring  the  same  to  good  effect.  May  His  blessed 
influence  so  control  and  guide  us,  that  all  we  may  say  and  do  may 
tend  to  His  glory,  the  promotion  of  our  good,  and  the  welfare 
and  expansion  of  His  Holy  Church.

REPORT: 

The  Standing  Committee  to  which  was  referred  the  report  of  the  Trustees  of 
the  Christmas  Fund  for  Disabled  Clergymen,  beg  leave  to  report:  That  they  have 
examined  the  accounts  submitted  to  them,  and  believe  them  to  be  correct. 

On  the  6th  day  of  August,  1862,  there  was  reported  seven  thousand  dollars 
n|T,000)  invested  in  securities,  and  $613  60  in  the  hands  of  the  Treasurer. 
There  is  now  invested  in  securities  (certified  to  be  good  by  8.  H.  Yer  Planck, 
Bsq^)  the  sum  of  eight  thousand  dollars,  ($8,000,)  and  in  the  hands  of  the  Treas- 
urer $826  61,  showing  an  increase  of  the  principal  of  the  fund  during  the  year 
put  of  $701  44. 

The  Committee  would  call  attention  to  the  complaint  of  the  Trustees  of  this 
ftind  of  ibe  want  of  promptness  of  some  Parishes  in  remitting  their  collections 
to  the  Treasurer  within  a  reasonable  time.  They  state:  "That  while  most 
Pferisbes  have  been  very  prompt,  some  have  been  dilatory,  and  a  few  have 
rsfCiuned  them  as  long  as  seven  months."

.  th&B  Fund  during  the  year.  The  amount  of  the  fund  now  invested  i»  $8,000. 
Out  in  the  hands  of  the  Treasurer,  $326  61,  as  will  appear  by  his  report  here- 
with submitted.  The  Trustees  of  this  Fund  desire  to  call  attention  to  the  fact, 
that  whUe  most  of  the  Parishes  have  been  very  prompt,  some  have  been  dilatoiy 
in  remitting  their  contributions,  and  a  few  have  detained  them  as  long  as  seven 
monthfl  aitor  collec^on.  In  the  opinion  of  the  Trustees,  this  practice  npt  only 
Jeoperdices  the  funds  themselves,  but  by  preventing  an  early  acknowledgment  of 
Qontributions,  tends  to  impair  confidence  in  the  management  of  the  trust,  and 
nuiy,  in  certain  contingencies,  occasion  the  withholding  the  rehef  intended  in 
times  of  extreme  necessity.

The  Committee  to  whom  it  was  referred  to  examine  the  accounts  of  the  l^«ss- 
urer  of  the  Convention  for  the  last  fiscal  year,  respectfully  report :  That  they 
have  discharged  that  duty,  and  find  the  account  correct,  and  accompanied  by 
proper  vouchers  for  the  various  payments  and  disbursements  charged. 

The  Committee  deem  it  but  justice  to  add,  that  in  receiving,  collecting;  and

Hon.  Washington  Hunt,  in  behalf  of  the  Committee  appointed 
to  take  into  consideration  so  much  of  the  Bishop's  Address  as 
refers  to  the  subject  of  Clergy  of  the  Diocese  drafted  into  the 
military  service  of  the  United  States,  made  the  following 

REPORT: 

The  Committee  to  whom  was  referred  so  much  of  the  Bishop's  Address  as 
relates  to  the  relief  of  Clergymen  in  the  Diocese,  who  have  been  drafted  for  the 
miiiury  service  of  the  United  States,  respectfully  report: 

That  ailer  due  consideration  of  the  subject,  the  Committee  are  of  opinion  that 
the  several  Parishes  of  the  Diocese  ought  promptly  to  contribute  a  suflBcient  sum 
to  pey  the  commutation  permitted  by  the  law,  and  thus  exonerate  the  Clenzymen, 
whose  names  have  been  drawn,  from  a  service  incompatible  with  their  high  and 
sacred  calling.  Excepting  such  as  may  be  dismissed,  for  legal  causes  of  exemp- 
tkm,  we  can  perceive  no  other  practicable  method  of  securing  their  release  from 
active  military  du^.  We  deem  it  scarcely  necessary  to  advert  to  the  various 
considerations  which  forbid  that  the  ministers  of  the  Church  should  become  en- 
gaged, as  armed  soldiers,  in  the  conflicts  of  war.  It  would  be  a  spectacle  dishon- 
orsble  to  the  Church,  derogatory  to  the  ministerial  office,  and  detrimental  to  the 
oause  of  true  religion.  It  is  not  to  be  doubted  that  the  Laity  of  the  Diocese  will 
oheerf\illy  and  promptly  respond  to  a  call  for  such  pecuniary  aid  as  the  emergency 
seems  to  require.  The  Committee  recommended  the  adoption  of  tho  following 
Besolution : 

JUtolued,  That  the  Bishop  be  requested  to  call,  by  Pastoral  Letter,  on  the 
several  Parishes  of  the  Diocese  for  a  special  contribution,  for  the  purpose  of 
secunng  a  sufficient  Commutation  Fund  to  exonerate  from  military  service  the 
Qergymen  of  the  Diocese,  whose  names  have  been  or  may  be  drafted  and  held 
ftir  service,  under  the  recent  act  of  Congress ;  and  that  all  disbursements  from 
ssid  Commutation  Fund  shall  be  paid  by  the  Treasurer  upon  the  written  order  of 
the  Bishop.  If  any  surplus  shall  remain  after  effecting  the  object  of  this  Resolu- 
tSoDi  it  shall  be  cairied  to  the  Fund  for  the  Behef  of  Disabled  Clergymen.

Eight  Candidates  for  Holy  Orders  have  been  guided  and  trained  in  their  tbio- 
logical  studies,  of  whom  four,  yiz :  Willian  Martin  Beauchamp,  Edwin  Goan,  Hiamx 
Martin  Brown  and  Fayette  Rojce,  haye  been  admitted  to  Uie  Diaconate^  md  «• 
now  laboring  as  Missionaries  in  the  Diocese.

The  Bishop,  as  Chairman  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Parodiial 
Fund  of  the  Diocese  of  Western  New  York,  made  the  following 

REPORT: 

The  Trustees  of  the  Parochial  Fund  of  the  Diocese  of  Western  New  Toik, 
incorporated  by  the  Legislature  March  26,  1863,  respectfully  report:  That  thsy 
herewith  present  a  copy  of  the  Act  of  Incorporation. 

Under  this  act  the  Trustees  appointed  thereby  were  divided  by  lot  into  tbret 
classes,  of  two  Trustees  each. 

The  first  class,  whose  term  of  office  will  expire  on  the  1st  day  of  September, 
1868,  arc  ^Viliinm  B.  Douglas  and  Edgar  H.  Hurd. 

Tlic  second  class,  whoso  term  of  office  will  expire  on  the  1st  day  of  Septan- 
ber,  1 864,  are  Alexander  L.  Chew  and  Russell  Haywood 

Tiie  third  class,  whoso  term  of  office  will  expire  on  the  Ist  day  of  September, 
1865,  are  Goorgo  II.  Mumford  and  Ward  Hunt 

It  bec-omes  the  duty  of  the  Convention  to  elect  at  its  present  session  two  Ihi% 
tecs,  m  the  place  of  the  two  mentioned  in  the  first  class,  whose  term  of  aerfiee 
expires  on  the  1st  of  September,  1868;  the  two  Trustees  so  elected  to  hold  tbet 
office  for  three  years.     The  present  Trustees  are  reMigible. 

And  as  Mr.  Russell  Haywood,  of  the  second  class,  on  account  of  proapectiie 
detention  by  buiriness  from  the  Diocese,  declines  to  serve  as  Trustee,  it  will  be 
necessary  to  elect  a  Trustee  in  his  place. 

The  Trustcefl  have  orp^nized  under  the  act.  They  have  appointed  the  Bbhop 
of  the  Diocese  the  President,  Edgar  H.  Hurd  the  Secretary,  and  Alexander  L 
Chew  the  Troosurer. 

Tliey  have  adopted  By-Laws,  a  copy  of  which  is  appended. 

The  several  objects  of  the  Fund  may  be  stated  as  follows : 

1.  Clerical  Support. 

2.  Pa rsonn go  Aid. 

3.  Parochial  Schools. 

4.  TlRuU»gical  Schools  in  the  Diocese. 

5.  Missions  in  tho  Diocese. 

For  any  of  theso  objects  the  Trustees  are  empowered  to  receive  and  BanJig» 
Amis  or  lands. 
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In  cases  where  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  has  or  shall  become  the  testamontaiy 
tnisteee  for  any  of  these  purposes,  he  maj  transfer  the  trust  to  this  body,  and  it 
■hall  BO  enure  upon  his  death. 

As  jet  the  Trustees  have  not  received  any  moneys  or  lands  for  any  of  these 
objects.  They  are  now  prepared,  under  this  charter,  to  act  for  the  Diocese  in 
these  respects.

QBArTBR  69.— An  Act  for  the  inoorporatlon  of  the  Trasteei  of  the  Parochial  Fund  of  the 
ProtMtant  EplteoiHtl  Church,  in  the  Dlooeee  of  Weetem  New  York.  Poesed  Mareh  28. 
1868L 

The  People  of  the  State  of  New  York  represented  in  Senate  and  Assembly  do  enact 
asfoUows: 

Segtioii  L  Ward  Hunt,  George  H.  Mumford,  William  B.  Douglas,  Alexander 
L.  Cliew,  Edgar  H.  Hurd,  Bussell  H.  Haywood,  and  their  successors,  are  hereby 
oonstituted  a  body  corporate,  under  the  title  of  *'  Trustees  of  the  Parochial  Fund 
of  tbr'  Protestant  Episcopal  Church,  in  the  Diocese  of  Western  Now  York." 

g  2.  The  afiairs  of  the  said  corporation  shall  be  managed  by  a  board  of  six 
TniBtees,  and  the  persons  named  in  the  first  section  of  this  act  shall  be  the  tirnt 
Trustees  of  the  said  corporation. 

§  8.  The  said  Trustees  shall  be  divided  by  lot  into  three  classes.  The  term  of 
the  first  class  shall  expire  on  the  first  day  of  September,  eighteen  hundred  and 
■izty-three ;  the  term  of  the  second  dasa  shall  expire  on  the  first  day  of  Septem- 
ber following ;  the  term  of  the  third  class  shall  expire  on  the  first  day  of  Sep- 
tamber  then  ensuing.  Tiie  vacancies  m  said  classes  shall  be  filled  as  they  occur, 
by  two  Laymen,  who  shall  be  elected  by  ballot  by  tl^  Convention  of  said  Diocese, 
at  its  regular  annual  meeting  in  each  year;  the  Trustees  so  to  be  elected  shall 
hold  the  said  office  for  three  years  from  the  expiration  of  the  term  of  their  prede- 
oessors.  The  acting  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  shall  be  ex-<fficio  a  member  of  the 
Board  of  Trustees. 

6  4.  The  said  Trustees  are  authorized  to  receive  and  hold,  by  deed,  conveyance, 
or  last  will  and  testament,  for  the  accumulation  of  said  fund,  real  and  personal 
Mtate,  to  such  an  amount  that  the  annual  income  accruing  therefrom  shall  not 
exceed  thirty  thousand  dollars.  The  said  fund  shall  bo  devoted  in  part  to  tlie 
mssistanoe  and  support  of  officiating  ministers  of  the  said  Church,  engaged  in 
parochial  duty  within  the  said  Diocese,  and  this  portion  of  the  fund  shall  be 
called — "Fund  for  Clerical  Support;"  and  in  part  to  the  purchase  of  glebes  and 
the  erection  of  parsonages  within  the  limits  of  organized  Parishes  in  the  said 
Diocese,  in  communion  with  the  said  Church,  and  which  shall  be  called — "  Fund 
tar  Parsonage  Aid."  All  real  or  personal  property  conveyed,  devised  or  given  to 
the  Trustees,  without  specification  as  to  the  appropriation  thereof,  shall  be 
devoted  equally  to  the  two  purposes;  but  all  donors  to  the  fund,  by  gift  or  devise, 
may  specify  whether  the  same  is  to  be  appropriated  for  "  Clerical  Support"  or  for 
"  Parsonage  Aid,"  and  a  separate  account  shall  be  kept  of  the  portion  of  the 
(bod  devoted  to  those  purposes. 

g  5.  In  the  distribution  of  these  funds,  regard  shall  be  had  by  the  Trustees,  in 
the  exercise  of  a  sound  discretion,  to  the  equal  necessities  of  the  Ministers  of  the 
Parishes  applying  for  them,  without  prejudice  or  favor. 

§  6.  For  the  purpose  of  distributing  such  funds,  the  said  Trustees  shall  meet 
on  the  first  Monday  of  August  of  each  year,  or  at  such  other  time  as  they  may 
appoint,  and  after  determining  the  amounts  of  money  to  be  distributed  for  the 
ensuu3g  year,  they  shall  consider  the  applications  for  assistance  which  uiay  then 
have  been  received ;  such  applications  shall  be  in  writing,  signed  either  by  the 
Minister  or  by  order  of  the  Vestry  of  the  Parish,  and  shall  state  the  facts  necessary 
to  a  Ml  understanding  of  the  necessity  of  the  case,  and  particularly  the  amounts 
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already  contributed  or  secured  toward  the  auppoit  of  the  MnuslAr,  or  for  tfas 

erection  of  a  parsonage,  as  the  case  may  be.    The  said  appliestioo  flfaall  be 

mtely  oousidered  by  the  Trustees,  aud  a  minute  made  of  their  dee 

together  with  a  statement  of  the  reasons  for  refusing  the  same,  if  Ae  application 

be  rejected.    In  no  case  shall  the  amount  awarded  from  the  fuzida  be  moie 

one-half  of  tlie  ftmds  already  contributed  and  secured,  as  may 

appear  by  the  written  application ;  and  in  making  plants  from  tM  fund  in  aid  of 

parsonages,  in  no  case  shall  any  moneys  be  paid  from  the  same  ftmd,  ezoept  oo 

assurances  satisfactory  to  the  Trustees  that  all  the  remaining  mooejB  iMBommij 

to  the  purchase  of  a  glebe  or  erection  of  a  parsonage,  are  secured,  and  that  no 

debt  or  Incumbrance  will  remain  thereon. 

§  7.  The  Trustees  shall  make  an  annual  report  to  the  Diocesan  Conrention,  U 
their  regular  meeting,  of  the  state  of  the  fund ;  of  all  applications  for  aaaiilaoi 
therefrom,  of  the  grants  made,  with  the  conditions,  if  any,  attached  thereto^  ni 
of  the  applications  which  have  been  refused,  and  the  reaaoos  fbr  tbo  rafiNd 
thereof;  and  a  duplicate  copy  of  such  report  shall  also  be  rendered  annual^  to 
the  Controller  of  the  State. 

§  8.  The  said  Trustees  are  further  authorized  to  reoeiye,  by  donatkma  or  darin, 
moneys  and  land,  devoted  by  the  giver  to  the  purposes  of  derical  aupporti  par 
sonage  aid  in  particular  Parishes,  and  Parochial  and  Theological  Schools  and  Mis- 
sions, within  the  said  Diocese,  and  they  shall  hold  and  apply  the  same  in  atzioi 
aoooniance  with  the  condition  attadied  in  any  such  donation  or  devise,  if  sot 
incompatible  with  the  laws  of  this  State ;  and  in  cases  where  the  Bishop  of  tt» 
Diocese  has  been  heretofore,  or  shall  be  hereafter,  made  a  testamMitary  niutM 
for  any  of  the  purposes  contemplated  by  this  act,  he  shall  have  the  r^g^  to  >■«• 
render  the  said  trust  to  the  Trustees  of  this  fund  at  will,  and  in  case  of  his  not 
doing  so  before  his  death,  the  said  testamentary  trust  shall  inure,  oq  bis 
to  the  Trustees  of  this  fund,  subject  to  all  the  conditions  prescribed  by  the 
but  the  annual  income  accruing  from  the  property  said  Trustees  are  aUowed  to 
hold  by  virtue  of  this  section,  and  of  section  four,  shaU  not  exceed  thirty  tbos- 
sand  dollara  in  the  aggregate.

OFnCERS  AND  ELECnOKS. 

The  ofllicers  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  shall  be  a  President,  who  shall  be  tlie 
Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  a  member  of  the  Board  ex-officio;  and  a  Secretary  isd 
Treasurer,  who  shall  be  elected  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Trustees  on  the  flnt 
Monday  of  September  of  each  year,  or  at  any  speoal  meeting;  provided,  tfatt 
the  first  election  may  be  held  at  the  meeting  which  adopta  these  By-Laws. 
They  shall  hold  their  offices  for  the  period  of  their  term  as  Trustees,  respectivoij, 
under  the  third  section  of  the  Act  of  Incorporation.  They  shall  be  chosen  hf 
ballot,  unless  such  ballot  is  dispensed  with  by  a  unanimous  vote  of  the  memben 
present. 

Vacancies  in  the  offices  of  Secretary  or  Treasurer  may  be  filled  at  any  meet- 
ing of  the  Board  of  Trustees. 

ri. 

QUORUM. 

Four  members  shall  constitute  a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of  business,  but 
not  less  than  two  members  may  adjourn  a  meeting  with  a  view  to  a  quorum. 

III. 

PRESIDING  OFFICERS. 

The  Bishop  or  acting  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  shall  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the 
Board.    In  his  abseiiMce^  one  of  the  Trustees  present^  chosen  for  the  paipooe, 
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■hall  preside.  In  additUm  to  bis  powers  as  presiding  officer,  the  President  maj. 
wbenerer  he  sliall  deem  it  expedient,  call  special  meetings  of  the  Trustees,  aiia 
riiall  direct  the  Secretary  to  give  notice  of  the  time  and  place  thereof. 

IV. 

THE  SEORETABY. 

The  duty  of  the  Secretary  shall  be  to  conduct  the  correspondence  of  the  Board ; 
to  prepare  and  transmit  all  letters  in  connection  with  its  business ;  to  keep  in 
proper  books  copies  of  all  letters  written  by  himself)  or  by  direction  of  the 
Board,  and  also  copies  of  all  letters  or  communications  on  the  business  of  the 
Board,  which  may  be  brought  before  it;  to  keep  the  minutes  of  the  Board  and 
ita  proceedings;  to  have  charge  of  all  its  documents ;  to  execute  all  papers,  con- 
▼•(yaticea  ana  instruments  in  writing  required  to  be  executed  by  the  corporation 
under  seal  and  acknowledged,  when  authorized  by  the  Board ;  to  give  due  notice 
of  the  time  and  place  of  the  meetings  of  the  Board,  stated  or  special  In  case  of 
the  death  or  inability  of  the  Prusident,  to  call  special  meetings  of  the  Board  on 
the  mitten  requisition  of  any  two  members;  and  to  unite  with  the  Treasurer  in 
fhe  disposition,  or  iavestment,  or  place  of  deposit,  of  the  fbnds  of  the  corporation. 

V. 

THE  TREASURER. 

The  Treasurer  shall  ooUect,  receive,  and  keep  the  funds  and  securities  of  the 
Board  of  Trustees.  He  shall  open  and  keep  regular  accounts  of  such  flinds  and 
MCwitiea,  showing  the  amount,  nature,  investment,  and  deposit  of  the  same, 
harfaig  special  reference  to  the  distribution  made  under  Section  4 ;  and,  also,  to 
the  donations  and  devises,  appropriations  and  testamentary  trusts  under  Section  8 
tharaoC  showing  in  distinct  separate  accounts  the  funds,  money,  or  lands,  devoted 
to  the  irarpoaes  respectively  mentioned  therein.  By  and  with  the  advice  and  con- 
■•nt  of  the  Secretary,  he  shall  deposit,  invest,  and  manage  the  funds  and  moneys 
hfilmiging  to  the  Board ;  and  may  let  or  demise  any  real  estate  given  or  devised 
fiir  the  purpose  of  the  act,  for  a  period  not  exceeding  three  years;  and  shall  make 
and  present  to  the  Board  a  written  statement  of  the  disposition  or  investment  of 
all  mdti  timda  or  property  of  the  Board,  at  every  annual  meeting. 

He  ahall,  in  conjunction  with  the  President  and  Secretary,  prepare  and  submit 
to  the  Board  the  annual  report  to  the  Diocesan  Convention,  required  by  Section  7 
of  the  Act  of  Incorporation. 

VI. 

SPECIAL  XEETINOS. 

Special  meetings  may  be  called  by  the  President  or  Secretary,  as  before  pro- 
Tided,  upon  the  written  requisition  of  any  two  Trustees.

ALTERATION  OF  BT-LAW8.  « 

The  By-Laws  may  be  altered  at  any  meeting  by  a  unanimous  vote  of  all  the 
Thistees,  or  the  same  may  be  altered  by  a  majority  of  all  the  Trustees  upon  notice 
giren  at  the  next  preceding  meeting  of  the  intended  alteration. 

The  Convention  then  proceeded  to  the  election  of  two  Trus- 
tees to  supply  the  place  of  Messrs.  Wm.  B.  Douglas  and  Edgar 
H.  Hnrd,  whose  term  of  office  expires  on  the  first  of  September, 
and  one  Trustee  to  fill  the  vacancy  occasioned  by  the  resignation 
of  Mr.  Russell  Haywood. 

Mr.  John  Stryker  and  Rev.  Morelle  Fowler  were  appointed 
TeQers  to  receive  the  votes  of  the  Convention. 
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On  counting  the  ballots,  Messrs.  William  B.  Douglas  and 
Edgar  H.  Hurd  were  declared  reelected,  and  Mr.  A.  P.  Nichola 
was  elected  in  place  of  Mr.  Haywood. 

The  Bishop,  iu  behalf  the  Education  and  Missionary  Board, 
made  the  following 

REPORT: 

TIio  Board  respectfully  reports  the  number  of  Missionaries  laboring  in  the 
Diocese,  during  the  year  just  closed,  under  its  appointment,  to  be  62,  ^  whom 
for  the  whole  year  86,  and  fbr  longer  or  shorter  periods  less  than  a  year,  26 — the 
majority  of  them  at  least  six  months ;  6  have  removed  to  other  Dioceses,  to  Ye^ 
mont,  Ontario,  (Canada,)  Ohio,  New  York,  the  Northwest,  Wisconsin,  and  4  baTs 
entered  the  Diocese  from  New  York,  Wisconsin  and  Michigan,  and  4  are  Deaooni 
fVom  the  Training  School.  The  present  number  is  45.  Several  stations  an 
vacant,  and  expecting  soon  to  be  supplied. 

The  Permanent  Missionary  Fund  has  been  lately  increased  by  a  paynient  firon 
the  estate  of  the  Treasurer  of  tlie  late  New  York  Central  Bible  and  Prayer  Book 
Society,  of  $750,  being  one-half  of  the  principal  due,  tlie  whole  claim  presented 
being  of  principal  about  1 1,600,  for  which  the  Bishop  and  Standing  Comnuttee 
thought  it  wisest  to  accept  this  sum,  which  might  at  once  be  put  at  interest,  rather 
than  wait  for  years  for  a  final  settlement  not  likely  to  bring  more.  The  interest 
of  this  sum  is  to  bo  spent  in  prayer  books  for  the  Depository  at  Utica,  which  the 
Board  have  hitherto  kept  up.  The  present  amount  of  the  Permanent  Missionary 
Fund  is  $18,228.  To  our  Diocesan  Missions  it  has  paid  in  interest  $1,107  80l 
The  securities  are  reported  by  tlie  Treasurer  and  attested  by  the  JgTamfaTag 
Conimitteo. 

The  Missionaries  have  received  their  stipends  regularly  every  quarter,  as  «• 
are  humbly  thankful  to  God  to  be  able  to  say.  Let  us  confide  in  our  blessed 
Lord  to  open  tlie  hearts  and  hands  of  his  people  in  the  Diocese  to  the  &ithfnl 
sustentation  of  this  most  important  agency  of  the  Church. 

The  report  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Tan  Wagenen  Missionary  Fund  for  Chenango 
County,  shows  that  it  has  been  increased  by  the  addition  of  the  interest  $149, 
and  now  amounts  to  $2,381.    The  report  is  appended. 

The  appointments  of  our  Missionaries  run  only  for  the  quarter,  relying  upon 
the  monthly  collections  to  secure  the  payments  of  the  stipends. 

We  earnestly  appeal  to  the  Clergy  in  behalf  of  our  Missions,  and  urge  atten- 
tion to  the  stated  collections,  and  especially  the  quarterly  collections,  in  tbeir 
behalf,  in  April,  ^ne,  September,  and  December.  The  results  of  these  labon 
appear  in  their  Parochial  Reports,  and  need  no  repetition  here.  About  seventy- 
five  Parishes  of  tho  Diocese  arc  under  Missionary  labor,  and  the  need  of  regolir 
and  lilx^ral  collections  for  our  Diocesan  Missions  is  as  urgent  as  ever.  Theee 
Parishes  select  their  Pastors  as  freely  as  those  independent  of  all  such  aid.  The 
stipend  is  appropriated,  not  to  the  Parish,  but  to  the  Missionary.  By  last  yeir'i 
report  it  appears  they  contributed  about  $1,500,  one-fifth  of  tho  $6,000  raised 
for  Missions  in  the  Diocese.  Enlarged  contributions  fVom  the  abler  Parishes,  and 
regular  and  faithful  monthly  collections  in  all,  will  secure  the  continuance  of  our 
Missions,  the  discharge  of  our  Diocesan  obligations,  the  expansion  of  the  Church, 
the  glor>'  of  God,  and  the  salvation  of  men.

»  Ae  Convention  of  the  Proteatani  Episcopal  Church  of  the  Diocese  of  W.  K.  7. : 

The  Trustees  of  the  DeVeaux  Oollege  for  Orphan  and  Destitute  Children,  in 
muance  of  the  terms  of  their  Charter,  respectfully  submit  their  annual  report : 
The  funds  of  the  Institution  consist  of  $160,644  21,  yielding  income.  Three 
iDtracts  for  the  sale  of  land,  amounting  to  $1,400,  were  forfeited  for  non-pay- 
eat  of  interest.  One  mortgage  given  for  purchase  money  for  $1,516  28,  was 
redosed,  and  the  real  estate  reverted  to  the  College,  thus  diminishing  the 
Dount  of  the  assets  bearing  interest,  as  heretofore  reported,  by  those  amounts. 
fifties  of  real  estate  were  made  during  the  year  amounting  to  $1,225. 
The  real  estate,  exclusive  of  the  domain,  is  estimated  at  123,100.  The  domain 
maists  of  330  acres — a  part  of  which  is  rented,  and  the  residue  used  and  cul- 
fated  by  the  Institution. 

The  income  received  during  the  last  fiscal  year  was  $11,535  03,  and  the 
nenditures  were  $11,530  90. 

The  amount  borrowed  from  the  pnncipal,  and  used  in  paying  the  expenses,  as 
tated  in  the  last  annual  report,  has  been  reimbursed  to  tUe  principal,  and  the 
ODOiint  thus  reimbursed  is  embraced  in  the  above  item  of  expenditures. 
Thirty-two  boys  were  trained  and  instructed  in  the  College  during  the  past 
Mr,  and  wholly  supported  by  it  Seven  boys  were  honorably  discharged  during 
le  year,  having  acquired  sufficient  education  for  all  practical  business  purposes. 
Bd  completed  their  collegiate  course.  Five  other  boys  were  admitted  to  the 
cDoge. 

Ihe  course  of  instruction  and  government  presented  in  former  reports  is  still 
nnued.

By  an  order  of  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  State  of  New  York,  Oct  Hth,  186S, 
the  Trustee  of  the  Endowment  Fund  reported  last  year  was  released  fhxn  Ui 
trust,  the  securities  held  by  the  Vestry  for  the  payment  of  the  annuity  of  $S50  10 
were  cancelled,  and  the  Fund  paid  into  Court,  where  it  has  remained  without  in- 
terest to  this  time.

I  resigned  the  charge  of  the  Missionary  Station  at  Branchport,  on  the  Ist  of  April 
last  Since  then  I  have  held  service  in  this  Church  on  Sundays,  mornuig  and 
evening,  and  at  West  Dresden  once  m  two  weeks  in  the  aflemoon.  During  tfat 
last  four  years  the  Parish  has  been  steadily  growing  stronger,  having  doahM 
the  number  of  its  communicant  members,  and  so  added  to  its  financial  atKOftk 
and  disposition  to  suppoi-t  a  Minister,  that  besides  a  very  handsome  donatioe,  t 
larger  amount  is  promised  Xor  the  Rector's  salary  from  one  Pariah  than  at  wq 
time  from  the  two  Parishes,  since  April  1st,  1860. 

At  West  Dresden  also  there  are  many  signs  of  encouragement.  The  large  00^ 
gnregations  which  attend  our  services,  and  the  cordial  welcome  which  greecs  the 
Missiouary,  not  only  gladdens  his  heart,  but  under  Grod's  blessing,  g;lve  good 
promise  for  the  future.

From  Clergymen  not  holding  Parochial  Cores,  the  Bishop  has 
received  the  following  Reports,  viz : 

The  Rev.  Wiluah  Baeib,  residing  in  Utica,  reports :  Ho  has  baptized  one 
<^ild  and  officiated  at  seven  funerals  in  West  Utica.  Performed  Divine  Service 
and  preached  four  Sundays  in  St.  Peter's  Church,  Oriskany ;  also  attended  one 
foneral,  the  Rector  being  ilL  One  Sunday  he  officiated  at  St  Stephen's  Church, 
New  Hartford,  in  the  absence  of  the  Minister;  one  Sunday  in  Calvary  Church; 
ODce  in  St  George's,  during  the  affliction  of  the  family  of  the  Rector ;  assisted 
once  in  the  Services  in  Trinity  Church,  and  a  number  of  times  by  reading  prayers 
andasaisting  in  the  administration  of  the  Holy  Communion,  in  Grace  Church. 

In  addition  to  the  above,  he  has  performed  Divine  Service  and  preached  several 
times  in  the  Diocese  of  New  York,  ^d  assisted  in  the  Communion  at  St  George's 
Church,  Toronto,  Canada  West 

The  Rev.  John  A.  Bowman,  Chaplain  in  the  Army  of  the  United  States,  in  the 
17.  8.  Hospital,  No.  7,  Louisville,  Kentucky,  reports  at  great  length,  comprising 
Us  report  to  the  Adjutant  General  of  the  United  States  Army,  and  an  address  to 
the  President  of  the  United  States  from  the  Chaplains,  with  statements  of  Services 
jMiformed.  and  of  facts,  views  and  suggestions,  important  as  illustrating  the 
ubors  of  Chaplains,  the  difficulties  of  their  position,  their  personal  exertion  for  the 
■oldiers,  the  moral  condition  of  the  hospitals,  and  other  matters,  as  tie  deteriora- 
tion of  character  produced  by  the  service,  the  want  of  Tracts  and  Prayer  Books, 
and  improvements  that  might  be  effected ;  from  all  which  it  appears  that  from 
January  1st,  1862,  to  June  1st,  1868,  the  whole  number  of  religious  Services  was 
S96 ;  Scientific  Lectures  delivered,  27 ;  Burials  from  Hospitals,  Camps,  Ac,  267. 
To  which  are  to  be  added,  (to  bring  the  report  to  the  1st  of  August,)  as  follows: 
Religious  Services  in  Hospitals,  Camps,  Gunboats,  ^,  26 ;  Lectures  6 ;  Funeral 
Servioes,  7.  A  summary  of  which  would  be,  Religious  Services,  322;  Lectures, 
32;  Burials  of  Soldiers,  274.    Total,  628. 

The  Rev.  JohnF.  Ernst,  residmgat  Buffalo  and  teaching  a  school,  reports :  That 
be  has  conducted  morning  and  evening  Services  20  times;  assisted  in  such  Services 
6  times ;  administered  the  Holy  Communion  4  times ;  taken  part  in  its  administra- 
tion 6  times ;  preached  22  tunes ;  attended  one  funeral,  and  married  one  couple. 

The  Rev.  R.  I.  Germain,  residing  at  Buffalo,  reports:  That  bis  ministerial 
services  for  the  past  year,  have  been  mainly  in  preaching  at  St  James'  Church, 
in  Buffalo,  some  eight  weeks,  in  autunm,  during  the  temporary  indisposition  of  its 
Rector. 

The  Rev.  Almon  Gregory,  Hospital  Chaplain  of  the  United  States,  at  Coving- 
ton, Kentucky,  reports :  That  since  his  transfer  to  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Bishop 
of  Western  New  York,  in  May  last,  he  has  been  actively  engaged  in  the  duties  of 
his  office  as  Presbyter,  and  in  the  service  of  the  United  States  as  Hospital  Chap- 
lain. Besides  his  services  in  private,  at  the  bedsides  of  the  sick  and  dying,  he 
has  officiated  publicly  as  follows,  viz:  read  prayers  34  times;  preached  25  times; 
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assisted  ia  the  udministratioD  of  Ihe  Holy  Gommiinion  4  times ;  buried  10.    He 
has  also  assistod  in  ttio  Scr\'iccs  at  an  ordination  by  tbe  Bishop  of  Eentud^. 

Tho  Rov.  Jonathan  II.  Haven,  residing  at  Lewlstonf  reports :  That  he  resigned 
the  Parish  of  Lewiston  on  the  13th  of  April  last;  that  he  has  held  Serrioe  and 
preached  for  tho  Parish  5  times ;  that  he  spent  2  Sundays  in  Ashtabula,  Ohio, 
assisted  in  the  service,  and  preached  one  Sunday ;  that  he  has  held  Seirioe  and 
preached  5  times  m  Lockport,  once  in  QueenstoUf  C.  W^  and  assisted  in  the 
Communion ;  that  ho  baptized  in  the  Parish  of  Lewiston,  reported  by  the  Warden, 
68 ;  married  30;  buried  15,  and  18  have  been  confirmed. 

The  Rev.  A.  Jacksox,  D.  D.,  President  of  Hobart  Gollege,  reports:  That  he 

has  been  ongjigcd  constantly  during  the  past  year  in  the  discharge  of  tbe  duties 
of  his  office.  Besides  tho  ^noral  duties  of  supervision  and  govemment  he  has 
given  instniction  in  the  departments  of  Christian  Evidences,  Rhetoric  and  Elo- 
cution, and  Knglish  Literature.  He  has  read  Service,  in  whole  or  in  part,  neaily 
every  Sunday,  preached  frequoutly,  celebrated  the  Holy  Communion  on  several 
occasions,  baptize<l  one  infant,  and  officiated  at  one  funeral. 

Hobart  CoUego  has  a  President,  six  Professors,  and  a  Chaplain,  who  are  sup- 
ported wholly  by  the  endowments  of  tho  Institution,  and  give  their  whcde  time  to 
its  service. 

The  College  has  no  debts.  Tuition  and  room-rent  are  given  freely  to  all  without 
charge.  There  is  a  contingent  fee  of  |5  00  per  term.  There  are  11  scholarships 
in  aid  of  students  preparing  for  the  Holy  Ministry,  each  yielding  $100  00  a  year; 
8  scholarsliips,  each  yielding  $140  00  a  year;  there  are  2  scholarships^  each  woith 
$70  00  a  year,  which  can  be  given  to  communicants,  without  the  coDdition  of 
studying  for  the  Ministry. 

The  number  of  scholarships  will  be  increased  by  furtlier  payments  of  tbe 
Ayrault  legacy,  but  if  the  College  had  now  fifly  of  such,  instead  of  ^eren,  they 
would  all  be  in  use,  and  the  Church  would  be  vastly  the  gainer  by  the  propor- 
tionate increase  of  thoroughly  educated  Clergymen.  The  number  of  students  id 
attendance  during  the  past  year  has  been  74  ;  on  the  College  Register  94 ;  Com- 
municants 30;  studying  with  a  view  to  the  Ministry  16. 

A  high  standard  of  scholarship  has  1)een  maintained,  and  the  examinations  have 
lK?on  very  siitisfactory,  with  rare  exceptions. 

The  Chaplaincy,  brought  into  operation  near  the  begining  of  the  past  year, 
iias  worked  well,  and  promises  to  realize,  in  a  large  degree,  the  happy  results  of 
pastoral  care  and  watchfulness  over  the  young  separated  from  tbeir  homeSf  con- 
templated in  its  establishment. 

A  new  and  beautiful  Chapel  fbr  the  use  of  tlie  College  is  now  nonrly  oomfdeted. 
and  an  excellent  Organ,  built  expressly  for  it,  has  been  placed  in  it.  These  wili 
materially  aid  iu  triviug  effectiveness  to  the  daily  service. 

Tho  Rev.  UkWitt  C.  Looi»,  Assistant  Minister  of  St  Luke's  Church,  Rochester, 
N.  Y.,  since  March  1st,  1862,  re8i)ectfully  reports :  That  besides  aiding  the  Bedor 
in  visiting  in  liis  Parish,  he  has  smce  August  1st,  1862,  read  Service  79  times; 
assisted  iu  it  88  times;  preached  52  times;  baptized  11  children;  (included 
in  the  Parish  n^port,)  married  3  couples ;  (also  included,)  admiuistered  the  Holj 
Communion  4  times :  assisted  therein  9  times ;  and  attended  30  funerala  He 
has  conducted  a  Bible  Class  of  adults  for  about  10  months,  and  on  some  Sundays 
iias  instructed  two  Bible  Classes.  During  most  of  the  year  he  has  Cottage  Lm- 
turcs,  once  or  tw^icc  a  week,  in  remote  parts  of  the  city.  He  regrets  that  the 
contemplated  Chajx?!  is  not  yet  commenced.  Tho  several  baptisms,  mam'nges, 
and  funerals,  are  reported  from  the  Parishes  where  performed. 

The  Rev.  Kbxdbick  Metcalp,  D.  D.,  Hobart  Professor  of  Latui,  Ac,  in  Hobtrt 
College,  Geneva,  reports:  That  he  has  performed  the  usual  labors  in  teaching, 
devolving  upon  the  professorship ;  that  he  has  also  officiated  for  a  oonaideial^ 
part  of  the  year  on  Sundays,  in  St  John's  Church,  Phelps ;  tihe  report  of  his  i 
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vices  there  being  g^ven  in  the  report  of  that  pariah ;  that  he  has  also  buried  one 
person,  in  the  Parish  of  St.  Mark's,  Le  R07,  and  read  Service  and  preached  on 
several  occasions  elsewhere. 

The  Rev.  Wm.  B.  Musgravx,  residing  at  Sag  Harbor,  L.  I.,  reports :  That  siDce 
his  resignation  of  the  Parish  in  Havana,  Schuyler  county,  in  March,  1862,  he  has 
officiated  firequontly  in  New  York,  Brooklyn,  and  elsewhere,  by  preaching, 
administrating  the  Holy  Communion,  and  in  other  offices  of  the  Church  ;  and  has 
also  devoted  a  considerable  part  of  his  time  to  teaching ;  that  in  May  last,  he 
removed  to  Sag  Harbor  and  opened  a  select  school  for  young  persons  of  both 
sexes ;  and  that  he  has  no  intention  at  present,  of  resuming  pastoral  duties. 

The  Rev  Bbardslet  Northrop,  residing  at  New  Hartford,  reports :  That 
since  the  last  Annual  Convention,  ho  has  read  prayers  and  preached  3  Sundays 
in  Trinity  Church,  Boonville,  and  in  Christ  Church,  Forestport ;  one  Sunday  in 
St.  Pftul's  Church,  Holland  Patent;  one  Sunday  in  Grace,  one  Sunday  in  Calvary, 
and  one  m  St.  Gorge's,  Utica ;  that  he  has  read  prayers  and  preached  7  Sundays,' 
in  St  Stephen's  Church,  New  Hartford ;  and  also  attended  one  funeral ;  has  read 
prayers  and  preached  one  time  in  Norway,  and  once  in  Zion  Church,  Rome,  where 
he  baptized  an  in&nt ;  and  that  he  has  occasion^Iy  assisted  in  the  Services  in 
various  i^ces. 

The  Rev.  Marcus  A.  Perry,  residing  at  Utica,  Oneida  county,  reports :  That  he 
has  preached  during  the  past  year  a  number  of  Sundays,  his  labors  extending  to 
Hamilton,  Herkimer,  Holland  Patent,  Whitesboro,  and  St  Greorge's  Church  in 
this  city.  He  has  assisted  in  prayers  one  Sunday  at  Syracuse  and  on  Monday, 
being  the  Festival  of  St.  Michael  and  all  Angels;  and  one  Sunday  at  Paris 
HilL  Ho  has  assisted  also  a  number  of  times  at  Grace  Church  and  Chapel, 
baptized  one  infant,  and  buried  one  adult  and  one  infant. 

The  Rev.  Charles  H.  Platt,  now  residing  at  Lyons,  reports:  That  he 
relinquished  his  Chaplaincy  in  the  U.  S.  Volunteer  Service,  during  the  autumn  of 
1862 ;  that  he  has  since  that  time  frequently  assisted  in  Divine  Service,  and  has 
for  tihree  months,  discharged  the  duties  of  Chaplain,  in  the  State  Prison,  at  Auburn, 
in  this  Diocese,  but  has  resigned  that  office,  and  is  now  without  a  charge. 

The  Rev.  James  Ransjne,  D.  D.,  Geneva,  respectfully  reports :  That  as  Pro- 
feiaor  of  the  Diocesan  Theological  Training  School,  Geneva,  during  the  pest  Conven- 
tkmal  year,  he  has  had  under  his  direction  and  instruction  ten  Candidates  for  Holy 
Orders.  Four  of  these,  Edwin  Coan,  William  Martin  Beauchamp,  Henry  M. 
&own,  and  Fayette  Royce,  A.  M.,  have  been  ordamed  Deacons.  The  Rev. 
George  R.  Hewlings  has  withdrawn.  Five  Candidates  are  at  the  present  time 
connected  with  the  school. 

As  Minister  of  St.  Peter's  Chapel,  he  reports:  Families  90;  Baptisms  (ad.  10, 
child.  28,)  88;  Confirmed  80;  Communicants,  added  (adm.  82,  rec.  10,)  42,  lost 
(died  8,  rem.  8,)  10,  pres.  no.  110 ;  Marriages  4;  Burials  14 ;  S.  School,  teachers 
16,  scholars  98.

Webster,  who  was  temporarily  absent  as  Chaplain  in  the  Army ;  During  the  winter 
months  on  Sundays,  he  walked  to  Watervale,  a  little  hamlet  situated  four  miles 
soutli  of  Mimlius,  amcmgst  the  hills  of  Pompegr,  and  performed  12  services — Mis- 
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sionarj  Services — one  on  each  Sunday ;  Chriitmas  was  spent  with  the  Ber.  Hr. 
Foote  of  Rochester,  whom  he  assisted  in  the  Serrioes  of  that  daj.  Snndaj  after 
Christmas  be  again  assisted  the  Rev.  Mr.  Foote,  preaching  for  him  in  the  evenmg. 
At  Christ  Church,  Manlius,  he  preached  on  the  morning  of  Easter-day,  and  further 
assisted  in  the  service  of  that  Festival  At  various  times,  whilst  residing  in  Man- 
lius, he  has  officiated  and  assisted  Rev.  Mr.  Lord,  Rector  of  the  Parish.  The 
Sunday  after  Easter,  be  assisted  Rev.  Mr.  Hills  of  St  Paul's,  Syracuse,  performiog 
the  whole  of  the  Service,  and  preaching  twice.

Oonseoration  of  the  Protestant  Gliiiroli  Da  St.  Esprit. 

Xhe  new  and  beautiAil  Chnroh  Du  Saint  Esprit,  in  connection  with  the  Epis- 
Wfi$l  Protestant  ritual  of  the  United  States,  was  solemnly  consecrated  and  dedi- 
eiiod  to  the  Service  of  Almighty  God,  by  the  Rt.  Rev.  Horatio  Potter,  D.  D.. 
K^iop  of  the  Diocese  of  New  York.  The  Bight  Rev.  Dr.  DeLancey,  Bishop  of 
WMtem  New  York,  and  a  large  number  of  Clergymen,  assisted  in  the  Services  of 
teday.  The  new  edifice  was  crowded  in  every  part  by  &shionable  and  elegantly 
dmiad  ladies,  and  long  before  the  commencement  of  the  consecration  services 
Hmn  WB8  no  place  to  stand  or  sit 

The  Church  is  a  model  of  taste  and  beauty.  It  is  built  in  the  perpendicular  gothic 
■Ijfla^  with  nave,  side  aisles  and  splendidly  illuminated  windows.  The  interior  is 
iithniritnlj  furnished,  and  the  decorators  cannot  be  too  loudly  praised  for  their 
ii0H»iity  and  industry. 

'  Hie  Chancel  is  especially  attractive  from  the  light  bemg  introduced  through  the 
oriUngribs  of  the  stained  glass.  The  entire  wood  work  and  finish  of  the  auditory 
od  Qhanoel  are  of  solid  black  walnut  The  front  is  of  Dorchester  drab  color 
■taXM,  with  centre  tower,  seventeen  feet  at  the  base,  termmating  with  a  spire  one 
bnndred  and  fifty  feet  high,  all  parts  of  the  front  being  cut  from  solid  stone.  The 
Cboroh  is  one  hundred  feet  long  and  fifty  feet  wide.  In  the  basement  are  the 
Itotofe  room,  Sunday  School  rooms,  Ac 

The  architect  is  John  Correga,  Jr. ;  the  decorators,  Guille  t  Alles ;  the  carpen- 
tn%  Smith  ft  Crane:  the  mason,  W.  W.  Owens.  The  fine  and  powerful  organ 
htm  been  built  and  erected  by  Mr.  Henry  Erben,  a  very  competent  judge  in  matters 
^  tbiB  kind.  The  new  instrument  has  twenty-five  stops,  two  sets  of  keys  and 
two  octaves  of  pedals.    It  contains  over  1000  pipes. 

The  consecration  service  began  at  a  quarter  to  eleven  o'clock.  Bishops  Potter 
Mod  DeLancey  came  in  at  the  main  entrance,  accompanied  by  the  whole  body  of 
Gkigy.  The  officiating  Bishop  read  the  appropriate  psalm,  as  he  went  up  the 
aide;  the  Clergy  mining  the  antiphonal  responses. 

TbB  Bishops  and  Clergy  then  took  up  theur  places  within  the  cammunion  rails, 
naqy  of  them  not  being  able  to  find  accommc^tions,  seating  themselves  imme- 
dbtely  in  the  pews  hi  fiont  of  the  audience. 

The  various  documents  and  deeds  concerning  the  settlement  of  the  Church, 
hH^inlfag  the  '*  instrument  of  donation  and  endowment,"  being  the  authority  to  the 
VUhop  to  consecrate,  were  then  produced  and  read  by  the  Rev.  Dr.  I^gi  of  St 
Ckorge's  Church. 

The  Bt  BeT.  Bishop  Potter  then  delivered  a  rubrical  address  to  the  congrega- 
tfoOk  aooompanying  it  with  the  prayers  set  apart  for  the  occasion,  and  closing  with 
tta  Mntence  of  consecration.

The  strrnoii  of  the  day  was  preached  by  the  Rev  Autome  Verren,  D.  D.  Tht 
text  was  taken  from  the  book  of  Isaiah,  fortieth  clispter  and  sixth  verse,  and  the 
disconrso  was  eloquent  and  most  appropriate.  We  regret  that  space  and  tiB» 
prevent  us  from  giving  a  full  idea  of  its  excellence. 

We  omitted  to  say  that  Dr  Verren  also  conducted  the  Ante>Cooimumon  aervim 

At  the  close  of  the  sermon,  the  Right  Rev.  Bishop  Potter  said  that  he  feh 
greatly  pleat^ed  at  the  success  which  had  attended  the  reverened  Rector  and  bii 
congregation,  in  rearing  a  temple  to  the  Ix)rd  where  the  French  Proteatants  o( 
America  could  worf^hip  in  their  own  language.  Such  a  beautiful  building  was  R 
honor  and  credit  to  ull  who  had  been  enga^^  in  its  construction,  and  ha  and  faiE 
reverened  brethren  felt  proud,  as  no  doubt  would  all  the  Episcopalians  of  N^^wTork 
on  its  admission  into  the  fold  of  their  common  Protestant  worship.  Hie  Biabof 
concluded  by  introducing  the  Bishop  of  Western  New  York. 

Bisliop  DcLancey,  of  Western  New  York,  then  spoke  of  his  regrets  at  not 
able  to  address  the  congregation  in  the  language  of  his  aucestor — the  soft  and  i 
fluous  language  of  Franco.  He  would,  however,  speak  to  them  words  oTaflMon 
in  the  ruiighcr  and  Htiffer,  but  not  less  sincere  language  which  be  bad  ahrayi 
been  accustomed  to  speak. 

More  than  a  century  and  a  half  has  passed  awaj  since  the  exilnd  sons  of  FriBK 
sought  a  refuge  from  as  maligunnt  and  bloody  a  persecution  as  tbe  page  of  biatorr 
records,  not  only  in  Holland,  England  and  Irelaud.  but  on  the  shorea  of  AoMnei 
Among  other  places  on  this  continent  they  clustered  in  llie  city  of  New  York 
then  com  pa  r»  lively  recently  transferred  by  the  treaty  of  1664  fVom  HoQaDdtc 
Kiigland.  The  holy  religion  which  had  forced  them  from  their  homea  to  nMiotdc 
its  purity  constrained  them  to  secure  its  public  observances  in  a  aaDCtoary 
Witliiu  a  fow  years  from  their  arrival,  they  erected,  in  17<>4,  ss  an  onraniiei) 
reliiriouEi  body,  n  temple  of  God,  the  fiflh  Church  edifice  erected  in  the  city,  os 
Pine  htrtet,  now,  like  so  many  other  saored  edifices,  surrendered  to  the  eocroict! 
meats  of  ?juccos?4ful  commerce 

The  zeal,  means  and  influence  of  my  own  ancestor  himself  a  peraecnted  fugi 
live  from  Normandy  to  Holland,  from  Holland  to  KngUnd,  from  England  toKev 
York,  in  conjunction  with  his  brethren.  Huguenots,  were  given  to  the  enterpriie 
For  one  Iniudred  and  twenty-seven  years  (1704  to  1831)  thamgh  the  varied  and 
uneven  current  ot  parochial  history,  that  edifice  was  the  sanctuary  of  prayer  tc 
sucv.'essi  ve  generations.  It  has  enrolled  tbe  names  of  many  individuals  promiaeat 
in  city  history,  and  the  records  of  the  government  during  that  long  pcnod.  u 
merchants  and  mechanics,  in  law  and  literature,  as  citizens  and  in  politica 

Tiiia  Stiite  served  as  a;i  asylum  to  a  number  of  Huguenots  even  long  befere 
the  rcvocuiion  of  the  Edict  of  Xau.  They  formed,  afler  the  Dutch,  the  ricbeit 
and  must  cunsiderablo  portion  of  the  populatiou  of  the  city,  even  before  that 
province  came  under  the  rule  of  England.  They  were,  in  1666.  already  ao  nuowr 
ous  and  p<.^svs$<'d  sh^  great  iuflueucp.  that  public  insimments  were  publialied  ic 
French,  as  well  as  in  Dutch  and  English.* 
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In  the  profrresB  of  its  biBtory,  many  of  the  flock  wore  drawn  to  the  servioes  of 
the  Church  of  England,  my  ancestor  among  the  number,  though  be  bad  held  the 
office  of  an  older  in  the  congregation. 

In  Haasachnaetts,  in  Virginia,  in  Maryland,  and  in  the  Carolinas,  as  well  as  in 
Kew  Tork,  the  Hugnenots,  in  many  cases,  took  the  same  direction,  and  Ijecame 
connected  with  the  Church  of  England  and  afterwards  with  the  Protestant  Kpis- 
Oupal  Church. 

Tbe  formal  alliance  of  this  congregation  with  thb  Protestant  Episcopal  Cliurch 
was  in  1808,  since  which  date  it  has  bad  its  pastor  on  the  diocesan  list  of 
Clergy,  and  in  its  Convention,  with  its  deputies  in  that  important  body,  acting 
aod  voting  on  ail  the  questions  that  come  before  it,  in  fuU  and  fraternal  commun- 
ion  with  our  Church. 

J  have  myself  worshipped  in  that  venerable  edifice.  When  the  encroachments 
d  butinesa  compelled  the  flock  to  substitute,  in  1881,  another  edifice  for  the 
primary  sanctuary,  the  new  building  in  Franklin  street,  maintnined  but  a  com- 
paratively brief  conflict  with  the  powers  of  darkness,  ere  a  new  position  was 
needed  by  the  flock  for  the  undisturbed  worship  of  God,  and  preaching  of  his 
Word. 

Thia  is  the  beautiful  ediflce  substituted  for  it  by  the  Rector,  Wardens  and 
Yflatry.  and  now  given  to  God  by  solemn  consecration,  in  which  we  now  stand 
at  the  House  of  God. 

Let  me  express  to  you,  my  brethren,  my  congratulations  on  the  completion  and 
oonaccration  of  this  beautiful  edifice,  and  to  you  my  reverend  brother,  let  me  add. 
for  the  opportunity  and  invitation  to  unite  with  you  in  the  services  of  the  new 
sanctuary,  and  to  address  you  on  this  occasion. 

To  the  Protestantism,  my  brethren  of  this  flock,  which  founded  this  Church— 
wbioh  expelled  your  and  my  ancestors  from  beautiful  France — which  made  iliom 
aacriflce  wealth,  comfort  and  position  for  the  truth  of  God,  and  to  which  you  have 
dung  for  nearly  two  hundred  years,  I  am  an  adherent  of  the  fourth  generation 
like  yourselves. 

Ood  has  been  graciously  pleased  to  bless  us  with  that  union  of  Church  order 
polity,  and  doctrine,  which  was  not  allowed  to  our  honored  ancestors  iu  the 
Continental  Reformation,  iu  which  not  the  Bishops,  as  in  England,  but  Priests, 
Deacons,  and  Laymen  headed  the  movement 

And  now,  with  Bible,  Bishop  and  Liturgy,  we  may  labor  and  suffer  for  God,  as 
our  fiithers  did  before  us  without  all  these  advantages. 

May  bis  blessing  ever  rest  upon  us  here,  until  changing  the  sanctuary  on  earth 
for  tbe  great  temple  above,  we  shall,  through  the  same  blessed  Saviour,  in  whom 
tbey  trusted,  join  with  them  in  the  worsliip,  which  angels,  principalities  and 
powers,  cherubim  and  mighty  seraphim,  and  all  the  host  of  the  elect,  pour  forth 
to  Hix  who  sittetb  upon  the  throne,  and  to  the  Lamb,  ./t/rever 
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aeKnl  Tbealoidcal  SeoiiHary  of  tbe  P.  E.  dmrcb  of  tbe  Uniteil  States. 


At  a  time  the  most  critical  in  her  hifitorj,  the  Trustees  of  the  Gtoeral  Theo- 
logical Seminary  of  the  Protestant  Bpiscopal  Church  of  the  United  States  address 
to  yon  t^eir 

SOLEMN  APPEAL  FOR  AID. 

We  would  be  brief.  Wo  would  speak  as  men  in  earnest ;  and  our  words  shall 
be  few. 

The  General  Seminary  of  thu  Church  in  the  United  States  has  been  in  exist- 
ODoe^  under  her  present  organization,  since  the  year  1821.  Her  halls  are  now 
ftiOer  than  they  have  been  for  many  years.  Twenty  young  men  were  sent  forth 
into  the  field  at  her  last  Commencement  Seventy-four  students  were  on  the  rolls 
that  day.  She  is  a  hying  power  in  our  midst;  and  untold  interests  hang  on  her 
maintenance. 

But  the  aspect  of  her  finances  is  alarming  in  no  ordinary  degree.  It  is  believed 
that  the  evils  with  which  wo  are  now  called  to  deal,  and  to  deal  promptly,  are  the 
direct  results  of  our  national  afSiction.  The  Seminary  is  bending  under  the  com- 
mon  burden.  We  address  you,  in  the  conviction  that  the  Great  School  of  the 
dinrch  is  in  imminent  perU ;  that  she  may  be  saved ;  that  she  must  be  saved  : 
and  that  every  man  must  help  who  can. 

A  FEW  WORDS  AS  TO  THE  SITUATION. 

Tbe  real  estate  of  the  Seminary  may  be  estimated  as  worth  at  least  $400,000. 
There  ia  property  to  show  for  every  doQar  t?iat  Jms  been  received. 

The  liabilities  are  as  follows:  Mortgage  debts,  $51,000;  Floating  debt, 
$10»701  05;  Spedfic  Endowments  for  Scholarships,  etc.,  $82,926.  Making  a 
total  of  $144,026  03.  In  the  floating  debt  are  included  arrears  of  taxes  for  the 
year  1862,  amounting  to  $6,000 ;  and  these  are  chargeable  with  twelve  per  cent. 
interest 

The  estimated  expenses  for  1868-4  are  as  follows :  Charges  on  the  real  estate, 
(indnding  the  taxes  for  1862  and  interest,  those  for  1868,  and  the  estimated 
expense  of  grading  and  paving  11th  avenue  and  21st  street,  grading  vacant  lots, 
etc.,)  $18,800;  cost  of  maintaining  the  Seminary,  $6,200.  Making  a  total  of 
$26,000.  To  whidi  must  be  added  $6,500,  if  the  Professors  are  to  rpceive  the 
fiill  amount  of  their  salaries,  instead  of  the  inadequate  sum  to  which  they  were 
limited  during  the  last  two  years. 

To  meet  these  expenses,  the  whole  amouut  of  the  estimated  income  for  1863-4, 
jDdttding  rents,  donations,  and  contributions  from  Churches  and  individuals,  is 
but  $1 1,000.  Leaving  an  estimated  deficiency  of  income  for  the  ensuing  year  of 
$14,000. 

It  will  be  observed  that  if  the  whole  income  from  the  real  estate,  donations, 
ect,  as  estimated,  were  applied  solely  to  pay  the  charges  on  the  property,  there 
would  still  be  a  deficiency  of  |8,00<),  exclusive  of  the  amounts  of  the  Professors' 
salaries  mentioned  before.  So  far  from  being  able  to  meet  the  expenses  necessary 
to  carry  on  the  Institution,  the  Trustees  wiU  not  have  enough  to  preserve  the 
property  by  paying  the  assessments,  charges,  and  taxes  thereon.  They  must 
lOM  to  the  Church  at  large  fbr  means  to  pay  the  salaries  of  the  Professors,  the 
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itipendfl  of  the  Scholars,  aod  current  ezpenset;  and  beyond  this,  thej  itfll  miut 
look  to  the  Church  for  a  considerable  part  of  what  ia  needed  to  ioe«t  the  liabilitiaB 
of  the  estate.  It  is  not  proposed  to  conceal  these  fiicta :  on  the  contrary,  we 
desire  to  place  them  as  clearly  as  possible  before  you,  because  we  are  ftilly  con- 
vinced that  the  present  menacing  position  would  never  have  been  reached  had 
not  the  country  been  plunged  into  the  fearful  convulsion  in  which  it  is  now 
struggling;  ihat  the  condition  of  things  described  before  has  come  of  'the 
present  distress;"  that  they  who  now  manage  the  affairs  of  the  Seminary  are 
not  responsible  for  it;  and  that  it  is  a  state  w?uch  they  were  totaUy  imafrfe  tofrt- 
veiU  or  modify .  and  that  there  is  no  relief  but  out  of  the  heart  of  the  Chnrafa,  ii 
a  fact  full  of  promise,  since  wa  will  believe  that  an  appeal  can  be  made  to  that 
bean  in  vain. 

This  propert\  must  beivme  of  immense  value  We  must  not  sacrifice  it  We 
must  hold  it.  if  we  can.  for  the  sake  of  those  who  are  to  come  after  and  for  the 
Church,  and  for  the  faith  of  the  Lord  Jesus  Ciirist 

To  rent  our  lots  is  nt  this  time  impossible.  To  sell,  would  involve  a  minon 
sacnlice.  'i  he  Standing  Committee  were  authorized,  at  the  last  meeting  of  tlie 
Board  of  Trustees,  to  sell  or  mortgage,  if  necessary,  all  the  real  estate.  Tbey 
will  not  sell,  except  a»  a  last  resort.  They  will  not  sell,  unless  the  Church  wiU 
turn  a  deaf  car  to  this  appeal.  The  necessity  can  be  averted  by  prompt  actioc 
on  the  part  of  every  one  who  has  the  interest  of  the  Seminary  at  hearL 

if  we  can  hold  on  till  it  shall  please  Qod  to  give  peace  to  our  distracted  oouatfj: 
all  must  be  well:  and  that  will  have  been  saved,  the  loss  of  which  wouM  belli 
but  irreparable. 

We.  therefore,  a»k  your  aid  to  the  extent  of  your  ability.  fPliere  ia  needed,  it 
once,  the  sum  of  *2o.*0(K).  But  it  were  better  to  raise  $100,000  In  Connectknt 
Ihey  have  taken  in  hand  to  obtain  that  sum  for  Trinity  College,  Hartford,  and  ire 
proceeding  in  the  effort  with  success  They  are  doing  the  same  thing  in  Nev 
Jersey,  iu  behalf  of  the  College  at  Princeton  If  we  can  raise  that  amoaatibr 
the  General  Theological  Seminary,  we  shall  have  secured  to  tho  Church  forever 
du  estate  of  wUioh  the  bi*nefit  and  blessing  shall  go  down  from  generation  to  gen- 
•oration. 

The  men  bv  whom  the  tinaucej'  are  now  managed  are  persons  in  whom  all  con 
ttdence  can  l>e  |»laccd.  To  mention  the  name  of  the  Treasurer,  Mr.  Henry  E 
Pierrepont.  is  enough  to  indicate  in  what  way  affairs  will  be  conducted.  All  thit 
men  can  do,  will  be  done:  and  nothing  will  be  wantint;  in  which  wisdom,  pn- 
lence,  zeal,  and  method  c»an  accomplish. 

We,  therefore,  ask  you  to  help  us,  and  at  onit?  You  admit  that  to  endow  tlie 
Church  the  Colle>;e,  the  School,  iho  Hospital,  is  a  good  and  precious  work.  Whj 
should  it  be  less  ao<^ptablo  to  Almightv  Ood  to  li^lp  to  preserve  su^'h  gifts  whet 
in  danger  of  los.s  ? 

We  ask  this /or  Chrt.stft  sake,  that  His»  name  may  be  glorified  the  more. 

We  ask  this  f'tr  the  Church's  sake,  that  she  may  be  saved  from  that  sbuM 
which  would  follow  if  the  Seminary  were  suffered  to  go  down. 

We  ask  this  for  our  Country's  sake.  This  is  a  General  ]n.stitutioD,  and  not 
Diocesan.  Its  name  and  its  existence  symbolize  and  express  a  national  idea.  If 
It  please  God  to  restore  to  us  unity,  this  Seminary  may  help  to  draw  the  frag- 
ments together,  and  to  weld  them  close  agaiu. 

We  ask  this  for  the  sake  of  perishing  souls  Infidelity  spreads  apace.  Om 
leading  cause  of  this  is,  the  defective  training  of  the  Clergy.  The  fact  is  admitted 
m  Kugland.  The  evil  will  increase,  unless  we  meet  it  by  promotinir  the  higlieit 
culture  a::iong  ♦ho  Ministers  of  the  Gospel.  They  who  are  to  fight  the  awfbl 
battle  of  the  iiour,  must  be  thoroughly  trained  and  armed  In  the  name,  tbeOf  of 
all  that  \ou  hold  dear  and  sacred,  do  not  let  this  important  Institution  be  brokec 
ip  iu  the  very  face  of  the  rising  storm  of  unbelief 

'Ihe  Seminary  has  been  to  the  Church  what  West  Point  has  been  to  the  oatioc. 
She  has  sent  forth  r.ore  than  six  huudred  of  her  sons,  trained  to  combat  witk 
•^rror  and    irreliyrion  in  pverv  form,  and  to  tncrAnse  the  knowledg«»  of  «w)viitinD  ir 
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every  part  ot  our  iana.     They  are  oo«  spreaa  iroir  Maine  ic>  OalitbrDib   in  eaoi 
dtate  and  territory  of  our  coimtry 

We  call,  then,  upon  each  Tntste*  lo  exon  himsell  lo  .^ve  this  Son\X)l  of  tht-

Utica,  Wednesday,  August  17, 1864. 

This  being  the  day  fixed  by  the  Constitution  of  the  Protestant 
Episcopal  Church  in  the  Diocese  of  Western  New  York  for  the 
meeting  of  the  Annual  Convention  of  the  same,  the  Right  Rev. 
William  Heathcote  De  Lancey,  D.  D.,  LL.  D.,  D.  C.  L.,  Bishop 
of  the  Diocese,  with  a  number  of  the  Clergy  and  Laity,  assembled 
at  10  o'clock  A.  M.,  in  Grace  i^urch,  in  the  city  of  Utica,  the 
place  appointed  by  the  Bishop  for  the  meeting. 

Morning  Prayer  was  read  by  the  Rev.  John  M.  Guion,  assisted 
by  the  Rev.  Francis  T.  Russell,  who  read  the  First  Lesson,  the 
Rev.  Andrew  Hull,  D.  D..,  who  read  the  Second  Lesson,  and  the 
Rev.  W.  B.  Ashley,  D.  D.,  who  read  the  Creed  and  Collects. 
The  Sermon  was  preached  by  the  Rev.  Abner  Jackson,  D.  D. 

The  Rev.  Dr.  Rankine  then  presented  as  Candidates  for  Dea- 
cons' Orders,  Messrs.  George  Leonard  Chase,  Warren  Watson 
Walsh  and  Robert  Murray  Duff.  The.  Litany  was  read  by 
the  Bishop,  who  proceeded  with  the  ordination  service,  and  ad- 
mitted them  to  Deacon's  Orders,  the  Ante-Communion  and  Epis- 
tle being  read  by  the  Rt.  Rev.  Horatio  Potter,  D.  D.,  D.  C.  L., 
Bishop  of  the  Diocese  of  New  York.  The  Gospel  was  read  by 
the  Rev.  George  Leonard  Chase.  The  Holy  Communion  was 
then  administered  by  the  Bishop,  in  which  he  was  assisted  by 
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the  Rt.  Rey.  Bishop  Potter,  the  Rer.  Dr.  Leeds,  the  Rev.  Dr. 
Shelton,  the  Rev.  Dr.  Fitkm,  and  the  Rev.  MeaDS.  Londerback 

and  Goodrich.

lY.    Motions,  Notices,  and  Resolutions  shall  then  be  in  order. 

V.  On  the  second  and  every  succeeding  day  during  the  sitting 
of  the  Convention,  after  the  Daily  Morning  PJnyer,  uie  order  of 
business,  which  shall  not  be  departed  from  without  the  consult  <^ 
two-thirds  of  the  members  present,  shall  be  as  follows :

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IV.  Reports  from  the  Secretary  and  Treasurer,  when  these 
officers  have  any  business  committed  to  them,  shall  then 
be  in  order ;  and  then  Reports  from  the  Trustees  of  the 
Fund  for  the  Support  of  the  Episcopate,  and  from  the 
Trustees  of  the  Christmas  Fund  tor  Disabled  Clergymen.

VI.  Unfinished  Business  shall  then  be  in  order. 

^^i.  Motions,  resolutions,  and  miscellaneous  business. 

VI.    The  Bishop's  Address  shall  be  in  order  at  any  time. 

Vn.  Every  member  who* shall  be  present  when  a  question  is 
stated  from  the  Chair,  shall  vote  thereon,  unless  excused  by  the 
House. 

Vin.  No  motion  shall  be  put  or  debated  until  it  is  seconded ; 
and,  when  seconded,  it  shall  be  stated  by  the  President  before 
debate;  and  every  motion  shall  be  reduced  to  writing,  when 
required  by  the  President,  or  any  member. 

IX.  If  the  question  in  debate  contain  several  distinct  proposi- 
tions, any  member  may  have  the  same  divided. 

X.  When  a  question  is  under  debate,  no  motion  shall  be  re- 
ceived, unless  to  lay  it  on  the  table ;  to  postpone  it  indefinitely ; 
to  postpone  it  to  a  certain  time ;  to  commit  it,  or  amend  it ;  and 
motions  for  either  of  these  purposes  shall  have  precedence  in  the 
order  herein  named.  But  a  motion  to  adjourn  shall  always  be  in 
order  when  no  member  is  speaking,  and  shall  be  decided  without 
debate;  and  if  it  be  negatived,  it  shall  not  be  renewed  until  some 
other  business  has  intervened. 

XL  A  motion  to  lay  on  the  table  shall  be  decided  without 
debate. 

Xn.  On  a  question  being  put  by  the  President,  it  shall  be 
determined  by  the  sound  of  voices,  for  or  against  it ;  but  any 
member  may  require  a  count  of  the  votes,  and  tellers  for  that 
purpose  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Chair — or  any  three  votes  may, 
previous  to  a  decision  by  count,  require  the  ayes  and  noes  to  be 
taken,  which  shall  be  done  by  calling  the  names  of  the  clerical 
members  and  the  churches  represented,  and  the  votes  shall  be 
entered  in  the  Journals. 

XHL    Any  five  votes  may  require  the  ayes  and  noes  to  be 
Hlken  by  orders ;  and  when  so  taken  they  shall  be  entered  on  the 
mmutes. 
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XTV.  No  member  maj  speak  more  than  twice  on  the  nme 
question  without  leave  of  the  House. 

X  Y.  A  question  being  decided  shall  not  be  reoonadered  during 
the  same  session  without  the  consent  of  two^hirda  of  the  Totes  of 
the  Convention,  nor  wiUiout  the  motion  for  that  purpose  being 
made  by  one  of  Uie  majority  on  the  prior  decision ;  nor  shall  snj 
question  be  reconsidered  more  than  once. 

XYL  All  special  committees  shall  be  anointed  by  the  Chsir, 
unless  otherwise  specially  directed  by  the  House;  in  wfaidi  case 
they  shall  be  appomted  by  ballot. 

XVn.  The  election  of  the  Standing  Committee,  and  of  Depu- 
ties to  the  General  Convention,  and*the  election  of  any  person  to 
supply  a  vacancy  in  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Fund  for  the 
support  of  the  Episcopate,  or  in  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the 
Christmas  Fund  for  Disabled  Clergymen — as  also,  for  the  electioQ 
of  a  Treasurer  of  the  Convention,  and  a  Treasurer  of  the  Christ- 
mas Fund  for  Disabled  Cleigymen — shall  be  the  order  of  the  day 
for  12  o'clock,  on  the  second  day  of  every  annual  meeting  of  iht 
Convention. 

XVHL  No  standing  rule  or  order  shall  be  surooided,  chansed 
or  rescinded  without  one  day's  previous  notice ota  motion  to Uiat 
effect,  unless  by  the  votes  of  two-thirds  of  the  persons  present 
entitled  to  vote. 

XIX.  Before  the  final  adjournment  of  any  session  of  the  Con- 
vention, the  minutes  of  the  last  day's  proceedings  shall  be  read, 
corrected  and  approved. 

XX.  Unless  otherwise  ordered  by  the  Convention,  it  ehall 
meet  at  9  o'clock  in  the  morning ;  take  a  recess  from  1  to  3  o'dock 
in  the  afternoon ;  and  adjourn  for  the  day  at  6  o'clock  P.  M. 

On  motion,  the  Rt.  Rev.  Horatio  Potter,  D.  D.,  D.  C.  Lu,  Bishop 
of  the  Diocese  of  New  York,  was  invited  to  a  seat  in  the  Conven- 
tion by  the  sde  of  the  Rt.  Rev,  the  President. 

Whereupon  the  Bishop  of  New  York  was  introduced,  and  took 
his  seat  by  the  President  of  the  Convention.

entitled  to  seats  in  this  Convention ;  Clergymen  of  the  Ptotestant 
Episcopal  Church,  not  belonging  to  this  Diocese;  Professors  and 
Students  of  Theology  in  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Churclv>ti 
admitted  to  sttings  in  this  Convention.

^e  President  then  called  for  Reports  from  the  Treasurer  of 
Christmas  Fund,  the  Education  and  Missionary  Board,  the 
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Treasurer  of  the  Conyention,  and  the  lYnstees  of  the  Fond  for 
the  Support  of  the  Episcopate,  which  having  heen  laid  on  the 
table,  were  severally  referred,  on  motion,  to  the  respective  Stand- 
ing Committees. 

The  Bishop  then,  in  compliance  with  the  Canon,  delivered  the 
following 

ADDRESS. 

My  Brethren  of  the  Olergy  and  Laity : 

The  Convention  of  August,  1863,  terminated  in  the  aftemooii 
of  the  20th  of  that  montL 

From  that  date  I  was  occupied  for  several  weeks  prindpallj 
with  matters  connected  with  the  printing  of  the  Journal. 

In  conformity  to  the  resolution  of  that  Body  I  issued  a 
Pastoral  Letter,  on  the  13th  September,  invoking  the  aid  of  the 
Diocese  to  enable  the  drafted  Clergy,  held  for  service  under  the 
then  recent  act  of  Congress,  to  meet  the  disbursements  to  which 
they  were  thus  subjected. 

The  statement  of  the  Treasurer  will  evince  that  more  than 
a  sufficient  sum  was  collected  for  the  purpose. 

The  whole  amount  contributed  was  11,456.96. 

The  whole  amount  paid  on  my  order  by  the  Treasurer  was 
$1,090. 

The  balance  left  to  be  applied  to  the  relief  of  the  disabled  Clergy 
was  $366.96. 

I  place  tlie  Pastoral  Letter  issued  in  a  note  to  this  Address.* 


*  THE  DRAFTED  CLERGYMEN, 
lb  the  Clergy  and  Congregations  of  Western  New  York: 

Dear  Brktiiren: — I  appoint  Sunday  morning,  the  27th  of  September,  the  last 
Sunday  in  this  month,  for  the  collection  of  funds  to  relieve  the  drafted  Clergy  and 
Candidates  of  this  Diocese. 

I  loani  that  ten  of  the  Clergy,  being  one-fourth  of  the  whole  number  sabjoct  to 
ibis  draft,  and  two  of  the  Candidates  for  Holy  Orders,  beme  one-fifth  of  the  whole 
number  of  our  Candidates  subject  to  this  draft,  have  been  drafted.  Of  these,  four 
of  the  Clergy  and  one  of  the  Candidates  are  exempt  under  the  provisions  cif  th0 
law  ;  leaving  six  Clergymen  and  one  Candidate  to  bo  relieved  by  the  contributioat 
of  the  Diooeae,  in  all  seven  persons.    At  ttie  fbll  demand  of  $300  for  each,  it  wfll 
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require  twenty-one  hundred  doUars.  It  is  not  mdant^  of  course,  that  this  money  is 
to  be  paid  to  the  Clergy  for  being  drafted ;  but  only  such  sum  to  those  that  are 
drafted  and  accepted  into  the  service,  as  is  necessary  for  their  relief)  and  of  course 
no  exempted  Clergyman  or  Candidate  has  a  claim  on  this  fund.  No  drafted  Cler- 
gyman who  has  procured  a  substitute  will  be  paid  more  than  the  substitute  has 
cost  him.  No  drafted  Clergyman  who  has  himself  by  arrangement  with  others 
provided  for  his  relief  will  be  paid  more  than  it  has  actually  cost  him ;  the  relief 
being  provided  for  the  Clergymen  and  not  for  others.  Candidates  for  holy  orders 
are  included  as  being  prospective  Clergymen.  If  a  parish  have  paid  for  the  full 
relief  of  its  drafted  minister,  such  parish  will  not  be  expected  to  make  this  collec- 
tion, and  such  Clergyman  will  not  need  nor  expect  a  contribution  from  this  fund. 

The  view  to  bo  taken  of  the  subject  I  understand  to  be  this.  Under  our  Con- 
stitutional Government  all  citizens  are  bound  to  sustain  and  defend  the  Govern- 
ment when  assailed  from  without  or  from  within.  Clergymen  being  citizens  are 
bound  by  this  obligation.  The  Gk)vemment  calls  its  citizens  to  its  aid.  It  selects, 
by  lot  or  draft,  a  portion  of  them  to  aid  it  in  the  army.  The  act  provides  that  if 
drafted  thoy  may  be  exempt  from  service, 

1.  For  causes  specified  by  the  act. 

2.  By  procuripg  a  substitute. 

3.  Or  by  paying  throe  hundred  dollars  to  the  Government  to  provide  a  substi- 
tute. Thus  no  one  is  forced  to  go,  himself)  to  the  war  against  his  conscience. 
The  Government  acts  wisely,  leniently,  and  liberally  in  thus  seeking  necessary 
aid  from  its  citizens. 

Now  our  brother  Clergymen  when  drafted  and  accepted,  may,  by  our  aid,  be 
exempted  from  the  war,  when  conscience,  duty,  or  necessity  constrains  them  to 
decline  taking  up  arms,  and  to  repudiate  blood-shed.  Some  of  these  brethren  are 
in  feeble  parishes — some  are  Missionaries.  Some  are  without  a  parish  and  seek- 
ing clerical  employments.  In  their  behalf  I  solicit  your  contributions.  It  is  a 
largo  sum  to  raise  at  a  single  collection.  But  it  is  obviously  within  our  moans 
and  our  liberality.  The  Pulpit,  the  Desk,  the  Altar,  Family,  Parish  and  Diocese, 
all  invoke  you  to  give  cheerfully,  promptly  and  plentifully  on  this  occasion,  for 
God,  our  Church  and  our  Country.

Peter's  Chapel,  Geneva,  when  Mr.  Moses  Lawrence  Kern,  late  a 
Methodist  Minister,  and  prepared  in  the  Training  School,  was 
admitted  to  the  Holy  Order  of  Deacons.  The  Sermon  was 
preached  by  the  Rev.  President  Jackson.  He  has  taken  charge  of 
St.  Stephen's  Church,  New  Hartford. 

Jonathan  H.  Haven,  late  a  Presbyter  of  the  Protestant  Episco- 
pal Church,  who  was  ordained  in  Kentucky,  and  removed  to  this 
Diocese  Oct.  30,  1861,  and  was  for  a  time  in  charge  of  St.  Paul's

Penncll,  who  has  become  the  Rector  of  Grace  Church,  Buffalo. 

On  the  3d  of  May,  I  received  into  this  Diocese  the  Rev.  Hugh 
L.  M.  Clarke,  who  has  succeeded  to  the  Rectorship  of  Zion  Church, 
Rome,  vacated  by  the  lamented  resignation  of  the  Rev.  N.  Bar- 
rows, on  account  of  ill  health. 

On  the  7th  of  May,  the  Rev.  Samuel  H.  Norton  died,  after  a 
brief  illness,  at  Fredonia,  Chautauqua  county. 

On  the  22d  of  May,  (Trinity  Sunday,)  I  resimied  my  visitations, 
which  had  been  intercepted  by  my  lameness  and  illness  since  De- 
cember 29th,  and  held  the  stated  confirmation  in  St.  Peter's 
Chapel,  Geneva,  where  I  confirmed  thirty-six  persons,  (including 
one  on  the  24th  in  private,)  to  whom  I  delivered  an  address. 
The  Rector,  the  Rev.  Dr.  Rankine,  read  Prayers  and  administered 
the  Holy  Communion. 

B 
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On  the  29tli  of  May,  I  held  a  confirmation  in  Trinity  Chnrdi, 
Gkneva,  and  confirmed /br^y-on«  perBons,  ^chiding  one  c<mfirmed 
in  private  and  one  confirmed  in  Chorch  the  next  daj,)  to  whom  I 
delivered  an  address. 

On  the  5th  of  Jmie,  I  began  a  visitation  of  Oneida  oomitj. 

In  Trinity  Church,  Utica,  on  that  day,  I  held  a  confirmadon, 
when  twerUf/'/oter  persons  were  confirmed,  to  whom  I  delivered  an 
address,  after  which  the  Holy  Conminnion  was  administered  by 
the  Rector. 

On  the  Yth,  in  the  morning,  I  consecrated  St.  Gkorge's  Cborcfa, 
TJtica,  in  the  presence  of  twenty-four  Clergymen  and  a  large  con- 
gpregation,  confirmed  /ourtien  persons,  to  whom  I  delivered  an 
address.  The  Sermon  was  preached  by  the  Rev.  George  H.  HiUs, 
after  which  the  Holy  Conununion  was  administered. 

I  gave  my  consent,  on  the  7th,  to  the  organization  of  a  new 
Church  at  Elmira,  called  Grace  Church. 

On  the  lOth,  I  visited  Calvary  Church,  where  I  confirmed  thirty- 
two  persons;  (including  two  from  Grace  Church,)  to  whom  I 
delivered  an  address. 

On  the  1 1th,  I  was  seized  with  sudden  illness,  which  prevented 
my  fulfilling  the  rest  of  my  appointments  for  Oneida  county,  and 
compelled  me  to  disappoint  the  congregations,  and  return,  od 
Monday,  the  Idth,  to  Geneva,  having  experienced  the  kindest 
attentions  from  the  Clergy  and  Laity,  and  the  prompt  and  cheer- 
ful accommodations  of  the  officers  of  the  Central  R.  R.  Company 
at  TJtica. 

On  the  14th,  at  Geneva,  I  received,  in  private,  at  the  hands  ot 
the  Rev.  President  Jackson,  (Dr.  Rankine  and  Dr.  Bissell  being 
absent  from  the  village,)  the  Holy  Sacrament  of  the  Lord's  Sap- 
per, together  with  my  family,  providentially  assembled,  by  my 
sudden  illness. 

Since  this  date,  I  have  abstsdned  from  active  duty,  under  the 
advice  of  my  physicians  and  friends,  the  Clergy  and  Laity  of  the 
Diocese  cheerfully  concurring  in  the  suggestion,  seeking  to  regain 
my  health  and  power  of  action,  to  resume  my  duties,  and  abiding 
the  will  of  Providence  in  this  respect. 

An  application  to  the  Bkhops  of  New  Jersey  and  Michigan  for 
a  brief  visitation  of  some  of  our  Parishes  for  the  purpose  of  con- 
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firmation,  and  in  some  of  consecration,  has  been  most  cordiallj 
received.  Their  visitation  will  be  made  in  September  and  Octo- 
ber. Notice  of  the  appointments  will  be  given  in  the  Gospel 
MsssENGBB  as  soon  as  arranged. 

Within  this  passing  week  I  have  held  an  ordination  at  St. 
Peter's  Chapel,  Geneva,  where  the  Rev.  Fayette  Royce,  Deacon, 
was,  on  Sonday  morning,  the  14th,  admitted,  by  me,  to  the  Priest- 
hood, and  the  Holy  Communion  was  administered.  The  appro- 
priate Sermon  was  preached  by  the  Rev.  James  Rankine,  D.  D., 
Rector  of  the  Training  School.  The  Reverend  Drs.  Jackson, 
Wilson  and  Rankine,  Presbyters,  united  in  the  imposition  of 
hands. 

On  tlie  16th,  I  consecrated  the  beautiful  Church  in  winch  we 
arc  assembled,  by  the  name  of  Grace  Church.  The  sermon  was 
preached  by  the  Rt.  Rev.  the  Bishop  of  New  York,  in  the  absence 
of  the  Rev.  Dr.  Leeds,  of  Philadelphia,  occasioned  by  a  change 
of  the  day  of  Consecration,  of  which  I  had  failed  to  give  him 
the  requisite  notice. 

And  I  have  this  day,  August  iVth,  in  your  presence,  aided  in 
the  services  by  the  kind  assistance  of  my  Rt.  Reverend  brother, 
the  Bishop  of  New  York,  whose  self-sacrificing  efforts  to  be  pres- 
ent and  assist  are  deeply  felt,  admitted  Mr.  George  Leonard 
Chase,  Mr.  Warren  Watson  Walsh  and  Mr.  Robert  Murray  Duflf 
to  the  Holy  Order  of  Deacons,  and  administered  the  Holy  Com- 
munion. 

This  closes  the  record  of  my  official  acts. 

But  beside  the  Clerical  and  Parochial  changes  referred  to  hith- 
erto, others  are  to  be  reported. 

The  Rev.  Joshua  L.  Burrows  has  returned  from  the  Diocese 
of  Ontario,  been  received  into  this  Diocese,  and  is  again  in 
charge  of  Christ  Church,  Sherburne,  vacant  by  the  resignation  of 
the  Rev.  Alexander  H.  Rogers,  who  has  been  called  to  the  charge 
of  St.  Matthew's  Church,  Moravia. 

The  Rev.  Robert  Horwood  has  accepted  the  charge  of  Trinity 
Church,  Warsaw,  vacant  by  the  Rev.  N.  Palmer's  confining  his 
services  to  the  Doolittle  Institute  and  the  Church,  at  Wethersfield 
Springs. 
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The  Rev.  Thomas  G.  Meachem  has  accepted  the  Chaplaincy  of 
die  14th  Regiment,  in  the  service  of  the  United  States. 

The  Rev.  William  H.  Moffett  has  relinqnished  the  station  at 
Forestport,  and  officiates  at  Boonville  wholly. 

The  Rev.  Samuel  H.  Norton  has  been  called  from  his  zealous 
and  devoted  labors  on  earth  to  his  reward  in  Heaven.  He  is  suc- 
ceeded at  Tnnity  Church,  Fredonia,  by  the  Rev.  CSiarles  Arey. 

The  Rev.  G.  W.  Dunbar  has  been  called  from  St.  Stephen's 
Church,  Olean,  to  St.  Andrew's  Church,  New  Berlin. 

The  Rev.  N.  Barrows  has  been  compelled,  by  ill  health,  to 
resign  Zion  Church,  Rome,  in  which  Parish  he  is  succeeded  by 
the  Rev.  Hugh  L.  M.  Clarke. 

The  Rev.  William  J.  Alger  has  relinquished  his  Mssionary  ser- 
vices at  Clayville,  and,  in  connection  with  Paris  EQll,  is  MissicMiary 
at  Clinton,  in  the  same  county. 

The  Rev.  William  N.  Irish  has  been  chosen  Rector  of  St 
Michael's  Church,  Genesco,  and  continues  in  the  charge  of  the 
same. 

The  Rev.  P.  P.  Kidder  has  taken  charge  of  St.  John's  Church, 
Dunkirk,  and  is  Missionary  at  Forestville. 

The  Rev.  H.  II.  Loring  has  been  called  to  St.  Paul's  Church, 
Havana,  and  is  in  charge  of  the  same. 

The  Rev.  Ilermon  G.  Wood,  who  for  a  time  had  charge  of 
Trinity  Church,  Fayetteville,  has  been  recently  transferred  to  the 
Diocese  of  New  York,  in  which  he  has  been  invited  to  a  Parish. 

The  Rev.  Rolla  O.  Page  is  the  Missionary  at  St.  Paul's  Church, 
Lewiston. 

The  Rev.  John  J.  Brandegee,  D.  D.,  was  unexpectedly  called 
to  relinquish  his  zeal  and  labors  on  earth  for  the  rewards  above, 
when  he  had  just  completed  the  payment  of  the  debt  of  the 
Church  which  had  been  erected  under  his  zealous  ministry,  and 
has  just  been  consecrated  to  the  honor  and  glory  of  God  Almighty, 
and  the  spiritual  and  eternal  good  of  His  Church  and  Hock. 

The  Rev.  James  A.  Robinson  has  been  chosen  Rector  of  St. 
Peter's  Church,  Bainbridge,  which  he  holds  with  St.  Ann's 
Church,  Afton,  as  Missionary. 
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The  Rev.  Ricbdrd  Whittingham,  who  left  his  Parish  and  the 
Diocese  on  aoconnt  of  feeble  health,  has,  I  learn,  been  induced  to 
remain  in  New  Jersey,  and  is,  to  oar  loss,  in  an  important  position 
in  that  Diocese. 

The  Rev.  William  O.  Jarvis  has  returned  from  the  West,  and  is 
seeking  a  position  in  this  Diocese. 

The  Rev.  M.  Scofield  is  in  charge  of  St.  Paul's  Church,  Angelica, 
and  the  Missionary  Station  at  Belvidere. 

The  Rev.  James  Abercrombie  is  Rector  of  Christ  Church, 
Lockport,  where,  under  his  efforts,  a  parsonage  is  being  erected. 

The  Rev.  Francis  T.  Russell  has  entered  on  his  duties  as  Pro- 
fessor of  Elocution  and  Rhetoric  in  Hobart  College,  Geneva. 

The  Rev.  Charles  Arey  has  been  called  to  the  charge  of  Trinity 
Church,  Fredonia,  being  restored  to  health,  has  entered  on  his 
duties,  and  is  now  transferred  to  this  Diocese  from  New  Jersey. 

The  Rev.  Henry  A.  Neely  has  been  called  from  the  Chaplaincy 
of  Hobart  College  to  be  an  Assistant  Minister  in  Trinity  Church, 
New  York,  has  accepted  the  same,  and  will  leave  the  Diocese  in 
September,  and  a  new  Chaplain  be  appointed  in  his  place. 

Since  the  last  Convention,  nine  new  Candidates  for  Holy  Orders 
have  been  admitted. 

Five  have  been  ordained  to  the  Diaconate,  viz.,  Lewis  Loren 
Rogers,  Moses  Lawrence  Kern,  George  Leonard  Chase,  Warren 
Watson  Walsh  and  Robert  Murray  Duff.  Oi  these,  two  were 
educated  at  the  Training  School  and  three  at  the  General  Semi- 
nary. 

Aid  has  been  given  from  our  education  funds  to  several  Benefi- 
ciaries. 

The  New  York  Society  for  the  promotion  of  Religion  and 
Learning  has  assisted  ten  Candidates. 

In  Hobart  College,  aid  has  been  extended,  by  scholarships,  to 
eight  students  in  their  College  education,  who  came  from  the 
Diocese  of  New  York,  and  two  from  Western  New  York.

JFtve  are  prevented  by  age  or  illness  from  fiill  clerical  duty,  but 
sustain  themselves. 

The  residue,  127,  are  engaged,  or  seeking  to  be  employed,  in 
Parochial,  Missionary,  or  other  appropriate  work. 

The  Permanent  Missionary  Fund  remains  the  same  as  reported 
last  year,  $18,223. 

It  has  paid  to  our  Diocesan  Missionaries  $1,015  60. 

The  Van  Waganen  Missionary  Fund  for  Chenango  county 
amounts  to  $2,494  17.  The  interest,  $163  17,  has  been  added  to 
the  principal,  as  reported  by  the  Trustee. 

The  Christmas  Fund  for  Disabled  Clergymen  amounts,  as 
invested,  to  $7,000,  and  uninvested,  $2,920  15,  in  all,  to  $9,920  15. 
The  last  Christmas  collection  was $1,770  27.  The  amount  paid  to 
our  six  Disabled  Clergymen  was  $1,200. 

The  Annual  Report  of  De  Veaux  College,  for  destitute  and 
orphan  children,  was  duly  laid  before  me.  As  I  learn  from  it  the 
property  stood  thus :

27iree  are  prosecuting  their  studies— one  preparing  to  be  a  Can- 
didate. 

One  has  been  transferred  to  the  Diocese  of  Ontario,  in  Canada. 

Tho  collections  and  contributions  at  the  Chapel  have  yielded 
$200  towards  the  income  of  the  School ;  $143  25  to  Diocesan 
Missions ;  and  towards  other  Church  objects,  $232  46. 

The  principal  of  the  fund  has  been  increased  by  the  amount  of 
$1,200,  as  reported  by  the  Treasurer. 

Besides  these  contributions,  there  has  been  sent  to  the  Bi^op 
or  Rector,  donations  to  meet  the  boarding  and  other  expenses 
of  tho  students  at  Geneva,  a  portion  of  which  has  been  applied, 
leaving  a  small  balance  on  hand  for  board  and  books.* 

For  those  objects  funds  continue  to  be  needed;  and  books  and 
money  sent  to  tho  Bishop  or  the  Rector  for  the  purpose,  will  be 
usefully  applied. 

Formal  applications  to  increase  the  capital,  in  these  days  of 
augmented  taxes,  and  enlarged  benevolence  to  the  persons  and 
families  of  soldiers,  to  freedmen,  and  to  sufferers,  have  not  been 
urged. 

Tho  Parochial  Statistics  of  the  Chapel  will  be  presented,  as 
usual,  in  tho  report  of  the  Rector.

A  strenuous  appeal  on  the  pari  of  the  Clergy,  and  enlarged 
consideration  of  duty  in  the  Laity,  will  soon  bring  tbem  aD  totbe 
estimated  amount  of  contribution  to  thia  important  objeoC,  wbidi, 
in  this  Diocese  of  feeble  flocks,  and  these  days  of  increased  demand 
upon  our  charities  for  Missions  and  beneyolence,  ihoold  never  be 
forgotten. 

From  the  Report  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  C<myeDtioD,  it  appetn 
that  the  Diocese,  in  answer  to  the  appeal  in  behalf  of  the  drafted 
Clergy,  raised  to  meet  the  amount  for  their  relief  the  som  of 
$1,456  96,  which  was  so  applied  as  needed,  leaving  a  balance  of 
$366  96,  which  has  been  paid  to  the  Treasorer  of  the  Christmis 
Fund.  Another  draft,  to  which  the  Clergy  are  supposed  to  be 
subjected,  is  impending.  One  half  of  the  Clergy  of  the  Diocese 
come  within  the  draft.  I  have  addressed  a  letter  to  ProTOSt  Mar- 
shal General  Fry^  to  ascertain  whether  the  Clergy,  under  the  law, 
are  subject  to  draft — ^if  there  is  no  exemption  or  commutadoD 
provisions — and  whether,  if  any  are  drafted,  they  will  be  assigned 
to  the  charge  of  Hospitals,  the  duties  oi  a  Chaplain,  or  to  any

This  afternoon,  as  I  came  into  the  Convention,  I  received  the  fol- 
lowing answer.*  I  suggest  a  reference  of  the  whole  subject  to  a 
Conmiittee  of  the  Clergy  and  Laity. 

I  still  cherish  the  conviction,  and  offer  my  earnest  prayer,  that 
peace,  harmony  and  union  may  be  restored  to  our  distracted 
country,  and  that,  upheld  and  guided  by  the  Divine  Power  and 
blessing,  this  Republic  may  ever  be  preserved. 

I  suggest  to  the  Convention  the  importance  of  some  provision 
for  the  relief  of  the  widows  and  children  of  deceased  Clergymen, 
if  in  want,  and  an  understanding  of  what  are  the  existing  pro- 
visions on  this  subject  to  which,  in  this  Diocese,  access  may  be 
had.  In  this  Diocese,  as  part  of  the  State  of  New  York,  the 
Clergy  may  subscribe  to  the  incorporation  which  exists  for  the 
whole  State,  including  both  Dioceses,  and  it  will  be  wise  for  the 
Convention  to  refer  to  a  Committee  this  whole  subject  for  a  report, 
and  for  such  action  and  mode  of  relief  as  may  be  necessary,  and 
which  almost  every  Clergyman  can  practically  appreciate. 

I  have  thus  presented  to  the  Convention  the  customary  record 
of  my  official  acts  and  proceedings,  and  of  the  position  of  the 
Diocese. 

It  does  not  cover  as  wide  a  field  of  labor  as  I  have  been  accus- 
tomed to  present  annually  for  the  l^ist  quarter  of  a  century.

a4th,  1864,  says : 

**That  members  of  religious  denominations  who  shall,  by  oath  or  affirmatioD, 
declare  that  they  are  conscientiously  opposed  to  the  bearing  of  arms,  and  who  are 
prohibited  from  doing  so  by  the  rules  and  articles  of  faith  and  practice  of  said 
religious  denominations,  shall,  when  drafted  into  the  military  service,  be  consid- 
ered non-combatants,  and  shall  be  assigned  by  the  Secretary  of  War  to  duty  in 
the  Hospitals,  or  to  the  care  of  freedmen,  or  shall  pay  the  sum  of  three  hundred 
dollars  to  such  person  as  the  Secretary  of  War  shall  designate  to  receive  it,  to  be 
applied  to  the  benefit  of  the  sick  and  wounded  soldiers.  Provided^  That  no  per- 
son shall  be  entitled  to  the  benefit  of  the  provisions  of  this  section,  unless  his 
declaration  of  conscientious  scruples  against  bearing  arms  shall  be  supported  by 
eatia&ctory  evidence  that  his  deportment  has  been  uniformly  consistent  m& 
such  dedaration."

I  have  traveled  not  over  1,500  miles  in  the  discharge  of  my 
sundry  duties. 

After  the  examination  and  opinion  of  my  physicians,  my  own 
experience  and  observation,  and  the  uncertain  operation  of  the 
hazardous  disease  which  is  said  to  affect  me,  I  deem  it  my  doty, 
on  reflection  and  prayer,  after  the  frequent  and  long  established 
practice  of  the  Church  in  this  country,  to  ask  the  aid  of  an  AsssU 
ant  in  my  office,  to  be  appointed  at  this  Convention,  that  thus,  I 
trust,  the  career  of  prosperity  with  which  our  Divine  Lord  has 
heretofore  blessed  the  Diocese  may  not  be  interrupted.' 

For  immediate  pressure  of  duty,  I  have  been  enabled,  by 
the  prompt  and  kind  offer  of  assistance  by  my  Rt.  Reverend  breth- 
ren, to  provide.  But  for  permanent  relief  after  a  faithful  trial  of 
my  own  strength,  I  yield  to  Providence  and  throw  myself  as  a 
disabled  brother  upon  the  Convention  for  the  required  aid. 

I  commend  you  all  to  the  Divine  Grace  and  guidance  in  the 
deliberations  and  action  to  which  you  are  now  smnmoned  by  the 
overruling  Providence  of  our  Lord  and  Saviour  Jesus  Christ; 
and  I  earnestly  pray  that  He  may  enable  you  to  weigh  your  obli^  ' 
gations  and  bring  you  to  such  a  result  as  shall  most  conduce  to

Mr.  Ward  Hunt,  in  behalf  of  the  Ck^mmittee  appointed  to  take 
into  consideration  so  much  of  the  Bishop^s  Address  as  refers  to  the 
subject  of  Clergy  of  the  Diocese  liable  to  be  drafted  into  the  mili- 
tary service  of  the  United  States,  made  the  following 

REPORT: 

The  Conmiittee  to  which  was  referred  that  portion  of  the  Bishop's  Address  on 
the  subject  of  the  exemption  or  relief  of  the  Clergy  who  may  be  drafted  onder  the 
enrollment  act  of  1864,  respectfully  report: 

That  by  section  tenth  of  the  said  act  such  persons  as  are  physically  or  mentally 
unfit  for  the  service,  all  persons  actually  in  the  serrice  at  the  time  of  the  draft, 
all  persons  who  have  served  for  two  years  and  been  honorably  discharged,  and 
none  others,  are  exempt  from  enrollment  and  draft  The  Clergy  stand  under  ttJs 
section  in  the  same  position  as  members  of  other  pursuits  and  professions. 

By  section  seventeenth,  members  of  religious  denominations  who  shall,  by  oath 
or  affirmation,  declare  that  they  are  conscientiouBly  opposed  to  the  bearing  of 
arms,  and  who  are  prohibited  from  doing  so  by  the  rules  and  artidee  of  fidtfa  and 
practice  of  said  religious  denominations,  shall,  when  drafted,  be  oonsidered  noo- 
combatants,  and  be  assigned  to  duty  in  the  hospitals  or  the  care  of  freedmen,  or 
shall  pay  $300  for  the  benefit  of  sick  and  wounded  soldiers. 

The  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  has  long  held  her  Clergy  to  be  separate  and 
set  apart  for  the  performance  of  sacred  and  holy  duties,  and  that  the  actual  bear- 
ing of  arms  in  military  service  is  incompatible  with  their  office  and  dutiea.  Whila 
the  Committee  cannot  claim  that  such  of  the  Clergy  as  may  be  drafted  are  entitled 
to  a  legal  exemption,  or  to  an  absolute  right,  under  the  section  seventeen  above 
referred  to,  they  think  such  cases  should  be  fiiyorably  considered  as  within  its 
spirit    They  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  following  resolutions : 

Retohedf  That  in  the  judgment  of  this  Convention,  the  Clergy  of  this  CSiurdi 
are  bound,  in  conscience  and  by  their  ordination  vows,  to  abstain  from  engaging 
as  armed  combatants  in  the  militaiy  service.^ 


*This  resolution  was  subsequently  offered  by  the  Rev.  Dr.  Metcalf^  andaooepted 
by  the  Committee  as  part  of  their  report 
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JRetoked,  That  when  any  of  the  Clergj  of  this  Diocese  shall  bo  drafted  under 
the  law  of  1864,  the  President  of  the  United  States  is  respectfully  requested  not 
to  insist  upon  their  entering  into  the  military  service  as  actual  bearers  of  arms, 
but  that  such  Clergy  may  he  assigned  to  special  duties  as  Chaplains,  or  to  do  duty 
in  hospitals  or  in  the  care  of  freedmen,  or  in  such  clerkships  or  other  special 
duties  as  may  be  required  by  the  public  interests.

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The  Rules  of  Order  were  then,  on  motion,  smpeoded,  to  cmbie 
the  Spedal  Committee  on  the  subject  of  an  Anstant  Ksiiop  to 
make  their  report.  Tlie  Rev.  Dr.  Shelton,  <»i  bdialf  erf*  that  Com. 
mittee,  then  offered  the  following 

REPORT: 

Tour  Committee,  appointed  to  take  into  oonsideratioo  and  report  upon  the  sub- 
ject contained  in  the  Addreas  of  the  Bishop  of  the  Diooese  in  refermoe  to  the 
appointment  of  an  Assistant  Bi8b<^  b^  leare  to  state:  That  after  expressing 
their  very  great  fi^of  at  the  necessity  which  has  compelled  the  request  made  bj 
our  loved,  honored,  and  venerated  IMocesan,  in  his  Address  to  tlus  Cooventkn, 
the  substance  of  which  request  is,  **  that  after  the  eTaminations  and  opinion  of 
his  physicians,  and  his  own  experience  and  obeervatioD  of  the  uncertain  operatkn 
of  the  hazardous  disease  which  is  said  to  affect  him,  he  deeca  it  his  duty,  oe 
reflection  and  prayer,  in  conformity  with  the  frequent  and  long-establisbed  prac- 
tice of  the  Church  in  this  conntry,  to  ask  the  aid  of  an  Assistant  in  his  office,  to 
be  appointed  by  this  Convention,  in  order  that  thus  (as  he  trasts)  the  career  of 
prosperity  with  which  our  Divine  Lord  has  heretofore  blessed  this  Diocese,  may 
not  be  interrupted:"  and  after  a  full  comparison  of  ideas  and  a  hearty  discussioD 
of  all  the  subjects  connected  with  the  request  contained  in  the  Address,  they  have 
arrived  at  the  following  conclusions : 

First — ^That  it  is  expedient  to  elect  an  Assistant  Bishop :  Next — ^That  it  is  expe> 
dient  to  proceed  to  said  election  at  this  Convention ;  and  that  the  salary  of  the 
Assistant  Bishop  be  not  less  than  $3,500.  Next — ^That  the  most  simple  and 
efficient  mode  of  raising  the  salary  for  the  Bishop  to  be  elected,  will  bo  by  quar- 
terly collections  in  every  Parish  throughout  the  Diocese ;  and  that  in  the  event  of 
the  quarterly  collections  being  insufficient  to  meet  this  obligation  of  the  Conven- 
tion, the  Trustees  of  the  Fund  for  the  Support  of  the  Episcopate  be  requested  to 
communicate  the  fact  of  the  deficiency,  and  to  solicit  an  increased  contributioD. 

The  reasons  for  recommending  an  Assistant  are  contained  in  the  Bidx)p*8 
request.  No  other  would  be  for  a  moment  entertained  by  any  member  of  your 
Committee.  It  was  felt  that  the  request  of  their  beloved  Bishop  should  be  com- 
plied with,  and  that  upon  this  subject,  under  the  present  state  of  his  health,  his 
wish  should  be  their  law. 

With  respect  to  the  time  of  election,  namely,  at  this  Convention,  your  Commit- 
tee believe  that,  in  consideration  of  the  lamented  infirmities  of  body,  which  pre- 
vent both  full  mental  and  bodily  exertion,  and  which  demand  immediate  and 
complete  repose,  there  should  be  no  delay  in  rendering  the  requisite  relied  The 
assistance  which  he  has  been  offered  with  so  much  cordiality  and  kindness,  from 
the  Bishops  of  other  Dioceses,  is  wholly  inadequate,  and  cannot  supply  the  ser- 
vices of  an  Assistant  It  was  deemed  that  the  pressure  of  his  daily  caree  is  sudi 
as  to  threaten  the  most  serious  results.  It  was  also  apprehended  that  a  longer 
(jelay — that  is,  a  deferring  of  the  day  of  election  to  any  future  period — would  not 
promote  the  unity  or  harmony  of  the  Diocese,  or  secure  a  more  judicious  choice, 
but  on  the  contrary,  might  lead  to  disagreements,  and  that  with  idl  the  expedition 
we  can  use,  there  will  be  a  necessary  delay  of  several  months  before  the  Bishq> 
elect  can  enter  upon  the  duties  of  his  office. 

With  respect  to  the  support  of  an  Assistant  Bishop,  it  was  deemed  essential 
that  the  Fimd  of  the  Diocese  for  the  support  of  the  Bishopric,  should  ever  be  held 
sacred  to  the  purposes  for  which  it  was  raised,  and  for  which  it  has  been  hitherto 
used ;  and  that  there  was  no  better  method  to  be  resorted  to  than  the  one  of 
making  a  quarterly  collection  in  each  Parish  of  the  Diooese  for  securing  the  sum 
designated. 

The  Committeo  beg  leave  to  submit  the  subjoined  reeolutaons: 
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Whereas,  the  Bishop  is  unable,  by  reason  of  bodily  infinnitji  to  discharge  the 
duties  of  his  ofiQce, 

Heiolvedf  That  this  Convention  do  proceed  to  an  election  of  an  Assistant  Bishop 
of  this  Diocese. 

Eesoked,  That  the  annual  salary  of  the  Assistant  Bishop  be  and  the  same  is 
hereby  fixed  at  $3,500 ;  and  that  this  sum  be  raised  by  quarterly  collections  in 
the  several  Parishes  of  the  Diocese.

The  amendment  was  adopted. 

The  Convention  then,  on  motion  took  a  recess  until  8  o'clock. 


Thursday  Evbning,  8  o'clock. 

The  Convention  reassembled.  The  Bishop  having  called  the 
Rev.  Dr.  Jackson  to  the  Chair, 

The  amendment  offered  by  Mr.  Rogers  was  reconsidered,  and 
on  motion,  rejected. 

The  second  resolution  appended  to  the  report  of  the  Commit- 
tee of  Fourteen  being  then  in  order,  motions  to  amend  by  substi- 
tuting $5,000,  $4,500,  and  $4,000,  were  severally  made  and  lost. 

The  resolution  as  reported  by  the  Committee  was  then,  on 
motion,  adopted. 
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A  motion  to  suspend  the  mles  in  order  to  proceed  to  the  elec- 
tion of  an  Assistant  Bishop,  was  lost. 

On  motion,  the  election  of  an  Assistant  Bishop  was  made  the 
order  of  the  day  for  Friday,  imme^tely  after  Morning  Prayer. 

The  report  of  the  Committee  on  so  mnch  of  the  Bishop's 
Address  as  refers  to  the  subject  of  Clergy  liable  to  draft,  coming 
up  for  consideration,  the  resolutions  appended  to  the  same  were, 
on  motion  adopted. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Washington  Hunt, 

JResolved,  That  in  case  the  President  shall  decline  to  make  the 
proposed  discrimination,  and  any  of  the  Clergy  of  this  Diocese 
shall  be  drafted  into  the  ranks  of  the  Army,  the  I'arish  with  which 
any  such  drafted  Minister  is  officially  connected,  or  in  which  he 
may  reside,  is  hereby  requested  to  procure  a  substitute  on  the 
best  practicable  terms,  and  that  the  expenditure  thus  incurred  be 
refunded  by  a  special  collection,  to  be  made  in  all  the  Parishes, 
and  that  the  Bishop  be  requested  to  address  the  Diocese  by  P^ 
toral  Letter  in  such  manner  as  may  seem  to  him  necessary  to  give 
full  effect  to  this  resolution. 

Mr.  J.  W.  Clarke,  in  behalf  of  the  Standing  Committee  on  the 
Report  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Christmas  Fund  for  Disabled  Clergy, 
made  the  following 

REPORT: 

The  Standing  Oommittee  on  the  Report  of  the  Trastees  of  the  Ghrifltmaa  Fund 
for  Disabled  Clergymen,  beg  leaye  to  report  : 

During  the  past  year  six  disabled  Clergymen  have  received  relief  in  the  sum  of 
two  hundred  dollars  ($200)  each.  At  the  date  of  the  last  report  of  the  Trustees, 
the  principal  of  this  Fund  amounted  to  eight  thousand  three  hundred  and  twenty- 
five  and  fifty-one  one-hundredth  dollars,  ($8,325  61.)  At  the  present  time  it  is 
nine  thousand  nine  hundred  and  twenty  and  fifteen  one-hundredth  dollars, 
($9,320  16,)  bomg  an  increase  of  the  principal  of  $1,594  64  during  the  past  year.

aeasion  of  this  Convention  wHl  allow.  They  have  examined  the  Charter  and  By- 
Laws  of  the  Corporation  for  the  Belief  of  "Widows  and  Orphana  of  the  Clergy  for 
the  State  of  New  York,  and  find  that  the  privHegea  of  membenhip  therein  are 
open  to  the  Clergy  of  this  Diocese ;  that  said  Corporation,  however,  is  not  a 
charity  such  as  is  desired  in  this  Diocese,  but  is  duuvcterized  by  the  features  of 
a  Mutual  Insurance  Company — the  relief  aflbrded  being  only  tofemiliee  of  its  own 
members,  and  proportioned  to  the  amount  of  money  previously  paid  in  by  them. 
Our  conclusion  is  that  while  that  Corporation  has  privileges  and  advantages 
which  it  might  be  well  for  individual  Clergy  to  secure,  it  is  not  available  as  an 
agency  or  a  vehicle  for  calling  out  the  liberality  of  the  Diocese  towards  the  c^ject 
desired;  nor  can  it  bo  made  at  all  available  in  the  case  of  the  fiimilies  of  Clergy- 
men deceased  without  having  become  members  thereof.  The  Committee  would 
for  the  present  leave  the  case  of  such  families  in  this  Diocese  to  the  discretion  of 
the  Bishop,  in  addressing  a  Pastoral  Letter  to  the  Clergy  and  congr^ations  for  a 
collection  on  some  day  during  the  year  to  be  named  by  him,  and  wo^  aak  to  be 
continued  for  a  further  consideration  and  report  upon  the  subject  tlU  the  next 
Convention.

The  Rev.  Dr.  Metcalf  proposed  the  following  amendment  to  the 
Constitution : 
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Insert  after  the  words  ^'dulj  incorporated,"  in  the  last  daase 
of  the  article,  the  words  "  or  in  the  Diocesan  Training  School," 
so  that  the  clause  shall  read,  ^^  and  Clergymen  engaged  as  Ptofefr- 
sors  and  Instructors  of  youth  in  any  College,  Academy,  or  other 
Seminary  of  learning  duly  incorporated,  orm  the  Diocesan  Train- 
ing School,  may  be  members  of  the  Convention." 

The  proposition  was,  on  motion,  approved,  to  lie  over  to  the 
next  Convention. 

The  Convention  then,  on  motion,  adjourned  to  9  o'clock  Friday 
morning. 


Fbiday  Morning,  9  o'clock. 

The  Convention  met.  Morning  Prayer  was  read  by  the  Rev. 
A.  Schuyler,  D.  D.,  assisted  by  the  Rev.  W.  T.  Gibson,  D.  D., 
who  read  the  First  Lesson ;  the  Rev.  W.  R.  Harris,  who  read  the 
Second  Lesson,  and  the  Rev.  M.  Van  Rensselaer,  D.  D.,  who  read 
the  Creed,  Collects  and  Litany. 

The  Convention  having  been  called  to  order  by  the  Rt.  Rev. 
the  President,  the  minutes  were  read  and  approved. 

The  hour  having  arrived  for  the  order  of  the  day,  viz :  the  elec- 
tion of  an  Assistant  Bishop,  the  Secretary  read  §  V.  of  Canon  13, 
Title  I,  of  the  General  Convention,  as  follows : 

"  When  a  Bishop  of  a  Diocese  is  unable,  by  reason  of  old  age,  or  other  perma- 
nent cause  of  infirmity,  to  discharge  his  Episcopal  duties,  one  Assistant  Bishop 
may  be  elected  by  and  for  the  said  Diocese,  who  shall,  in  all  cases,  succeed  the 
Bishop  in  case  of  surviving  him.  The  Assistant  Bishop  shall  perform  such  Epis- 
copal duties,  and  exercise  such  Episcopal  authority  in  the  Diocese  as  the  Bishop 
shall  assign  to  him ;  and,  in  case  of  the  Bishop's  inability  to  assign  such  dnties, 
declared  by  the  Convention  of  the  Diocese,  the  Assistant  Bishop  shall,  during 
such  inability,  perform  all  the  duties,  and  exercise  all  the  authorities  whidi  apper- 
tarn  to  the  office  of  a  Bishop.  No  person  shall  be  elected  or  consecrated  a  SufEra- 
gan  Bishop,  nor  shall  there  be  more  than  one  Assistant  Bishop  in  a  Diocese  at 
the  same  time." 

After  a  brief  address  by  the  Bishop,  the  Convention  engaged 
in  silent  prayer.  Appropriate  Collects  were  then  read  by  the 
Bishop. 

The  Secretary  then  appointed  as  additional  Assistant  the  Rev. 
Alfred  B.  Goodrich. 

The  Chair  appointed  the  Rev.  Dr.  Shelton,  the  Rev.  Dr.  Bissell, 
and  Mr.  Wm.  C.  Pierrepont,  as  tellers  to  receive  the  votes  of  the 
Clergy,  and  Messrs.  J.  H.  Martindale,  C.  B.  Coventry  and  Rev. 
K.  Metcalf^  D.  D.,  to  receive  the  votes  of  the  Laity.

During  the  year  1863  the  stock  and  a  portion  of  the  bonds  of  the  New  York 
Central  Railroad  Company,  held  by  the  College,  were  sold  and  the  principal 
invested  in  bonds  and  mortgages.  On  the  sale  a  premium  was  realized,  over  and 
above  the  nominal  amount  of  the  stock  and  bonds,  accrued  interest  and  expenses, 
of  $4,814  39.  i 

A  portion  of  the  premiums  thus  realized  was  used  in  the  erection  of  a  brick 
bam,  wood  sheds,  smoke  house,  ash  bouse,  hog  house,  cistern  for  the  bam,  bam 
yard  fences,  ftc,  amounting  to  $2,989  87,  and  leaving  unexpended,  and  which  was 
added  to  the  principal  as  above  stated,  the  sum  of  $1,326  02. 

The  Railroad  Bonds  thus  converted  produced  but  six  per  cent  interest,  while 
the  securities  taken  in  their  place  are  producing  seven  per  cent,  interest,  thus 
increasing  our  revenue. 

The  real  estate,  exclusive  of  the  domain,  is  estimated  at  $22,600. 

The  domain  consists  of  330  acres  of  land,  a  portion  of  which  is  cultivated  by 
the  College,  and  the  residue  ^as  been  rented.  The  lease  has  expired,  and  a  farm 
house  and  out  buildings  must  be  erected  in  order  to  make  the  property  available. 

The  income  received  during  the  year  was $12,063  21 

And  the  expei^tures  were. « 12,052  83 

Thirty-six  boys  were  trained  and  instmcted  in  the  College  during  the  year  and 
wholly  supported  by  it. 

Thirteen  boys  were  discharged  from  the  College  and  eleven  other  boys  were 
admitted.

I  hold  services  in  this  Parish  once  every  Sunday,  and  for  a  portion  of  the  year, 
twice.  Services  twice  a  day  on  all  the  Saints'  and  Holy  Days,  morning  and  eve- 
ning; and  it  gives  mo  pleasure  to  say  that  the  attendance  on  those  services  is 
such  as  speaks  well  for  the  Parish ;  it  being,  on  an  average^  as  high  as  18  or  20, 
which,  for  a  Parish  of  its  size,  is  good.  And  the  same  may  be  said  in  regard  to 
the  attendance  at  the  Hely  Communion.  Last  year  the  number  of  Communicants 
reported  was  64.  The  average  attendance  on  each  Communion  is,  or  has  been, 
alx>ut  46.  It  has  been  as  high  as  59.  It,  indeed,  often  happens  that  mudi  the 
largest  portion  of  my  congregation  remains  on  Communion  days,  which  is  con- 
trary to  the  general  rule. 

We  are,  as  usual,  in  a  good  condition,  financially ;  and  I  trust  there  is  a  grow- 
ing attachment  to  the  Church  as  the  Body  of  Christ,  and  an  increasing  determina- 
tion to  live  up  to  its  requirements  as  such. 

There  are  several  of  my  parishioners,  (adults — ^the  children  are  all  baptized,) 
who  are  not  yet  within  the  fold — ^not  even  sacramentally.  For  these  I  hope,  and 
pray,  and  toil  I  trust  that  the  seed  sown  will  yet  take  root  downwards,  in  due 
time,  and  bear  fruit  upwards,  to  God's  glory,  in  &eir  salvatkm.

The  condition  of  the  Parish  is  good.  I  have  not  specified  the  number  of  fami- 
lies or  individuals.  In  a  Parish  like  this  it  is  very  difficult  to  do  so  with  accu- 
racy, and  as  we  are  required  to  be  definite  and  spectfio  in  our  etatementSi  I  prefer 
to  be  so  by  saying  nothing  about  it. 

The  general  attendance  at  service  is  about  the  same  as  heretofore— good.  The 
attendance  of  the  Communicants  on  Communion  days  is  very  good.  The  number 
of  Communicants  last  year  was  22;  the  average  attendance  on  each  occasion  has 
been  15  and  16. 

The  Sunday  School  continues  to  be  well  attended.  It  is  working  zealously  and 
earnestly  '^/or  (he  Ohurchy^^  and  the  members  of  it  look  forward  to  the  time  of  its 
erection  with  emotions  of  pleasure  and  delight  I  hope  they  will  not  be  disap- 
pointed. 

I  hold  services  here  once  every  Sunday,  and  now  and  then  on  weekdays,  as  on 
Good  Friday,  Christmas,  and  the  like. 

Wo  have  the  weekly  offering,  or  collection.  The  finances  of  the  Parish  are 
kept,  more  than  ordinarily,  on  the  square.

On  Saturday,  the  26th  of  September,  1863,  the  corner  stone  of  an  unpretend- 
ing Mission  Chapel,  to  be  known  as  "The  Chapel  of  the  Good  Shepherd, '^  was  laid 
by  the  Rector ;  the  Assistant  Minister  of  the  Parish  taking  part  in  the  services.

All  of  the  new  windows  are  individunl  gifts,  and  six  of 
them  memorials.  It  ought  to  be  added  that  the  main  support  of  the  Parish,  and 
most  of  the  offerings  reported  above,  have  been  from  five  or  six  persons,  several 
of  whom  have  given  a  large  proportion  of  their  annual  income,  and  one  (a  widow) 
has  exceeded  it 

After  thirty  years  of  adverse  dicumstanoes,  (thirteen  of  vacancy  or  non-resi- 
dence, and  the  remainder  mostly  of  feeble  or  irregular  ministrationB,)  in  a  rural 
population,  surrounding  a  village  of  less  than  five  hundred  inhabitants,  and  with 
four  other  congregations,  the  progress  of  the  last  two  years  is  certainly  encour- 
aging. But  it  must  take  a  much  longer  time  to  fix  the  Church  here  upon  a  broad 
and  secure  basis. 

A  service  has  been  given  at  the  village  of  Trenton  nearly  every  fortnight  since 
October  last  The  attendance  is  variable,  and  generally  small ;  but  there  is  some 
reason  to  hope  for  good  results  in  the  future.

The  Wardens  and  Vestry  report,  that  this  Parish  has  been  painfully  afBicied 
by  the  loss  of  its  beloved  and  most  estimable  Rector,  the  Rev.  Dr.  Brandeges. 
He  died,  after  a  short  illness,  on  Wednesday,  April  6th,  1864.  He  had  for  some 
months  been  occupied  with  even  more  than  his  usual  devotednees,  in  an  effort 
with  his  people  to  raise  the  means  of  completing  the  payment  of  the  debt  whk;h 
had  weighed  upon  the  Parish  since  the  erection  of  its  Church  edifice.  The  com- 
mencement of  that  enterprise  was  mentioned  in  the  last  report;  and  be  steadily 
persisted  in  the  effort  until  Easter,  when,  pursuant  to  arrangements  which  ne  had 
perfected,  the  whole  amount  of  the  debt,  in  money  and  obligations,  was  laid  upon 
the  Altar,  at  the  morning  service.  He  was  then  suffering  fit>m  the  fever  which 
finally  proved  fetal,  and  too  ill  to  preach,  though  he  consecrated  and  administered 
the  Holy  Commimion  to  his  flock.  After  the  service  he  remained  some  time  at 
the  Church,  being  unable,  from  failure  of  strength,  to  proceed  to  his  home.  He 
never  again  left  it  to  repair  to  that  building,  to  Uie  erection  of  which  he  had  devo- 
ted so  much  of  his  strength,  and  the  completion  of  which,  and  its  rebef  itom  debt, 
bad  been  so  near  his  heart 

The  mortgage  was  soon  after  wholly  paid  off  with  the  funds  Uius  obtained,  and 
has  been  cancelled. 

The  Vestry  invited  the  Rev.  William  R.  Harris,  who  had  been  the  Assistant  of 
Dr.  Brandegeo,  to  assume  the  charge  of  the  Parish  until  other  arrangements  should 
be  made.  He  has  since  officiated  with  great  fidelity,  and  in  a  manner  entirely 
satisfactory  to  the  Vestry  and  congregation.

The  Chiurch  debt  was  paid  off,  including  the  balance  due  on  the  lot  and  the 
edifice,  on  xhe  Ist  of  April  last,  and  the  Church  was  consecrated  on  the  7th  of 
June  by  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  twenty-seven  of  the  Clergy  being  present  and 
assisting. 

The  above  report  includes  only  such  sums  as  were  raised  and  contributed  in 
the  Parish  during  the  past  year.  The  previous  expenditure  will  make  the  total 
cost  of  the  Church  edifice,  lot  and  furniture,  exclusive  of  organ  and  bell,  about 
$5,000.  The  Thanksgiving  offering  ($86  10)  was  devoted  to  the  bell,  and  the 
proceeds  of  the  Offertory  at  the  Consecration  ($25  39)  were  given  for  the  use  of 
the  Rector.  The  first  bell  purchased  for  the  Church  was  lost  on  the  Steamer 
Isaac  Newton,  so  that  the  congregation  wore  obliged  to  raise  an  additional  sum 
for  another.  The  Parish  has  suffered  from  removals,  and  the  Rector  is  prevented, 
by  his  engagements  as  editor  of  the  Gospel  Messbnoeb,  from  giving  it  that 
degree  of  unremitting  attention  and  labor  which  he  would  wish,  and  which  its 
real  interests  and  prosperity  almost  imperatively  require.

William  Bakxb,  residiDg  in  Utics,  reports:  1%al  be  has  i 
adults  and  baptized  four;  officiated  twice  in  St  John's  Chnrdi,  Oneid 
St  James'  Church,  Clinton ;  onoe  in  Calvary  Chnrdi,  once,  during  Lent,  in  Tnaaif 
Church;  read  prayers  and  assisted  in  the  Communion  sereral  tunes  inGnn 
Church,  and  onoe  in  St  Oeorge's  Church,  Utica.  He  has  oflkaated  in  MasBsdnh 
setts  by  preaching  and  reading  prayers  on  Sunday,  and  attending  m  fonenl;  and 
also  officiated  seyeral  times  in  Uie  Diocese  of  New  ToiIl 


The  Bev.  John  A.  Bowican,  Hospital  Chaplain  U.  S.  A^  raskling  at 
Ky.,  reports :  That  the  sum  <k  his  ecclesiastical  duties,  performed  as  Hoipitil 
Chaplain  U.  S.  A.,  for  the  year  ending  July  Slst^  was  as  follows:  Beligions  ser- 
vices, 2*7 1 ;  Funeral  Services,  214 ;  Baptism,  (infant,)  1 ;  ICarriages,  (foor  of  winch 
were  contrabands,)  6.

The  Bev.  John  F.  Ernst,  residing  at  Buffalo,  reports :  That  since  his  report  m 
1863,  he  has  conducted  the  public  services  of  the  Church  50  times ;  has  gffffistM 
in  such  services  15  times;  has  preached  60  times ;  has  celebrated,  or  assisted  in 
celebrating,  the  Holy  CommuDion  14  times ;  has  paid  two  visits  to  a  sick  person; 
has  attended  four  funerals  and  baptized  one  in&nt  Since  the  7  th  of  May  last  he 
has  been  waiting  and  praying  to  be  called  to  work  in  some  portion  of  the  Lord's 
vineyard,  but  no  call  having  been  made,  he  remains  here,  rendering  to  his  breth- 
ren in  Christ  such  services  as  they  may  need  and  he  can  render. 

The  Bev.  R.  I.  Germain,  residing  at  Buffalo,  reports:  That  during  the  vacancy 
in  Grace  Church,  Black  Bock,  from  tlie  29th  of  November  to  the  4th  of  March,  be 
officiated  in  the  services  of  the  Church,  holding  services  on  the  Lord's  day,  in  the 
momiug ;  likewise,  on  Christmas  Day,  Ash  Wednesday,  and  on  Wednesdays  and 
Fridays  during  Lent.  He  officiated  at  the  burial  of  a  child  in  the  Parish,  and 
likewise,  on  the  28th  of  June,  held  a  funeral  service  and  preached  on  Grand 
Island,    or  the  occasional  assistance  to  the  Bector  he  makes  no  account 

The  Bev.  A.  Jackson,  D.  D.,  President  of  Hobart  College,  reports:  That  he 
has  been  engaged  during  the  past  year,  without  interruption,  in  the  duties  of  his 
office.  When  present,  he  has  always  taken  part  in  the  Sunday  services  of  the 
Chapel,  and  during  nearly  the  whole  of  the  last  term  he  performed  the  duties  of 
Chaplain,  in  the  neoessary  absence  of  that  officer.    He  has  frequently  officiated  in 
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neighboring  Parishes,  and  on  seyeral  occasions  administered  the  Holy  GommimioD. 
Dunng  half  the  year  he  officiated  once  a  month  in  the  Chapel  of  the  Water  Cure 
at  Clifton  Springs.  He  has  given  instruction  in  the  departments  of  the  Christian 
Eyidences,  Rhetoric  and  Elocution,  and  English  Literature. 

The  general  condition  of  the  College  has  been  satisfiustory.  The  number  of 
students  who  have  received  instruction  is  sixty-four.  Li  this  respect  the  institu- 
tion is  feeling  the  efifects  of  the  war.  The  condition  of  the  funds  is  not  materially 
changed.  The  number  of  scholarships  remains  the  same.  They  vary  from  $140 
to  |60  per  annum — ^the  greater  number  being  $100.  The  Department  of  Rhetoric 
and  Elocution  has  been  very  ably  filled  since  the  1st  of  April  by  the  Rev.  Franda 
T.  RuBselL 

The  Chaplain  has  been  obliged,  by  reason  of  the  ill  health  of  his  wife,  to  resign 
his  office— a  necessity  deeply  regretod  by  the  students,  officers  and  friends  of  £e 
College.  The  Chaplain's  report  will  give  a  statement  in  regard  to  the  moral 
religious  condition  of  the  College. 

The  beautiful  Chapel  of  the  College,  which  was  the  generous  gift  of  a  member 
of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  and  in  which  the  daily  services  have  been  conducted 
duhi^  the  past  year,  has  proved  its  great  value  as  a  means  of  promoting  interest, 
order  and  solemnity  during  the  performance  of  Divine  service.  It  was,  by  Grod'a 
mercy,  saved  from  being  consumed  by  fire  in  the  month  of  April  last,  and  is  now 
being  painted  anew,  so  as  to  render  it  more  beautiful  than  ever. 

The  Rev.  William  Osoab  Jabvis,  residing  at  Buffalo,  reports:  That  during  the 
last  Conventional  year,  until  the  Ist  of  June,  he  was  engaged  in  missionary  work 
in  the  gold  regions  of  Colorado  Territory.  He  wont  there  for  a  year's  residence, 
by  the  advice  of  his  physician  and  the  solicitation  of  tlie  Missionary  Bishop  of  the 
Northwest  His  term  of  service  there  expired  the  Ist  of  June,  when  he  left  the 
country  and  returned  to  Western  New  York,  arriving  in  Buffalo  the  5th  of  July. 
He  is  now  temporarily  engaged  at  St  James'  Church,  Buffalo,  in  the  absence  of 
the  Rector,  and  hopes  soon  to  have  a  permanent  parochial  charge.  He  is  happy 
to  say  that  his  health  is  considerably  improved. 

The  Rev.  DbWitt  C.  Loop,  Assistant  Minister  of  St  Luke's  Church,  Rochester 
respectfully  reports:  That,  besides  aiding  the  Rector  in  visiting  in  his  Parish,  he 
has,  since  August,  1863,  read  service  62  times,  and  assisted  in  it  109  times, 
making  number  of  services  joined  in,  161;  preached  56  times ;  baptized  16  children, 
(one  not  elsewhere  reported;)  administered  the  Eucharist  (privately)  6  times,  and 
assisted  in  it  publicly  13  times.  He  has  attended,  (elsewhere  reported,)  at  least 
44  ftmerals.  He  has  conducted  a  Bible  Class  for  adults  in  the  Chapel  region 
during  most  of  the  year,  and  has  had  a  cottage  lecture  once  a  week  in  private 
houses. 

The  "  Chapel  of  the  Good  Shepherd"  was  opened  July  31st,  1864.  It  is  a  neat 
comibrtable.  Church-like  edifice,  in  a  part  of  the  city  where  one  was  much  needed. 
It  is  well  attended,  and  almost  out  of  debt  His  labors  as  a  delegate  of  the  Chris- 
tian Commission,  among  sick  and  wounded  soldiers,  was  very  interesting,  and  he 
hopes  blessed  to  the  good  of  many. 

The  Rev.  Kbndriok  Mbtoalf,  D.  D.,  Hobart  Professor  of  Latin  in  Hobart  Col- 
lege, Geneva,  reports:  That,  in  addition  to  the  discharge  of  his  regular  duties  in 
the  College,  he  has  officiated,  for  about  eight  months  in  the  year,  in  St  John's 
Church,  Phelps,  Ontario  county.  His  special  official  acts  there  will  be  found 
included  in  the  parochial  report  of  his  successor,  the  Rev.  Professor  Russell  He 
has  also  preached  several  times  during  the  year  in  St  John's  Chapel  of  Hobart 
College,  and  elsewhere. 

The  Rev.  Hembt  A.  Neslt  reports:  That  during  the  first  two  terms  of  the 
ooUegiate  year,  he  fblfilled  his  duties  as  Chaplain  of  Hobart  College,  officiating
